The prince’s jaw dropped. 

Charles, apparently expect¬ 
ed a buffalo robe aa a gift, 
popped his head up and 
turned as if expecting the gift 
to appear behind him. 


, Battle of Kentucky coal mine 

Viet vets stage war in 


STEARNS, Ky. (AP) — The 
strike at the Stearns Goal Co. 
mine has become an armed 
struggle with major battle¬ 
ground roles being; played by 
veterans of the Vietnam war. 

The 153 miners, on strike 
for 51 weeks in their fight for 


union recognition and new 
safety standards, are pitted 
against company guards they 
call ‘‘gun thugs.” 

But few of die guards are 
strangers to this rugged Cum¬ 
berland Mountain country of 
eastern Kentucky. Many 


come from coal mining fami¬ 
lies; some are former union 
men. 

Men on both sides range in 
age from the late-teens to 
mid-SOs. Some are Vietnam 
veterans, and they say what 
is happening here makes 


them remember the war in 
Southeast Asia. 

They talk of “firefights.” 
Every night, and sometimes 
in the daytime, there is shoot¬ 
ing. Four guards and one 
miner have been wounded in 
the last five months. 


The guards live inside a 
“company compound” en¬ 
closed by a cyclone fence with 
four pill-boxes with walls 10 
inches thick. 

The guards, who work 
30-day tours, are flown in and 
out of the compound by heli¬ 


copter. When a chopper ar¬ 
rives, gunfire erupts. The 
miners say the guards shoot 
to protect the chopper. The 
guards say the miners are 
trying to shoot it down. 

A 26-year-old guard, holding 
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“The queen has got very 
used to corgies over the years 
but a buffalo could certainly 
be very interesting.” Charles 
said later. A corgi is a small 
short-legged dog. 

Chief Snow said the gift 
would be presented to the 
prince in whatever fashion he 
wished — shipped live to Eng¬ 
land. kept on the reserve, or 
killed with the head and skin 
sent to England. 

The prince left Edmonton 
for London Saturday night, 
ending a five-day visit to the 
Calgary Stampede and cere¬ 
monies on southern Alberta 
Indian reserves marking the 
100th anniversary of the sign¬ 
ings of Treaty 7 with the 
Blackfoot confederacy. 

His Air Canada flight took 
off from Edmonton’s interna¬ 
tional airport 80 minutes late. 

Air Canada flight 852 carry¬ 
ing the prince was delayed by 
a mechanical problem. An un¬ 
official report was that it in¬ 
volved wheel brakes. The 
Boeing 747 had a full comple¬ 
ment of 365 passengers. 

Prince Charles, accom¬ 
panied by his brother Andrew’, 
had arrived by helicopter 
from Calgary shortly before 
the originally-scheduled 6:55 
p.m. departure (Victoria 
time). 

Prince Andrew did not stay 
at the airport, 35 miles south 
of the city, during his 
brother’s takeoff delay. He 
drove off with Alberta Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor Ralph Stein- 
hauer for an overnight stay in 
a downtown Edmonton hotel. 

Andrew w as to fly do Yel¬ 
lowknife. N.W.T., this morn¬ 
ing for an aerial tour of Arc¬ 
tic settlements. 


Call to fire 
‘spoiled 
everything ’ 

Crofton Days may be re* 
membered as one of 1977’s 
hotter items. 

The showpiece of this area’s 
annual festivities, Crofton 
Days’ was all ready with a 10 
a.m. parade Saturday. 

Included in the parade were 
the Crofton fire department 
members and North Gowlohan 
Mayor Gerry Smith. 

“And exactly at 10 a.m. the 
fire alarm went off,” Smith 
told The Colonist in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

*Tt couldn’t have happened 
at a worse time — it spoiled 
everything. It was terrible.” 

So Smith and the rest of the 
Crofton brigade, together with 
their Maple Bay counterparts, 
hotfooted it over to the fire, 
which broke out in Westholme 
grasslands near Chemainus. 

“The fire was under control 
before noon,” Smith said hap¬ 
pily, “but it could’ve been bad 
If we hadn't acted so quickly. 
It could’ve turned into a real 
bad bush fire.” ' 

And despite the rude inter¬ 
ruption, Crofton Days con¬ 
tinued as scheduled.

Hostages swapped, 
hijacked jet leaves

Pressure-drop check 
preceded pipeline blow 


FAIRBANKS (UPI) - A 
crew was checking a drop in 
oil pressure at Pump Station 8 
on the Alaska pipeline when 
an explosion flattened the 52.5 
million pumphouse Friday. 

Despite the mishap, oil may 
again be flowing through the 
pipeline within a matter of 
days. 

Alyeska Pipeline chairman 
E. L. Patton told an Anchor¬ 
age news conference Saturday 
that the blasted pump station 
could be bypassed while being 
rebuilt. 

Recounting the episode, 
Jack Blue, a control room 
wt>rker, said at one point 
workers were facing “a hall 
full of fire” and inflammable 
oil rushing at them. 

Blue said turbine room 
workers at the pumphouse 
had unscrewed a device hold¬ 
ing an oil filter to see if the 
filter was clogged when oil 
suddenly spewed Into the 
room. 

The workmen, some cover¬ 
ed with oil, fled the building 
just before it exploded, blow¬ 
ing the shell of the structure 
300 feet into the air. 
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“It was just like one of 
those atomic bombs,” one 
worker said. “It just boiled 
and boiled up into the sky.” 

Pipefitter Bill Pender lik¬ 
ened it to “a thousand-pound 
bomb going off in your back¬ 
yard” and said, “it was a 
miracle moye people weren’t 
killed and hurt.” 

Another worker said it ap¬ 
peared a check valve failed 
after it was closed so the oil 
filter could be inspected. 

“Nobody touched it,” said 
the worker, who wished to re¬ 
main -anonymous. “It just 
opened and oil squirted out all 
over. I got about 60 feet from 
the building before it went. 
Some (workers) were 
knocked flat and some were 
covered with oiL” 

He said an automatic chem¬ 
ical spraying system designed 
to extinguish a fire within sec¬ 
onds “didn’t even get a 
chance to work. It went when 
the walls were blown out.” 

The faulty valve which sud¬ 
denly spewed oil into a hot 
turbine probably caused the 


explosion and fire, one inves¬ 
tigator said. 

The Fairbanks coroner s of¬ 
fice identified the dead 
worker as Charles Lindsey, 
38, of Fairbapks.

KUWAIT (UPI) — A hi¬ 
jacked Kuwait Airways jet¬ 
liner with six gunmen and 
three Arab officials acting as 
hostages left today on a three- 
hour. 1,200 mile flight for 
South Yemen. 

„ The plane left Kuwait for 
Aden, capital of South Yemen 
under the terms of an agree¬ 
ment worked out in long nego¬ 
tiations between the terrorists 
and Kuwait officials, authori¬ 
ties reported. 

Earlier the gunmen, whose 
number was previously put at 
nine, released all 27 hostages 
held aboard the aircraft in 
temperatures as high as 108 
degrees in return for a guar¬ 
antee of safe passage to South 
Yemen. 

The authorities said the 
gunmen — afl Palestinians 
and members of the radical 
Popular Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine — 
took with them Mohammad 
ad Hammad, head of Ku¬ 
wait's public security and two 
high Palestinian officials. 

The South Yemeni charge 
d’affaires, who played a lead¬ 
ing role in negotiations and 
who had agreed to accompany 
the hijackers to Aden, 
stayed behind following con¬ 
sultations with his govern¬ 
ment, the Kuwait authorities 
said. 

They said that under the 
agreement, the six gunmen 
kept their weapons, apparent¬ 
ly including a machinegun 
and several pistols, but would 
turn them over to South 
Yemen officials on landing. 

They will then be free to 
stay in South Yemen or to 
leave, they said. 

It was not immediately 


known how' many crew 
members had boarded the 
plane to fly it to Aden. 

The two Palestinian of¬ 
ficials on the flight were Anni 
Batash, deputy director of the 
Palestine Liberation Organi¬ 
zation office in Kuwait, and 
Abdelaziz al Sayed, informa¬ 
tion officer of the AL Fatah 
guerrilla group in Kuwait. 

In announcing the release of 
the remaining passengers and 
crew members earlier, a Ku¬ 
wait radio broadcast said. 


“the dialogue (with the hi¬ 
jackers > that began last (Fri¬ 
day) night has culminated in 
the release of all the passen¬ 
gers and crew ... The pas¬ 
sengers, the crew’ and the hi¬ 
jackers are all in good 
health.” 

The gunmen seized the 
Beirut-to-Kuwait-bound jet 
Friday and demanded release 
of hundreds of Palestinian 
prisoners in Arab and Israeli 
jails. Later they also report¬ 
edly asked for an undisclosed 
sum of money. 


Shooting: 2 sought 

Two long-haired suspects, between 18 and 20, 
were being sought early Sunday in the shooting of a 
man outside the Rosalina apartments, 843 Esqui¬ 
mau Road. 

The victim apparently staggered to the nearby 
Halfway House, at 856 Esquimau, where he was 
picked up by an ambulance already alerted by em¬ 
ergency services, after a woman apartment resident 
called police. 

The suspects were described as wearing dark 
clothing with dark, shoulder-length hair. They were 
headed on foot toward downtown Victoria. 
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SALISBURY. (UPI) — Rho¬ 
desian troops on full alert to 
counter attacks during the 
holiday weekend commemo¬ 
rating the founding of Rhode¬ 
sia killed 10 guerrillas and 
lost one man during the past 
24 hours, officials said Satur¬ 
day. 

A military communique 
said lockets fired from Zam¬ 
bia damaged the roof of an 
army barracks, wrecked cars 
and slightly wounded two ci¬ 
vilians near the Kariba power 
station, the first attack in the 
I^ake Kariba area since June 
4. 

Military sources said that 
on the western front alone 
about 3,000 Zambia-based 


guerrillas were believed 
poised to strike. 

Government and military 
officials have been saying for 
several weeks that Zambia- 
based guerrillas loyal to Jo¬ 
shua Nkomo’ Patriotic Front 
were planning an offensive to 
coincide with the holiday 
'Weekend. 

Sources said Rhodesian 
troops have taken added pre¬ 
cautions to prevent and 
counter any attack during the 
Rhodes and Founders holiday 
weekend ending Tuesday. 

The holiday commemorates 
the arrival ol British pioneers 
in the late 19th century to the 
land later named after Sir 
Cecil Rhodes. 

Hotels in western Rhode¬ 


sia's tourist and gambling re¬ 
sorts reported being fully 
booked for the holiday, de¬ 
spite the possibility of attack. 

In Salisbury, a six-man 
Anglo-American diplomatic 
team headed by British diplo¬ 
mat John Graham and includ¬ 
ing U.S. ambassador to Zam¬ 
bia Stephen Low held more 
than three hours of talks with 
Rhodesian officials Saturday. 

Today Ndabaningi Sithole. a 
moderate black nationalist 
leader w ho has renounced ter¬ 
rorism, is expected to return 
to Rhodesia after a 27-mofith 
exile. 

Prime Minister Ian Smith 
said earlier this week it would 
be “irresponsible” not to con¬ 
sider letting him come back if 
he renounced terrorism. 


MOSCOW (AP) — An un¬ 
usual 45-minute concert Satur¬ 
day of protest songs by 
Johnny Cash, Joan Baez, 
Judy Collins and other Ameri¬ 
can folk singers was the latest 
move in a Soviet campaign to 
convince its citizens that 
human rights are violated in 
the United States. 

Apparently responding to 
President Carter’s criticism 
of civil rights violations in the 
Soviet Union, the theme was 
emphasized during the pro¬ 
gram by a narrator who de¬ 
livered a social commentary 
on American life. 

“If you are poor, you have 
no freedom, no happiness, 
Vour spirit is broken, what 
then? Different people react 
in different ways, but many 
land in prison. The American 
prisons are packed up tightly 
with such people,” the com¬ 
mentator said in introducing 
Johnny Cash’s San Quentin, 
recorded live at the California 
prison. 


“The big criminals pay off. 
They hire excellent lawyers,” 
the commentator went on, 
“and if they do get into jail, 
they land in a special prison 
where there are no bars on 
the windows, where they can 
play golf in the open air, or 
baseball.” - 

This commentary led into 
Bob Dylan’s song. The Hurri¬ 
cane, about the case of Rubin 
Hurricane Carter, a black 
former boxer given a retrial 
in a murder case after the 
New Jersey Supreme Court 
ruled the prosecution withheld 
evidence. He was found guilty 
at a second trial last De¬ 
cember. 

As a prelude to Judy Col¬ 
lins’ version of Brother. Can 
You Spare a Dime? the Soviet 
commentator said: “The orig¬ 
inal song was written in 1932, 
during the Great Depression. 
And now it is heard anew. 
Millions and millions of Amer¬ 
icans are registered as unem¬ 
ployed.” 


Police fakery videotaped 

‘I’ve never seen evidence so beautiful 7 says lawyer 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) 
— A barroom videotape has 
led to the suspension of four 
I>olice vice officers on charges 
they falsified reports of two 
arrests. , 

“In 17 years of practising 
law, I’ve never seen evidence 
so beautiful,” said Edward 
Daley, an attorney for the 
Brave Bull Bar that uses the 
videotape to monitor the cash 


register and bar. “The fal¬ 
sification of evidence was 
right there on camera.” 

Suspended were officers 
Leo Schmock, David Ken- 
nison, David Barclee and John 
Abrego. 

The policemen wrote in a 
report that they arrested a 
bar customer for striking an 
officer and blocking his exit 
from the bar. But the camera 


showed there had been no vio¬ 
lence. Daley claimed it was 
the customer who was struck 
by an officer outside the bar, 
causing an injury requiring 20 
stitches. 

Police also said in the re¬ 
port they had seen the bar¬ 
tender try to w’ake up another 
customer who was drunk, 
then serv e him another drink. 


The 'videotape, however, 
showed that the patron w’as 
served a drink before he ap¬ 
peared to pass out. and that 
he received no drinks after¬ 
ward. 

The tape also showed an of¬ 
ficer drawing beer out of the 
tap and placing it on the bar 
where the customer had been 
seated. The officer then 


poured more beer from the 
tap and placed it into an evi¬ 
dence vial, later claiming it 
was taken from the patron’s 
glass. 

Acting Police Chief Carl 
Calkins said he ordered the 
suspensions based on the dis¬ 
crepancies between the video¬ 
tape and the official police 
report.

Priscilla Crane of trea¬ 
sury’s revenue sharing office 
said the Shufords. consisting 
of a grandmother, two mar¬ 
ried couples and eight chil¬ 
dren, are the only Claremonl 
property owners without 
water services. 

Officials said Claremom. 
near Charlotte, contended the 
Shuford property is inaccessi¬ 
ble. 

Although the government is 
moving to recover funds given 
Claremont in the past, no 
legal ruling has been made 
yet and the case will not pre¬ 
vent the town from receiving 
its second quarterly revenue 
sharing payment this year — 
34.296. 

Miss Crane said the depart¬ 
ment, in a formal complaint 
to be filed soon, will ask an 
administrative law judge to 
rule that Claremont discrimi-* 
nated against the Shuford 
family. 

The department has lieen 
w orking on the issue for two 
years without resolution, of¬ 
ficials said.

Social Credit party govern¬ 
ment was defeated by the 
New Democratic Party in 
August, 1972, today celebrates 
the 30th anniversary <rf his 
wedding to the former May 
Richards. 

Shortly after his govern¬ 
ment’s defeat, Bennett re¬ 
signed his Okanagan South 
seat, where he was first elect¬ 
ed to the legislature in 1941. 
His son, Bill Bennett, was 
elected in'a byelection, and in 
December, 1975, led the Social 
Credit party back into power. 

The former premier said in 
an interview Saturday that 
marriage was the most im¬ 
portant thing a person did in 
his life. 

“We have had a really good 
marriage and have no re¬ 
grets,” he said. 

Bennett first met his wife at 
a young people’s movement 
meeting in Edmonton in 1324. 

"It wasn’t love at first sight 
but there was recognition," he 
said. “After the first six 
months I kn^w May was the 


woman who was In he my 

wife.” 

They were manned in 1927 
and three years later they 
moved to this Okanagan Val¬ 
ley city where Bennett opened 
a hardware store. 

“I had left the wife and 
children, Russell and Anita, in 
Victoria staying with rela¬ 
tives. I drove through the 
area and the roads were bad 
and dusty. I went to the lake 
and had a swim and won¬ 
dered why I hadn’t oome to 
Kelowna earlier.” 

Bennett promptly bought a 
hardware store in Kelowna, 
the first of several. 

The former premier had 
some advice on marriage for 
young people. 

He said the main thing is 
that they get married between 
the ages of 24 and 27. 

“That’s not too young or too 
old and people know enough 
about life then to make their 
marriage a success." 

“Another thing that would 
help would be a lack of major 
differences. If there are too 


many of these, it leads to a 
loss of confidence and .jea¬ 
lousy.” 

Bennett said he was not 
alarmed at today’s permis¬ 
sive society. 

“You will always get 
periods in history going way 
back just like this one. It’s 
like a pendulum. A swing in 
one direction and back again. 
I don’t think human nature 
has changed in thousands of 
years. There are a lot of good, 
happy, young people about 
these days, like there always 
are and always will be.” 

Bennett's son Russell (R. 
J.) is currently head of the 
Bennett interests, as well as 
those of the current premier, 
which are in blind trlist while 
he is in politics. His daughter. 
Anita Tozer. is his personal 
secretary. 

The Bennett children and 10 
grandchildren are to gather 
here today to celebrate the 
golden anniversary. 


a shotgun and squatting in 100 
degree (Fahrenheit) heat in¬ 
side a pillbox, explains why 
he is here: 

“I fought in Vietnam, I 
have a seventh-grade educa¬ 
tion. they pay us I guess what 
you’d call hazardous duty 
pay, and I couldn’t make this 
much money doing anything 
else. I make about 3250 to $300 
a week.” 

The guards, who claim the 
miners sneak up to the fence 
and shoot at them, scurry 
around the compound 
crouched over to protect 
themselves from gunfire. 

They also claim the miners 
fire high-powered rifles from 
the two sand-bagged bunkers 
at their picked line a quarter 
mile down the road. The mine 
property cannot be seen from 
the picket line, but the tops of 
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trees between the compound 
and the miners have been 
sheared off by gunfire. 

The miners also crouch 
when they are near their pick¬ 
et line. They say the guards 
shoot at them with high-i>o- 
wered rifles and a machine 
gun they say is hidden in the 
mine elevator. The guards 
deny they have a machine 
gun. 

The hastily built “union 
hall” is pocked by bullets. 
Miners won’t eh ter it because 
they think it’s a target. 

Each side claims the other 
is at fault. When gunfire 
erupts, there is no way to tell 
which side initiates it. But 
when It starts, both sides

shoot back. They admit it. 

Although the strike began 
last July 17, law enforcement 
officers say there was little 
shooting until five months 
ago, when Stearns hired the 
guards from the Storm Secu¬ 
rity System of London, Ky. 

Frank, 55, a retired army 
master sergeant who said he 
had fought in the Second 
World War. Korea and Viet¬ 
nam, is In charge of the com¬ 
pany guards. He isn’t allowed 
to reveal his last name. He 
held a shotgun, and a 38- 
calibre pistol was strapped to 
his waist. 

“If they ever try to storm 
the fence, there’s going to be 
a blood bath.” Frank says. “I 
hope it never happens. But if 
it does we have to shoot back. 
They are paying us to protect 
company and it’s our job. 

“Weekends are vicious. 
They drink a little and fire 
more. I don’t have anything 
against them. My dad was a 
miner. All my relatives are 
miners. I’m not here to break 
a strike.” 

| The miners want a contract 


which would allow them to 
leave their jobs any time 
their safety committee be¬ 
lieves working conditions are 
unsafe. The company rejects 
that demand, saying the mine 
is as safe as any. Two men 
have died in the mine in the 
past eight years. 



PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — 
Bill Wilson, president of the 
United Native Nations, said 
Saturday that Indians should 
try and save what was once 
the most “powerful, sophi^ 
ticated society in the world.” 

Wilson told about 220 dele¬ 
gates attending a UNN con¬ 
ference here that Indians 
have been discriminated 
against in every aspect of life. 

“We’ve been told too long 
that we're inferior and second 
class citizens,” he said. "It is 
time for Indians to get off 
their asses and to stand up for 


themselves. We have to learn 
there are no such things as 
free lunches.” 

Wilson said the land the 
conference is being held on is 
Indian land, as is all land in 
B.C. 

“Indians are being discrimi¬ 
nated against in every way of 
life yet the land belongs to us. j 
There is no reason why we 
should surrender Indian val- ' 
ues for white values. 

Wilson claimed that in 
March of 1978 the federal gov¬ 
ernment plans to "impose a 
complete aboriginal rights , 
settlement in B.C.”

ISLAMABAD (Reuter* 
Pakistan’s new military 
rulers have ordered an inqui¬ 
ry info the conduct of the 
head of a special paramilitary' 
security service set up by de¬ 
posed premier ZulCikar Ali 
Bhutto, an official announce¬ 
ment said Saturday. 

Subject of the inquiry is 
Masood Mahood, director.gen¬ 
eral of the Federal Security 
Force (FSF), who was one of 
the first people arrested when 
the army staged its bloodless 
coup before dawn Tuesday. 

Bhutto and most other polit¬ 
ical leaders also were de¬ 
tained under the martial law 
imposed by the army to end 
four months of civil unrest. 
The troubles, which claimed 
some 350 lives, began when 
opponents of Bhutto accused 
his People's Party of rigging 
their March 7 election 
triumph. 

His opponents, leaders of 
the Pakistan National Alli¬ 
ance. accused the gray-shirt- 
ed FSF of providing truck- 
loads of arms to People’s 

Gen. Zia-Ul-Haque, chief of 
Party supporters. 


Gen. Zia-Ul-Haque. chief of 
the army and now the martial 
law administrator, has pro¬ 
mised to hold new general 
elections in October. The mili¬ 
tary say Bhutto will be freed 
in time to take part. 

Zia, 52, and his disciplined 
400,000-man army appear to 
be intent on keeping a low 
profile during the 90-dav 
period during which they say 
they will “hold the ring.” 

Troops are being kept off 
the streets and civil police 
have been used in the big 
cities of Karachi and Lahore 
in searches for suspected hid¬ 
den arms. 

Members of Zia's four-man 
military council are seldom in 
public view and few an¬ 
nouncements are issued from 
general headquarters in Ra¬ 
walpindi. 

But the army appears pre¬ 
pared to be tough. Gen. 
Sawar Khan, martial law ad¬ 
ministrator for the Northwest 
Frontier province, told senior 
civil servants in Peshawar 
Saturday that law and order 
will be maintained at all costs 
before, during and after the 
October elections.

Various body itches make 
up a sizable amount of the 
questions I receive from 


readers. It is often difficult to 
differentiate between allergic 
reactions such as hives from 
common irritation from 
chemicals, etc. Some folks 
are pretty fair medical detec¬ 
tives, I’ve learned. 

One reader wrote recently 
to describe how he found the 
culprit giving him a body 
rash. He was in the habit of 
shampooing his hair while 
taking a shower. He stopped 
the practice and the itching 
disappearedd. Apparently the 
irritant was in the shampoo 
and affected the non-scalp 
area, where it remained be¬ 
cause of inadequate rinsing. 

With many of these mysteri¬ 
ous rashes each sufferer must 
become his own Sherlock 
Holmes. 


HONG KONG (UPI) — 
China’s top missile expert, 
once a colonel in the U.S. Air 
Force, says his country's 
science and technology is lag¬ 
ging behind other countries 
because of political interfer¬ 
ence. 

But Chien Hsueh-shen, 
director of the Mechanics In¬ 
stitute of the Chinese Aca¬ 
demy of sciences, also says it 
is inevitable that Oiina “will 
catch up with and surpass the 
world advanced levels." 

In an article in die July edi¬ 
tion of Red Flag, the Commu¬ 
nist party’s theoretical jour¬ 
nal, Chien blamed the discre¬ 
dited Gang of Four for 
China’s problems. 

He said Chairman Hua Kuo- 
feng and other party leaders 
had given scientists more 
freedom and made rapid 
progress possible. 

“We should affirm the fact 
that there are some things in 
China which are advanced or 
surpass the world advanced 
levels,” Chien said. “At the 
same time, we should also see 
that they represent only a 
part, and a very small part at 
that, and that in most cases 
we are relatively backward. 

“Only when we admit in a 
down-to-earth spirit that there 
indeed exists some disparity 
as compared with the world 
advanced levels can we feel 
the urgent need for us to 
make headway to quickly 
catch up with and surpass 
them.” 

The Gang of Four, led by 
Mao Tse-tung’s widow Chiang 
Ching, was responsible for 
this political persecution. 
Chien said. 

Chien, now 65. attended the 
California Institute of Techno¬ 
logy. received a doctorate 
from the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology in 1938, 
and later became the 
youngest professor in MIT 
history. 

He w r as an Air Force colo¬ 
nel during the Second World 


War, served with the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Defence Scientific Advi¬ 
sory Board as director of the 
rocket sectioin and studied 
rocket section and studied 
surrender. 


The U.S. government seized 
his research notes and 
blocked him from returning to 
China during the Korean War. 
but he w*as repatriated in 
1955. 


Oyster breeders 
protest CZ plan 


VANCOUVER (CP) A 
log-sorting ground on Hotham 
Sound, proposed by Crown 
Zellerbach Canada Ltd., 
would wipe out one of the last 
tw’o remaining oyster breed¬ 
ing areas in British Columbia, 
says the chairman of the B.C. 
Oyster Marketing Board. 

“It’s an aw’ful shame,” said 
Edward Timothy. “The forest 
industry is finally in a posi¬ 
tion where it will put us right 
out of business. We’re pushed 
and pushed and pushed by the 
logging business wherever we 
turn.” 

He said Hotham Sound, 
near Powell River, and Pen- 
drell Sound,, further north, are 
the only areas left along the 
coast where tidal currents 
and undisturbed surface 
waters combine to produce 
oyster-spawning areas. 

Crown Zellerbach’s plans 
for the area represent another 
nail in the oyster industry cof¬ 
fin. he said. 

Dave Smith, of the marine 
resources branch of the pro¬ 
vincial recreation and conser¬ 
vation department, gave a 
similar warning in a recent 
letter to Powell River region¬ 
al district. 

Smith said the branch ob¬ 
jects to log sorting in the area 
because “it could have a pos¬ 


sible deleterious effect on Pa¬ 
cific oyster breeding.” He 
called for studies on, the possi¬ 
ble impact of the Crown Zel¬ 
lerbach proposals. 

Timothy said oyster farms 
employ between 180 and 280 
people a year depending on 
the season and contribute 
about $1,250,000 a year to the 
provincial economy. 

He said oyster seeds can be 
purchased from Japan if local 
spawning grounds are ruined 
but said it wt>uld cost about 
$160,000 annually and this is 
too great a drain on the in¬ 
dustry. 

A Crown Zellerbach spokes¬ 
man said the company feels 
Hotham Sound is the best lo¬ 
cation for log sorting because, 
among other reasons, it is 
sheltered and is accessible for 
towing.

1984 voting 


SANTIAGO (UHl) - Mili¬ 
tary leader Gen. Aug-usto Pin¬ 
ochet announced plans Satur¬ 
day to hold limited popular 
elections in Chile in 1984 or 
1985 for a legislative assembly 
that then would appoint a new 
president.

Pinochet also said Chile 
faced “difficult hours” ahead 
and warned that his govern¬ 
ment would not bow to 
‘‘foreign pressures or 
threats” in returning to a 
democratic form of govern¬ 
ment. 

Pinochet also said a new 
constitution would be drafted 
to replace the 1925 document 
that “in substance has died.”

LONDON (AP) — A new 
book by two British writers 
says U.S. prisoners of war, 
seme captured less than two 
weeks earlier, were among 
80,000 persons killed in the 
U.S. atomic bombing of Hiro¬ 
shima in the Second World 
War and that two who sur¬ 
vived were reported beaten to 
death. 

“For 32 years this informa¬ 
tion has been suppressed,” 
claimed Gordon Thomas, co¬ 
author of the book Enola Gay, 
in an interview. 

The defence department in 
Washington said 10 to 20 U.S. 
prisoners were believed to be 
in Hiroshima at the time but 
it added it could not be ade¬ 
quately determined if any 
were victims of the bombing. 

In the book, named after 
the B-29 bomber that carried 
out the world’s first atomic 
attack on Aug. 6,1945, Thomas 
and co-author Max Morgan 
Witts write that an estimated 
23 Americans were being held 
in Hiroshima at the time. The 
authors said 10 of them had 
been taken prisoner in Okina¬ 
wa and the rest had been shot 
down over Hiroshima on July 
28, 1945. 

“Hie fate of the American 
prisoners of war is not cer¬ 
tain,” they add in their 
327-pdge book. “Two were re¬ 
ported to have been escorted, 
wounded but able to walk, to 
Ujina. One was seen under a 
bridge, apparently dying, 
wearing only a pair of red- 
and-white underpants. Two 
were said to have been bat¬ 
tered to death in the castle 
grounds by their captors.” 
Ujina is in the port section of 
Hiroshima. 

Thomas and Witts, who 
have co-authored five pre¬ 


vious books, including Voyage 
expressed the belief that guilt 
of the Damned an$ Guernica, 
expressed the belief thae guilt- 


feelings were attached to the 
attack and because of this the 
American deaths were not 
disclosed.

Somalis claim victory 
in Ethiopia revolution 


MOGADISHU. Somalia 
(UPI) — Nearly 1,500 Ethiopi¬ 
an regular army and peasant 
troops were killed in heavy 
fighting in June with rebels of 
the Western Somalia Libera¬ 
tion Front in Ethiopia’s Oga- 
den, district, the Somalia 
News Agency said Saturday. 

The official government 
new's agency gave detailed ac¬ 
counts of desert battles under 
the headline “At the Battle 
Front,” describing intense 
fighting around the towns of 
Harar, Dira Dawa and Jigiga 
in the troubled Ogaden region 
bordering Somalia.

ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) —

Museum curator Dale Chel- 
herg said Emily’s left side 
died Thursday night when its 
neck jammed in the shell.

Diplomatic sources in Mo¬ 
gadishu believe the Ethiopian 
army is regrouping in Harar 
and Jigiga in preparation for 
a massive offensive aimed at 
pushing Somali insurgents out 
of Ethiopia once and for all. 

Ethiopia's strongman Col. 
Mengistu Haile Mariam is air¬ 
lifting the 11,000-man 7th bat¬ 
talion to the Ogaden area to 
reinforce 30,000 regular army 
troops. 

Western and Arab diplomat¬ 
ic sources said the reports of 
increased fighting in the 
Ogaden area is a response by 
the Somali insurgents to this 
massive airlift. 

A highly informed Arab dip¬ 
lomatic source said the Ethio¬ 
pians have added Soviet Sam- 
7 missiles, M1G8 helicopters 
and a large number of Soviet 
armored personnel earners to 
the sophisticated American 
weaponry already in use in 
the area. 

“The Ethiopians will move 
soon and when they do we will 
feel it in Mogadishu,” the 
source said. 

Somalia has had a long¬ 
standing claim on the Somali¬ 
speaking Ogaden region, an 
area about half the size of 
Somalia, and has been equip- 
p i n g and training the 
6,000-man Western Somalia 
Liberation Front. 

During the past few months 
the rebels claimed an impres¬ 
sive string of military vic¬ 
tories over the Ethiopian 
army and they now report 
that the whole Ogaden area, 
except for a few ma jor towns, 
is under their control. 

Six weeks ago Somali insur¬ 
gents destroyed four bridges 
along the railroad line that 
crosses the Ogaden area on a 


course between Addis Ababa 
and the Red Sea port of Dji¬ 
bouti. Ethiopia depends on 
the railroad for 60 per cent of 
its imports but because of the 
Somali rebels operating in the 
area the government has not 
l>een able to repair the dam¬ 
age and reopen the line. 

According to the Somalia 
News Agency reports, the 
rebels attacked an army bar¬ 
racks and police headquarters 
inside Harar. 

Western diplomatic sources 
in Mogadishu and' Addis 
Ababa confirmed that Harar 
had been attacked but could 
not confirm the 1,500 casualty 
report announced by the news 
agency.

Reaching the porno limits 

JPoR ALL THOSE who have wondered how far 
sexploitation and violence peddling would go, the 
answer is now blowing on the wind. But there are in¬ 
dications that the winds of change are stirring up 
public concern over just how far the purveyors of por¬ 
nography and violence hav* been permitted to 
transgress the limits of decency. In Canada, the» 

United States and Britain, even staunch supporters of 
civil liberties are pushing for a halt to the proliferation 
of films, magazines and record jackets which exploit 
violence and degrade sex. 

Ther6 is every good reason for bringing producers 
and distributors of pornography before the courts, not 
the least of which is that B.C. police warned this week 
that organized crime is increasing efforts to push 
hard-core pornography here. There are far-reaching 
consequences of the porno bombardment, namely its 
influences on young people. These concerns were 
alluded to by NDP member of the legislature, 

Rosemary Brown, when she referred to the terrifying 
aspects of modem record album covers which feature 
brutalized, mutilated or murdered women. 

Even notable free-thinking feminists in the U S. 
are shocked by today’s porn. These women who 
believe in free love, sex education, abortion on demand 
and equal rights for homosexuals met recently to 
discuss their concerns over the exploitation of 
^brutality and sex on record covers and even in fashion 
promotion. Said Gloria Steinem: 

“The human body is not obscene, sexuality is not 
obscene but this is not sex, it is violence. It encourages 


acceptance of the idea that violence is a legitimate 
part of sexuality.” 

Famed psychoanalyst Rollo May is worried about 
the effect on the young of promoting sex withdut love 
and commitment. The promotion of sex as a violent 
act may have a decided adverse effect on young people 
according to schoolteacher Mary Whitehouse, 
who heads Britain’s current anti-pornography 
campaign. She explained the motive for writing 
her book, Whatever Happened to Sex? 

“My own deepest fear is that the young, growing 
up as they are in a culture soaked in coarseness, 
crudity and cruelty may react against sex and 
therefore against life and the God who gave it. That we 
shall raise a generation which either grasps at sex as a 
physical lust or treats it simply as a passing fancy. The 
consequences of such a turning away from life are 
incalculable.” 

B.C. police now confronted with “kiddie pom” and 
the possible circulation of a film showing the actual 
killing of a woman during a sex performance, say the 
weight of the law is behind them, but courts and 
politicians impede their efforts. The latter usually get 
hung up on defining obscenity, but the hard-core cases 
surely fall unquestionably within the definition 
provided in the Criminal Code. 

The federal government is expected to mete out 
tougher sentences for pornography and let it be hoped 
that its perpetrators are brought before the courts 
and be given them. It is a good time to remind parents 
that an individual’s protection from pornography must 
come from teaching and inculcation of moral values.

A health care psychologist at the University of 
Minnesota has completed an exhaustive study from 


which several factors have emerged as the strongest 
predictors of survival and one of them is 
COMPLAINING. 

People who are forever verbally attacking what’s 
going on about them are the people who are likely to 
live the longest, says Professor John Brantner. 

“If you are polite and quiet and passive and 
accepting and well-behaved, you will die,” he says. 

The theory is based, admittedly, on survival 
studies of concentration and prisoner-of-war camps, 
as well as people with serious illness and the aged, but 
it could be applied generally. The professor (joesn’t 
say it can’t. 

The complaining has to be more than mere 
grumbling, he says. So brace yourself Grace and 
harken to his further words: “We must teach people 
not to be polite all the time.” 

Another factor in the survival question may bring 
back the smile, though. Loneliness is another killer, 
the psychologist says. There are four billion strangers 
in the world and it’s time they started talking to one 
and other. “One of the secrets of a fulfilled life,” he 
advises, “is learning to talk to strangers.”

' Indexing' must go 


Bankrupt by pensions 


When Parliament gave ap¬ 
proval some four years ago to 
the indexing of civil servants’ 
pensions, there were murmurs 
of apprehension from some 
economists and businessmen 
that this would prove 
prohibitively costly. 

“Indexing,” of course, 
means increasing pension pay¬ 
ments in line with the annual 
inflation rate. 

Virtually unnoticed In the 
legislation that gave 
preferenential treatment to 
civil servants (and military 
people and those on govern¬ 
ment payrolls), was that 
members of Parliament would 
also have pensions “indexed.” 
In other words, the retirement 
years could be more profitable 
than working 

★ ★ * 

While little mention was 
made at the time, one 
organization immediately spot¬ 
ted the hazards and generated 
a fuss — National Citizens’ 
Coalition, which started up 
around the same time as the in¬ 
dexing legislation was ap¬ 
proved. Citizens’ Coalition has 
some 30,000 members and 
specializes in documenting 
governmental abuse of powers, 
tunds and privileges. It is a 
thorn in the side of 
bureaucracy, and produces 
those “Ouch” ads in new¬ 
spapers that are so effective 
and so succinct.

More than anyone. Citizens' 
Coalition has expressed dismay 
verging on incredulity over in¬ 
dexed pensions. The message 
has gotten home. From a 
variety of quarters outrage is 
now. being expressed and there 
is a demand to rescind the 
legislation.

After more than four centuries of being chewed on, 
scribbled with, sharpened, blunted and snapped, and even 
used to stir a hot drink on occasion, the lowly pencil is about 
to make its biggest mark. 

In tribute to its long service to mankind, a day in August 
- Pencil Recognition Day - is going to be set aside in honor 
of one of the world’s most important but least appreciated 
tools. 

Consider these facts: 

• Last year alone, more than 225 million pencils were 
produced in over 300 different types in more than 70 different 
shades and colors, including the 100 billionth pencil ever 
made in this country. 

• Set end to end. the number of pencils manufactured 
annually in the United States would extend nine times around 
the world at the equator. 

• The average pencil can draw a line 35 miles long and 
will write approximately 5,000 words. 

• To produce one pencil requires 40 different raw 
materials assembled from 28 countries and put through 125 
manufacturing steps. 

• And finally, if you gathered all the raw materials and 
tried to make one yourself, it would cost you $50 for a single 
pencil, says the Pencil Makers Association. 

We think they’ve made their point. 


Clearly trouble lies ahead. It 
is now realized bv manv that if 
indexation continues un¬ 
checked, the country could well 
bankrupt itself. 

In order to right the wrong, it 
seems there must be 
leadership from MPs — they 
should be the first to voluntari¬ 
ly give up their indexed pen¬ 
sions. For the only way to pay 
them will be to increase the 
taxes on productive workers 
(as opposed to government 
workers). This could lead to a 
new kind of class warfare — 
the bureaucrat vs. the non¬ 
government workers. And the 
result could echo Lenin’s dic¬ 
tum (as recalled by NCC). 
“The way to crush the middle 
class is to crush them between 
the grindstones of taxation 
and inflation.” 

In its publication Overview, 
the citizens’ group outlines 
what an MP’s pension will be 
under certain circumstances — 
assuming a conservative infla¬ 
tion increase of seven per cent 
a year. Indexing starts at age 
60 and is retroactive to the 
time of retirement. The MP’s 
contribution is 8.5 per cent of 
salary. 

★ ★ ★ 

So a person who is an MP for 
10 years, from age 30 to 40. 
would get an initial pension 
now of $13,000 a year which, by 
age 70, would have risen to 
$99,900' 

If the same person remained 
an MP until age 55 — 25 years 
— the pension at retirement 
would be $77,600, which in turn 
would rise to a whopping 
$214,100 by age 70. 

Take the guy of 40 who re¬ 
mains an MP until 50 and 
retires today at $13,000. By age 
70 — in 15 years — he’ll get 
$50,800 a year. 

A 40-year-old MP who retires 
at age 65 would find his indexed 
pension would be $77,600 at 
time of quitting. And five years 
later, at age 70, it would have 
risen to $108,900 

★ ★ ★ 

Take Finance Minister 
Donald Macdonald. He’s 45 and 
has been an MP for 15 years. 
Citizens’ Coalition figured if he 
were to resign now. an initial 
$13,688 pension would suddenly 
be $37,500 wheirte turned 60 - 
and would jump to $73,900 by 
age 70. If he lived another 10 
years* to age 80, he'd draw 
$145,300 a year! 

In all cases the widow draws 
60 per cent of the pension — 
• which in turn is indexed until 
she dies. 

A citizen in Donald Mac¬ 
donald’s position would have to 
pay $399,005 for similar 
coverage. 

Questions Citizens’ Coalition 
would like answered: How 
many MPs knew what they 
were doing for themselves 
when they indexed civil ser¬ 
vants’ pensions?

Year-round comfort 
in 'ice bin' house

Now they've invented a house in the United States that 
saves” cold February days to cool off stifling summers, 
and hot August days to take the chill off winter. 

And, at no extra charge, the homeowner saves up to 70 
per cent on his year-round heating and cooling costs. 

The house — or the novel method of heating and cooling 
it — is among the most promising in the increasing efforts to 
find economical substitutes for oil and gas as these natural 
resources get scarcer and more expensive. 

That’s the way engineers size up the Annual Cycle 
Energy System hours, or ACES house for short. It is also cal¬ 
led “the ice bin house” because of the basement-size tank of 
water that sits under the living room, garage, or patio and 
freezes up every mid-winter. 

Heart of the house’s heating system is the heat pump, a 
variation of the machinery that keeps household 
refrigerators cold. The heat pump, once believed to be 
economically worthwhile only in the south, now is being 
used in more northern climates, thanks to improved 
technology and to the rising costs of fossil fuels. 

ir it ir 

The heat pump does not bum gas, coal, or oil to produce 
heat or to run an air conditioner. Instead, it removes heat 
from the air outdoors and warms the house with it in winter, 
and pumps heat out of the house to cool it in summer. 
Electricity is needed not for heating but mostly to run the 
heat pump’s compressor. 

In the ACES house, the heat pump takes heat not from 
the air but from the large tank of water that has gradually 
warmed through the summer. As the heat is absorbed, the 
water drops to freezing and starts turning to ice — just as a 
pond outdoors freezes in winter’s grip. 

Then, as spring days start turning into a hot summer, a 
reservoir of icy water is ready to cool the house. Coils of 
pipe, filled with water diluted with alcohol so it won’t freeze, 
twist through the ice water tank. 

The water-alcohol mixture is chilled and pumped con¬ 
tinuously through a heat exchanger where air picks up the 
chill and blows it through the duct system of the house. 

By the time winter comes, the ice has all melted, and the 
water has picked up the summer heat taken from the house 
during the cooling days. The circulating water-alcohol mix¬ 
ture then begins 5owiy taking away the heat from the water 
and warming the house, again by way of the heat exchanger 
and air ducts.

Alex Fraser, the minister hi charge of public works, of¬ 
fered a few answers — not complete, mind you, but at least a 
few. He did not answer the coffee dispenser question. 

He did bring out one point Wallace hadn’t even asked 


"THE COST OF THE 782 square feet exercise room and 
its facilities was $16,553. There are no other such facilities 
planned for other government buildings." 

The cafeteria: 

"The cost of providing the cafeteria, an area of 5.808 
fleet, was $301,090. not $750,000." 

Still a damned big chunk of expense for the taxpayers to 
bear, wouldn't you think? But. what the devil, it’s only our 
hard-earned money. Back to Fraser. 

"THERE IS A TOTAL of seven lounge areas throughout 
the building, covering 6,096 square feet. The furniture in the 
lounge areas and in the cafeteria was not custom made. 
Total cost of this furniture was $34,946.” 

If I may be so bold, why, pray tell, does the Health Ser¬ 
vices building need seven lounge areas? Or, as Scott Wallace 
put it — "How much lounging does the government want to 
encourage for employees 9 ” 

The rest of the furniture — and in this instance, Scott 
Wallace was bang on — it turns out to be custom-made. 

"The furniture system in the building was custom- 
designed The system is composed of a variety of desks, 
tables,shelves, cabinets and screens. Total cost was 
$1,150,898 ” 

Possibly feeling a little sheepish at the cost of custom- 
made furniture, Alex Fraser added another line. 

"I might say that, at the present time, all furniture and 
policy and so on. is under very urgent review by our people.” 

BuHy for our side. Let us hope that urgent review takes a 
dim view of frills such as seven lounge areas, costly coffee 
dispensers, costly cafeteria services and custom-made fur¬ 
niture. Restraint, as always, should begin with 
government...

In fact one reporter sug¬ 
gested to Schroeder that throughout the past week there bad 
been "more hate than debate in the Chamber/' 

Schroeder didn’t find it hard to agree. 

As the man who sits in the middle for most of what is bil¬ 
led as the debate on government spending ministry by 
ministry, Schroeder said he never felt the venom floating 
around in the house as it is being felt and spoken this mad 
summer of 1977.

Male chauvinism and a 
sprinkling of arrogance are 
alive and well at Victoria city 
hall. 

Were there any women in the 
apper echelon of the city’s 
bureaucracy. Aid. Larry Ryan 
asked the other day. 

It was a rhetorical question. 
As chairman of city council’s 
personnel committee, he knew 
only too well the closest a 
woman at city hall comes to an 
executive office is when she 
gets someone a coffee. 

Since the question was 
directed at city manager 
James Bramley, I looked 
forward to the answer Jim has 
come up with some winners in 
the emancipation department 
before. 

Once again, he didn’t let me 
down. As for women in the 
city’s top administrative jobs, 
there weren’t any, at least "not 
yet,” said Bramley. 

That was a slight departure 
from his past performances. 
Even the acknowledgement 
that, some day, a woman may 
enter the executive premises at 
city hall for reasons other than 
taking dictation, seemed a step 
in the right direction. 

But then, the old Jim 
Bramley cut lose again. He ex¬ 


plained that things had changed 
in the past few years. 

"Ladies” were now working 
as draftsmen, he said. I as¬ 
sume he meant women, since 
he didn’t refer to their male 
counterparts as gentlemen. 

And that wasn’t all. "Girls" 
were working in the parks and 
public works departments, 
"right alongside the men," 
Bramley said proudly. One 
almost expected him to add 
"just like regular people.” 

Jim is a top drawer ad¬ 
ministrator, but he’s a bit 
behind the times in human 
rights matters. 

I’m sure, deep-down, he feels 
women never should have been 
given the right to vote. 

So much for male 
chauvinism. The presence of 
arrogance, or is it ignomance. 
manifested itself in a different 
fashion, and Bramley had 
nothing to do with it. 

Finance committee decided 
last week that all employees 
should be given a document 
which lists their fringe 
benefits. 

Originally, a Vancouver firm 
offered to do the job tor $8,006 
but the aldermen felt that wai 
too much money. 

They agreed, however, that 


the vast majority of the city’s 
employees had no idea just how 
many fringe benefits the city 
was doling out to them. 

Once they are informed of 
the dollar-value of these 
benefits, they would, surely, be 
more appreciative of the city’s 
magnanimity, the aldermen 
reasoned. 

The job will fall to the per¬ 
sonnel department to prepare a 
hat of fringe benefits with an 
explanation of how much 
they’re worth in terms of 
money, and all the workers will 
get a copy of the list. 

Do the aldermen really 
believe that city employees are 
morons? 

I give Bramley credit for 
making it dear that, in his opi¬ 
nion, the staff is very much 
aware of what fringe benefits 
mean to them. 

I think the aldermen are 
naive if they believe that a Hst 
explaining fringe benefits will 
change a person's attitude 
towards the figure that appears 
on his paycheque. 

The only saving grace is that 
they didn’t spend $8,000 on this

A while back, Aid. John 
Hayes was making noises 


about the need for strict design 
controls. 

In the light of the proposed 
Rohani Building, the "golden- 
bronze glass and warm-beige 
concrete” building that’s to 
grace the vacant site at 747 
Fort, Hayes’ call for design 
controls made a lot of sense. 

But we haven’t heard 
anything since then. Either 
Hayes has gone to sleep or he is 
working very secretly. 

If he plans to make design 
controls an election issue, he 
had better make sure that he’s 
got something more substan¬ 
tial than a demand tor them. 

He’s had enough time to put 
some wheels in motion. If 
nothing emerges by election 
time and Hayes mentions the 
words design controls just 
once, I’ll let everything fly. 

If, on the other hand, he 
manages to put some design- 
controls package together by 
November, he’s probably as¬ 
sured his re-election. And 
controls are needed; not only to 
prevent architectural dis¬ 
asters. but to encourage a 
blend of pleasing architecture 
in Victoria. 


Sitting as he does dead centre between the opposing 
benches, Schroeder said it isn’t difficult to pick up the vibes 
emanating from bothsjdes. “And I’ve never known it to be so 
unpleasant,” he told me the other day. "I can feel it and it’s 
ugly." * . 

He’s right. It has been agty. Ugly and demeaning to men 
who should know better. 

It would be easy to pofnt ^finger at the sarcastic 
taunting of the NDP as thejirime cause for the deterioration. 
But it wouldn’t be true. Both major parties are involved in 
the current disgusting spectacle, both are equally guilty of 
seeking, not thfe destruction of an opposing political 
philosophy, but of the individual subscribing to that 
philosophy 

Oh, yes, I’m serious. Those people are so full of hate this 
time around that they would rejoice in the ultimate humilia¬ 
tion of their enemy, not on political grounds but just out of 
sheer, wretched joy at seeing the enemy bleed. 

When men like Dave Barrett and BUI Bennett, both 
honorable men, place revenge for injuries real or imaginary 
above the need for orderly and good government we are in 
serious trouble. 

Typical of the anger and the hate was the debate on 
Highways Minister Alex Fraser’s estimates last week. 
Fraser is a popular member of the cabinet, mostly because 
he gives an honest answer and is doing a good job in his 
highways portfolio. 

It was a surprise then when Barrett started his attack on 
Fraser. On one point — the charge that Fraser had done a lit¬ 
tle pork barrelling by hiring a son-in-law as his executive as¬ 
sistant, then promoting him to an even higher-paying job. 

Barrett wasn’t going after an embarrassing situation for 
Fraser or the government. He was after blood. And he got it. 

Fraser, pilloried by Barrett’s sarcastic arrogance, 
decided to answer the former social worker whose heart, 
some would have us believe, is of the finest gold. 

That was Fraser’s first mistake. His second was the 
gamble he took in trying to turn the tables on Barrett. Fraser 
took the "don’t hurt my family” tack. He paraded before the 
Legislature what the other MLAs had no real desire to see. 
All he proved was that Don Larsen was not and never had 
been his son-in-law. 

It didn’t work. 

Barrett didn’t back away m face of the obvious agony of 
a man forced into a humiliating position and, by poor judg¬ 
ment. compounding the humiliation. 

As Fraser tried to control his tears. Barrett bored in, 
coldly, implacably with able assistance from equally mer¬ 
ciless Graham Lea. 

TTiey still insist they were arguing on the principle of 
Fraser hiring a man thought to be his son-in-law They never 
apologized for being wrong. And, the saddest comment of all, 
they enjoyed what they were doing despite proteste that be¬ 
ing forced to take such action made them unhappy 

The Fraser incident was the worst of a bad week, but 
not the only incident 

Toward the end. Speaker Smith issued Ms warning that 
he was rapidly wearying of the juvenile behavior of both 
sides He can threaten and. if individual members refuse to 
behave, he can toss them out of the house But the real solu¬ 
tion lies with the members themselves Only they can bring 
to the house the decorum and dignity needed to conduct 
business properly. 

Dave Barrett and Bill Bennett should set the stage 
starting Monday morning.

at war 


LONDON (CP> — A new 
i'rio# war among Britain’s 
leading chain stores is pre¬ 
dicted following an announce¬ 
ment by the mammoth Tesco 
group that it will cut prices 
by a total of 30 million pounds 
during the coming year. 

’This is ctoviously a de¬ 
claration of war on rival 
chain stores.” said a leading 
London retailer. “It will lead 
to the biggest shakeup in Bri¬ 
tain’s retail irade for years.” 

Leslie Porter, chairman of 
the Tesco group of 822 stores, 
said they had decided to cut 
prices instead of giving away 
Green Shield gift stamps. 

•We’re bringing down 
hundreds of prices to new low 
levels.” Porter said, “and 
they won’t go up again unless 
there is a manufacturers’ in¬ 
crease. .Shoppers will get at 
least 20 million pounds a year 
from us in lower prioes.” 

All Tesco stores were closed 
for a day while the staff made 
extensive price changes. 
When the stores re-opened, 
more than 1,000 items, rang¬ 
ing from TV sets and washing 
machines to flour and baked 
beans, had been reduced in 
price. 

A few of the cuts, chosen at 
random, were: a three-pound 
bag of flour selling at 31 
pence had been reduced to 24 
pence; a large tin of baked 
beans wag down from 16 
pence to 12 pence; a pound of 
margarine dropped from 36 
pence to 26 l a pence.

Kntuhen: Nothing illegal

Last March 31 the giant of 
the forest industry — Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel — disclosed in 
a press release that a study 
by the U.S. Securities and Ex- 
change Commission had 
turned up some evidence of 
irregularities in the com¬ 
pany’s transactions. 

The matter was duly report¬ 
ed. then seemingly lorgotten. 

But today, a little more 
than three months later, there 
appears to be growing pres¬ 
sure on the labor front for a 
closer look at just what Mac- 
Millan Bloedel was talking 
about. 

In May the big Duncan 
local of the International 
Woodworkers of America fol¬ 
lowed the lead of Hie Van¬ 
couver Labor Council and ad¬ 
vocated a public inquiry. 

But the Duncan local took 
its demand right to the top. It 
wrote Premier Bennett asking 
him to order such an inquiry. 

Bennett’s reply a week later 
may have scored points tor 
brevity, but not for enthusi¬ 
asm. 

“Thank you for your letter 
of May 24 and the enclosed 
copy of your resolution,” tlie 
letter said. 

And that was that — the 
total message. 


Home decline feared 


VANCOUVER (CPI - A re¬ 
port written for a private eco¬ 
nomic research group here 
says Canadian housing stan¬ 
dards will decline if govern¬ 
ments continue to interfere in 
the supply of housing. 

The report, written for the 
Fraser Institute by Lawrence 
Smith, an economics profes¬ 
sor at the University of 
Toronto, says government po¬ 
licies have changed the Cana¬ 


dian housing market in the 
last few years and these poli¬ 
cies are a result of a “philo¬ 
sophical shift” rather than 
market failure. 

It says these policies have 
discouraged private construc¬ 
tion of rental housing, en¬ 
couraged the demand for 
home ownership and used 
housing to redistribute income 
to lower-income householders. 

“Unless governments socn 


recognize the implications of 
their policies and move to re¬ 
verse the destruction of the 
private sector, the story of 
housing during the next dec¬ 
ade will be quite different 
than the previous few dec¬ 
ades,” the report says. 

“Canadian housing stan¬ 
dards will markedly decline 
and the public cost of housing 
programs will rise substan¬ 
tially.” 


Since then the Duncan local 
lias been seeking support 
from the TWA’s B.C. regional 
office and the 14 ‘provincial 
labor councils. 

Last week the Victoria 
Labor Council decided the 
time had come to join tl>e bat¬ 
tle. «It, too, will be pressing 
the government for a public 
inquiry with the hope this will 
trigger a chain reaction. 

Behind the move is labor’s 
suspicion of the international 
dealings of big corporations 
like MacMillan Bloedel and 
the argument that more 
should be known about the 
manner in which some of the 
money is spent, to whom It is 
given, and tor what reasons. 

Access to this kind of infor¬ 
mation is easier in the U.S. 
because of the more forceful 
public disclosure program in 
that country. 

One of the vehicle* is the 
change Commission that in¬ 
same Securities and Ex- 
volved MacMillan Bloedel in a 
year-long study. 

However, in its press re¬ 
lease in March, the company 
carefully pointed out that the 
study was undertaken “volun¬ 
tarily” in line with the public 
disclosure program. 

In the same press release 
company president Calvert 
lvnudsen said the study dis¬ 
closed no illegal political con¬ 
tributions, secret funds or ac¬ 
counts. 

Company records tor five 
years ending last Dec. 31 
were examined and showed 
no evidence of “any improper 
or questionable expenditures 
in transactions in Canada, 
where MB has its head¬ 
quarters, qt in the United 
States, England or Japan, 
MB's principal markets.” 

What interests labor, Iww- 
ever, is that part of the com¬ 
pany’s press release which 
says the investigation “did 
turn up some evidence of ir¬ 
regularities .. ." 

Knudsen said none of the 
present MB directors had 
knowledge of the irregulari- 
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oes beforehand and that the 
practices indicated had been 
halted. 

Using the term “question¬ 
able payments.” the com¬ 
pany’s press release gave this 
rundown of the evidence: 

• “$193,000 in agency 
commission paid under cir¬ 
cumstances giving rise to sus¬ 
picion that one or more gov¬ 
ernment employees might 
have received something of 
value from the agent. 

• “$206,000 paid to an 
af^ent during 1972 and early 
1973 which certain employees 
of the company knew was 
being turned over by the 
agent to the principal execu¬ 
tive officer of the govern¬ 
ment-controlled purchasing 
corporation, possibly for polit¬ 
ical or personal use. 

• “$344,000 in agency 
commissions and special al¬ 
lowances paid at an agent’s 
request to accounts and per¬ 
sons outside the agent’s 
country which may have per¬ 
mitted the agent to circum¬ 
vent local tax or foreign ex¬ 
change laws. 

“There is some reason to 
believe that a portion of these 
payments may have been 
passed on by the agent to gov¬ 
ernment employees or used 
by him for political contribu¬ 
tions. 

• “$1,773,000 in agency 
commissions, allowances or 
sales discounts or other 
amounts paid at the request 
of agents or customers to per¬ 
sons or accounts, in most 
cases in countries other than 
the country of the agents or 
customers, under circum¬ 
stances which may have per¬ 
mitted circumvention of local 
tax or foreign exchange law, 
or which may have enabled 
some agents or others to with- 
liold amounts due customers. 

• “$745,000 paid at the re¬ 
quest of customers, after the 
company had received pay¬ 
ment of requested overstated 
invoices, to accounts in coun¬ 
tries other than those of the 
customers where the practice 


followed may have permitted 
circumvention of local tax or 
foreign exchange law’s; 

• “$5,000 paid by a 
foreign subsidiary to induce 
investment in that subsidiary, 
with the result that the inves¬ 
tor obtained an illegal tax ad¬ 
vantage.” 

The whole question of sus¬ 
pect corjjorate spendings re¬ 
ceived special attention in s 
recent issue of the AFL-CXO 
News, official publication of 
the mammoth U.S. house of 
labor. 

The fact American corpora¬ 
tions were using slush funds 
for various purposes was no 
longer startling news, the 
publication said, the news was 


that there was now a public 
outcry for a halt to such ac¬ 
tivities, but no clear answer 
on how this could be brought 

about. 

The publication was drawn 
to the attention of Victoria 
Labor Council delegates con¬ 
cerned with the separate Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel issue. * 

“What is wrong in the Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel case is that it 
is a public relations approach 
to a critical public issue,” 
labor council secretary Larry 
Ryan said in an interview 
Thursday. 

“It creates suspicion in the 
people’s minds.”

Rust battle could be won 
—if economics ignored v 


The Canadian automobile 
industry came in for some 
criticism this past week, both 
in the quality of its product 
and the workforce it creates. 

At the same time, only Ford 
Motor Co. of Canada Ltd. was 
able to report an increase in 
passenger-car sales last 
month over June, 1976. 

In Ottawa, the National Re¬ 
search Council said car manu¬ 
facturers could produce a rus- 
tresistant car if they wanted 
to do so. 

“There are no technical 
limitations to the production 
of a vehicle which would be 
free from corrosive failure for 
its normal mechanical life,” 
the council said in a retort. 

“Improvements have large¬ 
ly come about due to enlight¬ 
ened public pressure except 
where the improvement re¬ 
sulted in manufacturing eco¬ 
nomics.” 

However, General Motors of 
Canada Ltd. replied that eco¬ 
nomics are the main factor in 
dealing with rustproofing. 

It said GM cars receive the 
maximum protection against 
rust while remaining at an 
affordable price to the buyer. 

To expect car manufac¬ 
turers to guarantee against 
corrosion would increase the 
cost of the vehicle, it said.

Meanwhile, another report 
— this one on the Canada-U.S. 
auto pact—indicated the 
agreement is costing Canadi¬ 
ans thousands of potential 
jobs in the auto parts in¬ 
dustry. 

The report also said a dis- 
projx>rtionate amount of the 
industry’s new r investment is 
being made in the U.S. 

NDP leader Ed Broadbent 
said in the Commons the 1965 
auto agreement was supposed 
to ensure that both countries 
would share equally in future 
growth of the industry’. 

But in a recent review of 
the agreement showed 20,000 
potential Canadian jobs lost in 
the auto parts industry and a 
$16-billion deficit for Canada 
in the auto parts trade, he 
Baid. 

However. Finance Minister 
Donald Macdonald said the 
pact, which allows manufac¬ 
turers to move parts and as¬ 
sembled vehicles across the 
border duty free, has benefit- 
ted the Canadian car in¬ 
dustry. 

Industry Minister Jean 
Chretien concurred, but said 
some improvement might be 
needed in company invest¬ 
ment practices. 

Chretien said he has held 
talks with presidents of auto 


companies and all agreed that 
the auto pact has been an ad¬ 
vantage to Canada. 

He - also said the officials 
agreed to review' their invest¬ 
ment plans and that the in¬ 
dustry and the government 
should reach an agreement cm 
the best benefits for Canada. 

Meanwhile. Canadian auto 
sales dropped 7.6 per cent last 
month from June last year, 
with Ford the only company 


to show an increase in passen¬ 
ger cars. 

However, Ford’s sales of 
20,593 cars for the month fell 
short of Chrysler’s 20,722 as 
the companies continued their 
leapfrog race to outdo each 
other. 

GM as usual held the over¬ 
all lead, with 38,706 cars and 
13.935 trucks, but its total was 
down almost six per cent 
from June, 1976.

Doctors’ warning 
cuts egg-eating 


CALGARY (GP) — Egg 
production is big business 
around the world, Mrs. Sue 
Richardson of Manchester, 
England, statistician of the 
International Egg Commis¬ 
sion, said this week. 

She said in the last 15 
years, world production has 
increased by 53 per cent, with 
the largest increases in the 
Third World countries. 

She added the increases 
tend to be minimal in the de¬ 
veloped nations. 

Consumption has tended to 


stagnate or decline in the de¬ 
veloped countries since 1970, 
she said. 

Much of the blame is laid at 
the door of the medical pro¬ 
fession, who say there is a 
high cholesterol content in 
eggs. 

In the United States, a drop 
in consumption of 39 eggs per 
capita annually has occurred 
in the last seven years, Mrs. 
Richardson said. 

In Canada, the drop is 27 
eggs, but a small recovery is 
taking place because of more 
advertising.

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Fearful dropout key to Scientology spy plot 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Mi¬ 
chael Meisner, disillusioned 
and frightened by the religion 
he once embraced, holds the 
key to FBI allegations that 
the Church of Scientology car¬ 
ried out a spy plot against the 
United States government. 

Meisner, who remains in 
protective custody under an 
assumed name, is being 
guarded around the clock be¬ 


cause he and federal officials 
fear for his safety. 

Based largely on Meisner’s 
statements to federal inves¬ 
tigators, the FBI obtained a 
search warrant and raided 
Scientology church offices in 
Washington and Los Angeles 
on Friday. They recovered 
hundreds of documents alle¬ 
gedly stolen from government 
files and seized other evi¬ 
dence. 


The ohurch promised a 
court battle against the con¬ 
fiscation of documents but 
lost the first round when a 
federal judge denied a request 
for a temporary restraining 
order. 

Church officials responded 
to the FBI allegations with ef¬ 
forts to discredit Meisner and 
with complaints about what 
they called the government’s 
Gestavp tactics.

The developments are part

In a* sworn affidavit, the 
FBI said, “There is probable 
cause to believe” that church 
officials conspired from 1974 
through 1976 to plant spies at 
the justice department and In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service (IRS), 
to burgle government offices 
repeatedly and to bug a high- 
level IRS conference. 

The allegations were built 


around Meisner’s statements 
after he renounced the church 
and surrendered to federal at¬ 
torneys in Washington on 
June 30 to "face criminal 
charges and co-operate in the 
on-goii^ investigation,’’ the 
affidavit said. 

The government said 
Meisner had risen to “a high 
levei>of responsibility” after 
joinMg the church in 1970 and 
he supervised covert opera¬ 
tions against the government. 

Church officials said 
Meisner never was more than 
a middlelevel staff member. 
One church spokesman, Greg 
Layton, said Meisner was 
“excommunicated from the 
church” a year ago. 

Other church officials de¬ 
nied the government acusa- 
tions and responded with their 
own allegations. 

The church said the FBI 
raids were an “attempt to

In a written statement, the 
church said that officials of 
the international police 
agency known as Interpol are 
involved in a heroin and co¬ 
caine smuggling ring with 
support from French police 
and judicial authorities. 

A spokesman for the Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
termed the smuggling ring 
charge “patently ridiculous.” 

The FBI affidavit said the 
alleged spy plot began in 
early 3974 with an order from 
Jane Kember, identified as 
the church’s “Guardian World 
Wide” at its highest office in 
East Grinstead, Sussex, Eng¬ 
land. 

She directed “an all-out at¬ 
tack on the Internal Revenue 
Service, which was to include 


the filing of lawsuits, a public 
relations assault, as well as 
the actual infiltration of the 
IRS by agents of the church,” 
the affidavit said. 

In response to the order, 
Meisner recruited church 
member Gerald Bennett 
Wolfe to infiltrate the IRS, 
which became a target be¬ 
cause it had withheld tax-ex¬ 
empt status from various 
church subsidiaries, the af¬ 
fidavit continued. 

Wolfe soon landed a job as 
an IRS clerk-typist. “On nu¬ 
merous occasions, Meisner 
accompanied Wolfe into the 
IRS building after working 
hours for the purpose of 
breaking into offices and 
copying documents,” the af¬ 
fidavit said. 

Wolfe has been sentenced to 
two years on probation after 
pleading guilty to using false 
IRS credentials.

Broadbent attacks auto pact ripoff 


OTTAWA (CP) - The 
Yukon Association of Non-Sta¬ 
tus Indians, in a telegram to 
Prime* Minister Trudeau and 
Indian Affairs Mins iter War¬ 
ren Aflmand, has said no nat¬ 
ural gas pipeline should be 
built along the Alaska High¬ 
way for at least 10 years or 
until native land claims are 
settled and implemented in 
the area. 

Bill Webber, president of 
the association, also called for 
a meeting with government 
leaders as soon as possible. 

“We do not want this pipe¬ 
line until we are ready for it,” 
he said. 

Last week, the National 
Energy Board approved 
construction of a pipe¬ 
line from Alaska along the 
highway, which cuts through 
the Yukon to B.C.. It rejected 
a pipeline up Khe Mackenzie 
River Valley in the Northwest 
Territories.

"For 10 years, they have 
been promising a reduction in 
price and it is time that we 
got it” 

He said Canada has lost out 
in the automobile pact with 
the U.S. and the trade deficit 
has had a major effect on 
unemployment in Canada. 

Canadian consumers pay 


between $300 and $2,000 more 
for their cars than U.S. con¬ 
sumers buying the same 
models. 

A study tabled June 27 in 
the Commons showed the Ca¬ 
nadian deficit in automotive 
trade with the U.S. last year 
was about $1 billion. 

Broadbent said the Canadi¬ 
an auto industry employs 
more than 100,000 workers. 
But if Canada was getting its 
fair share of the autopact? 


there would be up to 40,000 
more jobs. 

Since 1964. Canada has suf¬ 
fered a $16-b!llion deficit in 
auto parts trade with the U.S. 
In 1975, Canadians consumed 
12 per cent of all auto parts 
produced in North America, 
but only seven per cent of the 
parts were produced in Cana¬ 
da. 

Broadbent recommended a 
change in the pact "to ensure 
that a certain percentage of 


cars produced on the Canadi¬ 
an side of the border are con¬ 
structed of Canadian parts.” 

“Or, if the parts industry is 
to grow at the rate it ought. 


we should ensure that a cer¬ 
tain percentage of parts used 
in' cars made on either side of 
the border comes specifically 
from Canada.”

Richard Capen, senior vice- 
president of operation^ Co¬ 
pley Press, denied the 
charges.

Wounded father’s plea: 


Lock up my daughter 


DALLAS (UPI) — The fa¬ 
ther of a teenaged girl, 
charged with wounding him 
and killing her mother, says 
he wants his daughter de¬ 
clared an adult and impri¬ 
soned “until she is an old 
woman.” 

“She took her mother’s life 
and tried to take mine,” 
Harry Stout said. “I think she 
ought to be punished for it.” 

“She should be locked up 
and taken out of society until 
she Is an old woman.” 

Stout, 36, said he was con¬ 
cerned that his daughter, Lu¬ 
cinda, 16, would be declared a 


juvenile delinquent and sent 
to a youth school. When she 
turned 18, she could be re¬ 
leased by authorities. 

“If sh£ gets out, she will 
have hard feelings toward 
me. I’d hate to be looking 
over my shoulder every eve¬ 
ning,” he said. 

On June 11, Luoind alleged 
followed her mother to a rub¬ 
bish bin and stabbed her to 
death with a knife. 

“I heard my wife holler,” 
said Stout. “I opened the door 
and my wife fetfl in on me. 
She had pulled the knife out 


and blood was pumping out of 
her back. She died in my 
arms,” Stout said. 

“Somebody shot me in the 
back and I fell, thinking it 
was a burglar. But then I saw 
it was Lucinda and she shot 
me again in the stomach,” he 
said. 

He said that as he lay on the 
floor his daughter told him 
she had planned the double 
killing for a week. He said she 
told him that was the reason 
she had taken her parents out 
to eat that night — a “last 
supper.”

Marriage tie bleak 
airing Canada’s arts 


OTTAWA (CP) — A mar¬ 
riage between broadcasting 
and the performing arts 
might be arranged in Canada. 
But the groom is not very 
willing, and nobody seems 
ready to provide the bride 
with a dowry. 

Vincent Tovell. executive 
producer of arts and sciences 
shows for CBC-TV, said Fri¬ 
day that as chairman of a 
conference on the arts and 
broadcast media he felt as 
though it were a meeting of 
marriage brokers. 

“A marriage is being ar¬ 
ranged, ’’ he said after the 
morning session of the meet¬ 
ing co-sponsored by the CBC 
and the National Arts Centre. 


It did a show five years ago 
from the Stratford Festival 
stage of Oliver Goldsmith’s 
She Stoops to Conquer. But it 
has never broadcast a Shaw 
Festival production from Nia- 
gara-on-the-Lake. 

Few private broadcasters 
present any live music or 
drama, and no one spoke for 
them at the Friday morning 
session of the conference. 

The main stumbling block 
seems to be the high costs of 
production, including union 
demands for bonus pay and 
royalties on broadcasting 


shows already produced for 
the stage. 

The picture in Canada is 
dismal compared to the 
broadcasting of live perform¬ 
ances in Europe and the U.S. 
Twenty-five per cent of the 
population of Sweden, about 
two million out of eight mil¬ 
lion, saw a recent perform¬ 
ance of Der Rosenkavalier by 
Richard Strauss from the 
Stockholm Opera House, and 
10 per cent ol the U.K. popu¬ 
lation watched I Pagliacci by 
Leoncavello from Covent Gar¬ 
den.

He did not pursue the analo¬ 
gy, but the groom appears to 
be the broadcasters who 
might be' interested in airing 
major performances of 
theatre, opera and ballet as 
well as music—if they can be 
convinced there is money to 
be made and audiences to be 
had. 

The bride — the performing 
arts—now is barely able to 
get by, putting her hoyie chest 
together. And nobody has yet 
come forward to give her a 
dowry for the wedding. 

No one spoke of consumat¬ 
ing the marriage. That, pre¬ 
sumably. will involve the tax¬ 
payer later. 

The CBC is the major pro¬ 
ducer of music and drama 
shows for radio and TV, but 
in the main prefers to do its 
own shows. This, season it 
broadcast a TV studio adapta¬ 
tion of the National Ballet’s 
GiseUc. 

The CBC has never broad¬ 
cast a production by the Ca¬ 
nadian Opera Company, but 
plans to broadcast Mozart’s 
The Magic Flute from the 
arts centre later this month.

Four fellow mercenaries— 
one American and three Brit¬ 
ons — were executed by firing 
squads in the Marxist nation 
last July 10. 

The American prisoners are 
Gary Acker, 22, of Sacramen¬ 
to, Calif., and Gustavo Grillo, 
28, of Jersey City, N.J. Daniel 
Gearhart of Silver Spring, 
Md.. was executed. 

All 13 foreigners went to 
Angola to fight with Western- 
backed guerrillas who lost the 
civil war to the Marxist Popu¬ 
lar Movement for the Libera¬ 
tion of Angola. 

The Italian ambassador 
said the prisoners had been 
depressed by the poor quality 
of their food, but the condi¬ 
tions improved recently. All 
said they are well fed now 
and have no complaints about 
lack of medical care or treat¬ 
ment by prison guards, said 
the foreign office.

Self-serve bargain? 
It’s just about gone

Remember all that money 
self-service gasoline stations 
were going to save you? 

Savings of about 10 cents a 
gallon 11 months ago have 
shrunk to a penny a gallon in 
some cases, according to a 
survey Saturday of Greater 
Victoria gas stations. 

The big bargain boom in 
self-service prices may be¬ 
come an oddity of the past 
now that many full-service 
stations in Victoria offer regu¬ 
lar gas at 83.9, while most 
self-service stations do no bet¬ 
ter than 82.9. 

Some full-service stations 
are offering regular gasoline 
at 79.9, two cents cheaper 
than most self-serve stations. 

Three months ago, a self- 
service station on Hillside Av¬ 
enue charged a higher price 
far regular gasoline than com¬ 
peting full-service stations, a 
customer said Saturday. The 
station lowered its price three 
cents to 82.9, and then to 81.9, 
because of customer com¬ 
plaints.

Tn August last year, before 
removal of the federal price 
freeze, there was a 10-cent 


difference between some self- 
service and full-service 
prices. When the freeze was 
lifted, the average difference 
shrank to about five cents and 
appears to be still shrinking. 

Premium gas prices are 
about five or six cents higher 
than regular grades. 


Whatever Victoria gas sta¬ 
tions offer, drivers are in for 
the big gas squeeze from Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Gasoline prices in Canada 
will rise by 14 cents a gallon 
in the next two years as a 
result of higher crude prices, 
Ottawa announced last month.

Aircraft, prisoners join fire fights 


Water bombers and prison¬ 
ers both played a firefighting 
role Saturday as high winds 
added to the perils of the 
forest and grass fire season. 

Two water bombers made 
an estimated seven drops on a 
blazing hill dangerously close 
to residential areas just north 
of Nanaimo. 

It was the worst of a series 
of Victoria area and Van¬ 
couver Island fires that start¬ 
ed in tinder-dry grass and 
bush. 

Other homes were threat¬ 
ened for a while as flames ate 
through about an acre of 
grass on William Head Road 
opposite Weir’s Beach. But 
they were spared because of 


the work of firefighters and 
the direction of the wind. 

Among those fighting the 
blaze’ were five inmates from 
William Head medium securi¬ 
ty prison, located just down 
the road. 

“They do this on a volun¬ 
tary system and they did a 
good job,” Metchosin fire 
chief -Hermann Volk said. 

Volk said that when the 
small fire truck from the pris¬ 
on joined three others from 
Metchosin and two from the 
national defence department, 
“the prisoners showed they 
knew more about it than their 
wardens. They were on the 
hose right away.” 

The fire chief said flames 


came close to two partly-con¬ 
structed homes and did some 
damage to a shed where fur¬ 
niture was being stored for 
one of the homes. 

The fact the strong winds 
were coming from the 
southwest prevented the fire 
from sweeping across the 


road to more populated Weir’s 
Beach area, he said. 

"It could have @r>t out of 
hand,” said Volk, whose men 
were still at the scene several 
hours after the fire was dis¬ 
covered early in the after¬ 
noon. 

He said the fire was started 


by three young children who 
had used grass as "pretend” 
cigarettes. 

Because of the fire hazard 
created by the dry weather, 
campfire and backyard burn¬ 
ing has been restricted for 
some time in the unorganized 
district. 


Sunny streak reaches day No. 68 


The Victoria weather office 
at the Pst Bay Airport re¬ 
corded its 68th successive day 
of sunshine Saturday. 

The last day without sun¬ 


shine was May 2, a spokes¬ 
man said, noting that in the 
long stretch since then there 
had been some days of very 
little sunshine. 


The picture was brighter 
than last year. From a 
sunless May 3 last year, the 
days of some sunshine lasted 
until June 23. 


"I’d like to appeal to the 
people to cut their dry grass,” 
Volk said. "It would reduce 
the hazard.” 

He said that while the fire 
was confined to an open area, 
"a couple of big fir trees were 
lost." 

North of Nanaimo, police, 
firefighters, volunteers and 
pilots got into the act as 
flames swept over a large hill 
surrounded by subdivisions. 

Site of the forest fire was 
between Lost Lake and the 
seafront. 4 

There were no early reports 
of the extent of the damage, 
but the firefighters appeared 
to have kept the flames from 


reaching any of the buildings 
in the immediate area. 

Small spotter plans circled 
the area while the w^ater 
bombers made their nu¬ 
merous passes. 

Officers from the RCMP de¬ 
tachment at Nanaimo blocked 
traffic in the immediate area 
of the fire. 

While the worst appeared to 
be over before nightfall, a re- 
I>ort from the scene indicated 
firefighters were still haring 
difficulty with a “stubborn 
pocket” of fire on a 300-foot, 
cliffy 

Meanwhile, the B.C. Forest 
Sendee reported 98 new fires 
in the province last week. 
Some 63 were still burning. 


For 77, Islanders are staying home in droves

Southern Vancouver Is¬ 
landers are choosing to stay 
home this summer and “dis¬ 
cover” their own Island and 
in the process are breathing 
life into the financially trou¬ 
bled tourist industry. 

Nowhere is the effect being 
felt more than in the northern 
part of the Island. 

The district of Port Hardy 
is enjoying a bumper tourism 
season, according to chamber 
of commerce president Ross 
Maris. 

“We had 71 visitors at the 
tourist booth in the first week 
of July. Last year we had 
only 23 in the same period/’ 

He said early indications 
were that “tluS will be our 
biggest tourist month ever — 
and we’ve still got our usually 
busiest month (August) to 
come. It looks like w.e’re in 
for a bumper tourist crop.” 

The same situation exists in

other northern communities 
on the Island, a Colonist sur¬ 
vey showed. 

But for some unexplained 
reason, tourists are not flock¬ 
ing to the popular salmon 
fishing grounds at Campbell 
River this year. 

Tourist bureau spokesman 
Eve Eade said tourists from 
California had dwindled to a 
trickle, "but we’re getting a 
great number of first-time 
visitors from Victoria and 
Duncan.” 

In June, she said, 2,102 visi¬ 
tors, a drop of 300 compared 
with the same month last 
year, passed through the 
bureau. “And the first part of 
July has been no great 
shakes.” 

She said there was no doubt 
in her mind that people from 
southern Vancouver Island 
were “discovering us.” She 


credited high terry rates as 
the reason people did not 
want to leave the Island. 

“Increased ferry rates are 
haring a tremendous effect on 
the (tourist) industry. It’s 
going to be years before we 
recapture the market — if we 
ever regain it.” 

Many of those visiting the 
bureau were seeking informa¬ 
tion about the northern part 
of the Island, she said. 

Only the ardent fishermen 
were spending time in Camp¬ 
bell River, she said. 

“Maybe we’ve priced our¬ 
selves out of the tourist mar¬ 
ket. Everything on Vancouver 
Island seems just a little too 
high-priced.” The govern¬ 
ment. she added, was among 
the culprits. 

She estimated business at 
resorts and hotels was down 
about 12 per cent compared 


with last year, "and that was 
a disastrous season.” 

In Port Hardy, a four-hour 
drive from Campbell River, 
merchants are finding they 
are hard-pressed to handle a 
sudden influx of people. 

"We had to add parking 
areas and more trailer 
spaces,.” acting mayor Brian 
Welchman said. 

"We’re very enthusiastic 
about the way the district is 
booming; about our new wave 
of prosperity.’’ 

Four new* restaurants have 
been opened in the last few 
months to give the visitor a 
choice of nine eating places. 

The district’s population has 
grown from 600 to 4.000 in just 
six years, and Welchman pre¬ 
dicts this would double by 
1982. 

Completion next year of the 
long-awaited North Island 


Highway link would help 
Welchman said. 

Some resort operators 
reacted with guarded op¬ 
timism to provincial govern¬ 
ment predictions of a banner 
year for tourism. 

They said that although 
bookings were down, they 
were pinning their hopes on a 
good July and August to pull 
them out of a financial hole. 

Peter Lindsay of the SAnd 
Pebbles resort at Qualicum 
Beach said it was too early to 
make an Assessment because 
families were just starting to 
hit the road. 

"We are all optimistic and 
hopeful of having a better 
business year than in 1976.” 

Having the U.Si dollar at a 
premium of five or six cents 
would help tlie industry, he 
predicted. 

He noted more visitors from 


Victoria and the Lower Main¬ 
land in Qualicum this year. 

George Bates, boat rental 
operator at Bates Beach near 
Courtenay, said despite a 20- 
per-cent over-all cut in ferry 
fares, reservations were down 
considerably from last year. 

"A lot of publicity is needed 
to bring people back, but I’m 
afraid the government left it 
too late.” 

Weekend traffic from the 
Vancouver area was down 
about 40 per cent from the 
dismal 1976 season he said. 

At nearby Miracle Beach 
Resort, William and Ann 
LaChesseur agreed that ferry 
rates had killed weekend 
tourist business from the 
Lower Mainland. 

"We had a 40-per-cent drop 
in business last year, and 
unless things change very 
dramatically ft e could lie in a 


similar position this year.” 

Americans, once their 
major customers, were 
almost non-existent. "It’s the 
people coming here from all 
over Vancouver Island who 
are keeping us afloat.” 

The northern end of Van¬ 
couver Island, which has a 
great deal to offer the vaca¬ 
tioning public, was being 
short-changed by government 
publicity, they said. 

"Government publicity 
tends to see the Island as be¬ 
ginning and ending in Vic¬ 
toria.” 

Richard'' Mosoronchon, 
owner of Dick and Di’s camp¬ 
ground at Saratoga Beach, 
considers himself fortunate in 
having a full-time job in a 
Campbell River music store. 

“I would be in dee«p finan¬ 
cial water if I was relying on 


the tourist oj>eration for a liv¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Weekend traffic w-as down 
about 90 per cent so far this 
year, with over-all business 
volume showing a 15-per-cent 
reduction from last year. 

“This is prime tourist time, 
yet I’m running at 95 per cent 
vacancy on my 40 spaces.” 

In agreement with other op¬ 
erators that the U.S. tourist 
business had disappeared, 
Mosoronchon said he had 
joined nine other Saratoga 
Beach operators in a co¬ 
operative advertising cam¬ 
paign in an effort to drum up 
business, all to no avail. 

Kenneth King of the Vic¬ 
toria Visitors Information' 
Centre said the season was off 
to a better start than last 
year. 

He believes the external ad¬ 
vertising campaign is work¬ 
ing, citing a 100-per-cent in¬ 
crease in requests for tourist 
information. 

King said he personally had 
heard no complaints about 
ferry fares, but agreed that 
more people w'ere travelling 
up-Island Irom Victoria this 
year.

Alberta crowd

CAMROSE, Alta. (CP) - 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
his newest cabinet minister, 
former Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Jack Homer, served 
themselves up Saturday as 
examples of the kind of 
understanding it takes to keep 
Canada united. 

They might not have con¬ 
vinced everyone in a crowd of 
1.500 gathered in a park in the 
heart of Conservative Alberta. 

But there was no doubt

now it has been swallowed up 
by Homer’s current riding of 
Crowfoot.

WASHINGTON (UPT) — 
Remains of a star which ex¬ 
ploded in the Milky Way, ga¬ 
laxy an estimated 300,000 
years ago have been discov¬ 
ered by three astronomers, 
the National Science Founda¬ 
tion reported Friday. 

The star explosion, a super¬ 
nova. is represented by an 
egg-shaped shell of gas and 
dust in the constellation 
Cyenus about 3,900 light years 
away. 

The supernova remnant was 
discovered at the Kitt Peak 
National Observatory near 
Tucson, Ariz., by Dr. Theo¬ 
dore Gull of Lockheed Elec¬ 
tronic* Co., Dr. Robert 
Kirschner of the University of 
Michigan and Dr. Robert 
Parker of the National Aeron¬ 
autics and Space Administra¬ 
tion. 

They estimated that the gas 

expanding at more than 
100,000 miles an hour. A light 
year is about six trillion miles 


—- the distance light will trav¬ 
el in a year at a speed of 
186.000 miles per second. 

The Kitt Peak observatory 
is supported by the National 
Science Foundation.

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Watson edges Nicklaus 
in classic British final 


TURNBERRY. Scotland 
(UP1) — Tom Watson, never 
in doubt he could win, rolled 
in a 60-foot putt on the 15th 
hole Saturday to turn the tide 
in hii epic showdown with 
mighty Jack Nicklaus, rewrit¬ 
ing the record books of the 
106-year-old British Open golf 
classic with his one-shot victo¬ 
ry. 

Watson, who won the crown 
two years ago, carded a five- 
under-par 65 in the final 
round to beat out Nicklaus by 
one stroke and his aggregate 
of 268 demolished the former 
record low' total for the tour¬ 
nament of 276. 

That one putt brought the 


27-year-old Masters champion 
from Kansas City, back on 
even terms with the “Golden 
Bear" after being three 
strokes down four holes into 
the final round. 

Watson, now fired up. bir- 
died the 17th to take the lead 
tor the first time when 37- 
year-old Nicklatis missed his 
chance of beating the regula¬ 
tion five by sliding a four-foot 
putt past the cup. 

Nicklaus, who tied for sec¬ 
ond last year and was runner- 
up on four other occasions, 
made a brave bid to stay in 
the hunt tor the title he won 
twice before in his record col¬ 
lection of 16 major victories.

SHEPP RANCH, Idaho 
Farewell Civilization. 

Goodby to telephones. TV. 
radios, cars, crowds and 
smog. For those who can’t do 
without Johnny Carson or 
Merv Griffin try Miami or 
San Francisco instead. 

A private comer of heaven, 
Shepp Guest Ranch exists in 
the wilds of central Idaho, 
disturbed only by the voice of 
the Salmon River and the cry 
of the wind. Harren, the 
nearest town (pop. 5) lies 15 
miles to the south. And then 
there’s Dixie (pop. 18). It’s up 
north. The nearest “big town” 
is Riggine. 48 miles 
downriver, and it has fewer 
than 500 souls. 

A haunting roadless 
country, the area surrounding 
Shepp Ranch represents one 
of the last expanses of un¬ 
touched wilderness remaining 
in America. 

Moss-covered logs lie in the 
dampness of forests, and 
eagles wheel high overhead, 
horses graze on the hillsides 
and wild flowers show their 
faces along alpine meadows. 

Such is the setting of Shepp 
Ranch, 188 miles north of 
Boise and 15 miles upriver 
from road’s end. 

As peaceful as the dawn it¬ 
self, Shepp Ranch is reached 
only by boat or raft, or else 
from the heavens — like the 
eagles which soar with such 
grace. 

Dropping into the mile-deep 
canyon (America’s second- 
deepest gorge), the single-en¬ 
gine air taxi settles onto a

dusty, unpaved runway after 
the pilot first buzzes the field, 
frightening off cattle and 
horses. • 

After this, it’s back to the 
days of Davy Crockett. 

For the next precious ten 
days, guests at Shepp Ranch 
fish and hunt and ride into 
dark forests and ponderosa 
pine. 

Others wade along Crooked 
Creek or else laze beside the 
Salmon. Idaho’s fabled River 
of No Return. 

It was through this mile¬ 
wide gorge the Lewis and 
Clark expedition struggled 
(unsuccessfully) to establish a 
route to the Pacific in 1805. 
Save for an occasional “hunt¬ 
er’s shack” it remains the 
same: white water boils along 
rapids and mountain goats 
climb to precarious perches 
high on precipitous moun¬ 
tains. 

Shepp Ranch: The ultimate 
in peace and tranquility. 

Incongruously, the ranch 
boss himself is a dropout from 
the world of neutrons and ra¬ 
diation. Jim Campbell: ex- 
nuclear physicist, has made 
peace with the earth and him¬ 
self. While doing a stint with 
the Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion in Idaho Falls, Campbell 
was attracted to Idaho’s wil¬ 
derness. Moonlighting as an 


outfitter, he began running 
float trips cn its rivers. 

One day he passed Shepp 
Ranch and the love affair 
took flame. Returning in 1973, 
he bought the property and 
hung out his shingle, ex- 
nuclear physicist offers peace 
on the trail of Lewis and 
Clark. 

Among the packages is a 
fly-in ranch vaoation priced at 
$45 a day, plus $70 for the 
round-trip air hop from Boise 
on a single-engine Cessna.

An 
alluvial fan at the confluence 
of Crooked Creek and the 
Salmon, it is surrounded by 
national forest — hundreds of 
miles of virgin territory. 

Besides his guest ranch, 
Campbell conducts six-day 


float trips down the Snake 
River into Hells Canyon, the 
middle fork of the Salmon and 
the Salmon itself. 

And because Campbell is a 
strict conservationist, the 
rafts are navigated by oars 
rather than motors. — 

Rafters on the Salmon gen¬ 
erally stay overnight at Shepp 
Ranch, the entire package 
coming to $388. The tripper is 
asked only to provide the 
sleeping bag. 

Another six-day package 
combines a river-horseback 
adventure (four days on 
water, two days in land) for 
$425. 

Next year Campbell intends 
to schedule a super 18-day 
trip to include rafting down 
the Salmon and overnighting 
at Shepp Ranch, with a four- 
day ride into Idaho’s lake 
country and back to Shepp 
Ranch. 

This one will figure out to 
about $600 per person. (Write 
for a brochure to Shepp 
Ranch. P.O. Box 3417-L.R., 
Boise, Idaho. 83707). 

Shepp Ranch opens in 
March and closes Dec. 1, with 
river trips beginning as early 
as April. 

During March and April, 


when wild flowers bloom pro¬ 
fusely, thousands of bear, 
deer, elk. Bighorn sheep and 
Rocky Mountain goats crowd 


the riverbanks. Later, as 
temperatures rise, they disap¬ 
pear again back into the 
mountains.

Ancient shrines 
beckon tourists 
to Iran’s holy city 


from Mashad over the ex¬ 
cellent highway. 

Tehran, gateway on my Pan 
American flight out of New 
York City and also served by 
Iran Air out of New York, 
meanwhile offers a wonderful 
introduction to this ancient 
empire. 

Iran Is a large country, 
three times the size of 
France. It is one third desert, 
an area of rugged beauty, 
rough terrain and sand 
through which the ancient 
camel caravans travelled to 
and from the Far East. 

There also are some of the 
highest and most beautiful 
mountains in the world, with 
year-around snow that pro¬ 
duces an abundance of water 
for the fertile valleys and 
plaifis. 

In Tehran you have one of 
the world's great bazaars, 
some six miles of twisting, 
meandering narrow streets 
lined with shops offering na¬ 
tive gods and other wares at 
low prices. The famed Per¬ 
sian rugs, copper and brass, 
silver, ceramics and Persian 
antiques can be purchased in 
the busy shops, as well as in 
other stores throughout the 
city. 

One street is set aside for 
the renowned rugs. You oan 
watch a carpet being made by 
hand on Ferdowsi Avenue and 
spend up to thousands of dol¬ 
lars buying a masterpiece for 
your home.

CAVAN — County Cavan is 
something of a stranger in 
Ireland. It is a rough county 
with three plenties: loughs, 
hummocks and O’Reillys. But 
in one way and another, it has 
greatly benefitted from being 
overlooked. 

The Cavan landscape is 
varied. Only the northwest 
arm is consistent in being 
mountainous and mainly bar¬ 
ren. The only safe general¬ 
ization you can make is that 
out of a total of 746 square 
miles there isn’t a level unit. 

There are more lakes in 
County Cavan than in any 
other county in Ireland. Don’t 
ask how many — unless you 
take malicious pleasure in 
conflicting answers. Everyone 
has Ids own pet guess, many 
chancing 365, “one for every 
day m the year,’’ a figure 
much favored in country 
parts. 

The loughs come every 
way. Some are isolated, 
others scattered in groups, 
others blend or go into inex¬ 
tricable labyrinths. 

The hummocks (druim in 
Irish, anglicized drum) are a 
tremendous feature. Because 
of them, Cavan is said to be a 
“basket of eggs” — a facile 
description not much appreci¬ 
ated by the natives who must 
make a living on them. The 
cultivation of a drum is ardu¬ 
ous. For generations it was 
done by spadework. In the re¬ 
cent past, the horse did the up 
and downing. Nowadays there 
are tractors. 

The O’Reillys, once die rul¬ 
ing chiefs, have clung to their 
homeland with extraordinary 
tenacity. Families of Celtic 
origin still flourish where they 
belong — Bradys. MacGowns 
(anglicized Smith). Mac- 
Cabes. Dolans, Farleys and 
O’Clerys (anglicized Clarke >. 

The towns are all small. 
Cavan, the capital, has a pop¬ 


ulation of 3,200. Cootehill has 
1.300. Bailieborough 1,100. 
Other towns which may look 
important on the map and 
sound impressive to the ear 
may have no more than a few 
hundred inhabitants. There is 
a sort of triumphal cur about 
all the towns as if to say, “We 
made it! In spite of loughs 
and drums, we got a site!” 

The hotels fit in with the 
sporting and social life of the 
county. They are small and 
comfortable, and once you get 
through the swinging doors 
you belong. 

There are no first-class his¬ 
toric remains in the county. 
Cavan was laid waste again 
and again, enduring a three¬ 
fold hammering in the lfith 
century. If, however, the anti¬ 
quarian has sufficient fo inter¬ 
est him, the archeologist is 
likely to be overworked. The 
loughs abound in crannogs 
and there are mottes, cairns, 
stone circles, pillar stones and 
bullauns scattered every¬ 
where. There are imposing 
mansions at Famham, Bally- 
haise, Bellamont Forest and 
elsewhere. Many towns have 
18th century market houses — 
neglected buildings looking 
like broken down old gentle¬ 
men brooding on the glorious 
past. 

If a man went to Cavan 
with modest expectations, he 
would get many pleasant sur¬ 
prises : elegant architectural 
trifles, Victorian genteelisms 
and town niceties of one sort 
and another. Cavan, the capi¬ 
tal, has its share of dignified 
town houses and Ballyjames- 
duff seems to have had a 
town plan before there ever 
was town planning. 

The county is ideal for car 
touring and I have some spe¬ 
cial recommendations for the 
car driving tourist. Three 
miles west of Cavan town is 
Kilniore, the ancient ecclesi¬ 
astic centre and once thickly

populated. Its attractions are 
diverse, including a century- 
old Gothic Revival cathedral 
with a Romanesque doorway, 
a bishop’s palace set in beau¬ 
tiful parkland, the tomb of 
Bishop Bedell (he got the 
Bible translated into Irish), 
and a sycamore tree that was 
probably the first specimen 
introduced to Ireland. 

Drumlane, ruins of a 14th 
century church and an imper¬ 
fect round tower, lies four 
miles south of Belturl>et. Hav¬ 
ing prowled about the ruins, 
you should then walk a few 
hundred yards up the hill so 
as to get the gray group 
thrown against the lovely 
background of Drumlane 
Lake. Saint Colmcille founded 
this place.and thus it belongs 
to Ireland’s Golden Age. 
Twentieth-century cynics like 
to refer to the “Ireland of 
Saints and Scholars” in a 
sneering way. They seem to 
hint there was no such era 
and that the Irish never made 
the saintly or scholarly grade. 
I’d like to have such scoffers 
with me in lovely Drumlane.

ABOARD SANTA MAGDA¬ 
LENA — Would you travel to 
the bottom of the world to 
spend 36 hours gaping at one 
Of its greatest natural 
wonders? 

The question hit me the 
other day in Buenos Aires as 1 
boarded this handsome 
100-passenger cargo liner Tor 
a week-long cruise to the Chi¬ 
lean port of Valparaiso via 
the Strait of Magellan. 

Sailing the iceberg-rimmed 
waterway Ferdinand Magel¬ 
lan discovered 436 years ago 
was the main objective of this 
trip, one 1 first considered 
with something less than en¬ 
thusiasm. 

After all, I had read about 
the area’s desolation, its re¬ 
moteness from civilization, its 
almost total lack of a human 
dimension. 

But sail the sti*ait I did, 
prompted by a touch of the 
climb - the - mountam-because- 
it’s-there syndrome and by 
glowing reports from friends 
who had preceded me along 
Magellan’s way. 

Was it worth trekking this 
far to do in less than two days 
what it took Magellan a 
month and a week? 

Without a doubt, the answer 
is yes. And I’ll put the cruise 
from Buenos Aires to Val¬ 
paraiso in the Most Memora¬ 
ble Travel Experience catego¬ 
ry. 

Awesome is the best word 
with which to describe this 
lonely world of peaks capped 
with eternal ice and snow, 
small islands thick with dwarf 
trees and lorded over by noisy 
albatross and funny-looking 
penguins. 

, Our winter being summer 
down here, numerous water¬ 
falls were doing their own bit 
of sculpting on the rocks at 
the foot of the area’s many to¬ 
wering glaciers. 

Three days out of Buenos 
Aires and in rather rough 
seas. Santa Magdalena was 
abeam the Cape Virgins. 
Twelve miles to the 
southwest, at Cape Dun- 
geness, we entered the strait 
and the choppy waters turned 
to glass. 

About an hour later, twi¬ 
light throwing a purple and 
pink mantle all around us, we 
entered the first of the strait’s 
several narrow's. The water 
acquired the sky’s colors and 
it seemed to us that we were 
somehow floating in midair 
through the nearby moun¬ 
tains. 

Reluctantly we left vantage 
I points on deck for the Fiesta 
! en el Estrecho de Magallanes 
dinner, which introduced 
many of the passengers to 
Chilean cuisine.

San Francisco’s splendid 
food and views get equal at¬ 
tention from visitors to res¬ 
taurants atop six high-rise 
hotels and a bank. The Mark 
Hopkins Hotel was the pioneer 
with its Top of the Mark. 

Others are the Crown Room 
in the Fairmont Hotel. Pent¬ 
house and Victor’s in the St. 
Francis. Henri’s atop the San 
Francisco Hilton, Equinox 
Restaurant that revolves atop 
the Hyatt Regency, and a res¬ 
taurant on the Hyatt on Union 
Square. 



STRAIT AHEAD . . . Awesome is the word to 
describe the lonely world of snowcapped peaks and 
towering glaciers along the 300-mile Strait of 
Magellan at the tip of South America, seen from 
decks of Santa Magalena. 


The menu choices that 
caught my eye. and pleased 
my palate, included Em¬ 
panadas Gallega (baked 
chioken-filled turnovers); 
Chupe de Marisco (baked sea 
scallops in cream sauce); 
Came Asada (roast prime rib 
of beef au jus); Arroz con 
Pato (braised duck with 
coriander rice); Humitas 
(pureed com with scallions, 
green pepper and cheese), 
and Espinaca con Pinones y 
Almendras (spinach with pine 
nuts and almonds). 

A b.it of deck-strolling was 
in order after such a meal. 
Too. shortly after dinner we 
sailed by Punta Arenas, a 
former Chilean penal colony 
that is now home to 100,000 
people, the southernmost city 
in the world. Thus, despite it 
being near midnight, most of 
the passengers were out 1 *>k- 
ing at the town as we sailed 
by. 

A hardy band of our fellow 
travellers was out again on 
deck at 3 a.m. when Santa 
Magdalena was abeam ('ape 
Froward, southernmost on the 
continent. Three hours later, 
about midway along the 
320-mile strait, we reached its 
narrowest point. Crooked 
Reach. Only 1.1 miles in 
width, this is also the spot 
where the Atlantic and Pacif¬ 
ic tides meet. 

At midday we passed Fair¬ 
way Island at the entrance of 
the Patagonir Channels and 
the ship's horn saluted the

The dynamics of downrigging 


When the winter ehinooks 
I are biting from December to 
April, sports anglers use 
1 downriggers to get their lures 
down to them at the 100-foot 
and deeper levels where they 
| feed. 

But/in the summer they use 
| their downriggers to fish for 
! the sporty coho, pinks and 
Chinooks at much shallower 
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water levels, but with much 
lighter fishing rigs. 

Those are the two main 
uses for the increasingly pop¬ 
ular downriggers. You can get 
your line down deep to the 
fish and you fish any depth 
with the lightest of tackle, 
even fly rods. You can also 
combine them for both uses. 

In winter anglers fish 
around 20 fathoms (120 feet) 
off Victoria-Sooke, but at this 
time of year they fish at 
about six fathoms for the big 
migrating Chinooks. 

When the coho and pinks 
i come in they may fish only ID 
or 15 feet below the surface. 

Big weights 

Don't let the big seven and 
10-pound weight* on the 
downriggers fool you. As soon 
as a fish hits a quick release 
pulls the line from the 
down rigger and you have the 
fish on line with no distract¬ 
ing weigits at all. 

With a doxvnrigger you can 
even dispense with the big 
flashers on your line, because 
they can be attached to the 
downrigger weight. Then you 
set your line up about five 
feet. 

You then use the dodger or 
flasher as an attractor, rather 
than to give the lure action. 

Attach the flasher to the 
lead ball with about 12 to 15 
feet of heavy line. The heavy 
line gives better action to the 
flasher. Let the line reach out. 
two or three feet further and 
about five feet above.

Rotation 

Rotating flashers like the 
Hot Spot, Abe and A1 Skipper 
and Mk IV seem to be the key 
for this attractor action. 

The fish can only see up¬ 
wards. They spot the flash of 
the flasher and they look up 
and they see the lure above 
and just behind it. They swim 
up and grab the lure. Your 
line releases and you have a 
fish on, with no weight, no 
dodger, just the straight line, 
so you can enjoy every lunge 
and turn the fish makes in its 
epic battle to get off. 

If you don’t use a flasher on 
your line, however, you must 
use a bait that has its own ac¬ 
tion. 

Super Strip Teasers are de¬ 
signed to be fished without 
flashers or dodgers, but they 
should be trolled nearly as 
quickly as you troll bucktails 
in the wake of the boat. 

The actions 

Minnow Teasers can be 
made to spin and provide 
their own action. So can the 
Krippled Minnows. The Roll 
Baiter, which is designed to 
give an eccentric roll to the 
strip is just coming on the 
market. The Radiant Butter¬ 
fly give* action to hootchies 
without the aid of a flasher. 
All spoons can be used with¬ 
out a flasher. 

You really need a flasher or 
dodger to give action to buck- 
tail flies, but the Luhr Jensen 
Action Flashtail has its own 
built-in action. 

We like to use some very 
light equipment for our salm¬ 
on fishing, although we have 
found it a little difficult to use 
in the bigger boat with the 
bulkhead* and canvas con¬ 
tinually getting in the way of 
the longer rods. 

When w f e do use it, mostly 
in the small boat, we use a 
Radiant Dodg-R flasher No. 5, 
which is long and thin, gives 
plenty of action to the lure, 
but hardly any drag on the 
rod. It could easily be used on 
the downrigger. above the big 
flasher tied to the lead ball. 

Flasher 

One thing to remember 
when using a flasher tied to 
the weight below the lure is to 
allow enough space to allow 
the flasher to roll without tan¬ 
gling with the fishing line. 

Downriggers need not be 
restricted to the bigger boats. 
We have one attached to file 
corner handle bar at the stem 
of our 12-foot aluminum. 

Now Scott Plastics, who 
make the popular Scotty-Sal- 
taire downriggers, has come 
up with a handy downrigger 
mount that is ideal for small 
boats, or boats that have dif¬ 
ficult mounting problems. 

It is a stainless steel side- 
mount bracket, similar to a 
rod holder. 

It has a bracket that fits in¬ 
side the boat and an angled 
stainless bracket, with a 
wooden mount, that slips in¬ 
side the first bracket like a 
rod holder. You can easily 
slip it out and remove the 
downrigger after fishing. 

Through dealer 

These are not yet generally 
on the market but you can ar¬ 
range to get one from Scott 
Plastics. 

There are a number of 
makes of downriggers used in 
these waters, but we are 
rather partial to the Scotty- 
Saltaire and the Luhr Jensen 
two fisted Auto-Trac. 

Both have automatio depth 
counters, which are rather 
important, so you can be sure 
to return your lure to the 
same productive depth when 
you resume fishing.

counters in conjuction with 
your depth sounder. If your 
depth sounder registers 80 
feet and your downrigger also 
registers 80 feet, you know 
you must reel in your 
downrigger quickly or you 
will be stuck on bottom. 

New this year on the Scotty 
downriggers is a clutch brake 
stop, which is pre-set to de¬ 
sired amount of clutch-brake 
slippage, from 10-pound pull 
to full brake. In certain bot¬ 
tom hangup situations the line 
will pay out under controlled 
tension so weight or line ©an 
be freed. 

Also new is the Scotty 
depthking, bigger than the 
depthmaster. and equipped 
with an extension handle for 
quicker winding in. 

The Luhr Jensen Auto-Trac 
comes with a choice of 
booms, the long one reaching 
42 inches from the hub. It has 
a handle on each side and 
mounts vertical, instead of 
horizontal like the Scotty. 

Watch booms 

The Auto-Trac has a i\>d 
holder that can be attached 
right to the downrigger. 

When fishing with downrig¬ 
gers you watch the downrig¬ 
ger booms, rather than the 
rod tips. First evidence of a

strike shows on the downrig¬ 
ger pulley and line, not the 
fishing rod. 

The line and pulley will jerk 
and wiggle as the fish pulls 
against the release pin. The 
line will then (usually) pull 
free from the clip, your fish¬ 
ing line will go slack momen¬ 
tarily, and then zing, it will 
soream out. 

If the pin is too tight in the 
release clip, or if the fish is 
wry email, the line may not 
puli free.

ther crank up the downrigger 
or trip the pin manually by 
jerking on your line to release 
and play the fish. 

Your fishing partner should 
reel in the downrigger while 
you play the fish. This elimi¬ 
nates the possibility of the 
fish tangling with the 
downrigger line or the weight. 

Using two. even three, 
downriggers at once can be 
particularly helpful in finding 
the fish depth. Each downrig¬ 
ger should be set at a dif¬ 
ferent depth and changed re¬ 
gularly — about every 15 min¬ 
utes — to find the proper 
depth. 

When you start getting 
strikes set all dowTiriggers at 
the productive depth. 

There are a number of re¬ 
lease setups available. 

Releases 

Luhr Jensen has a rudder 
release, which comes with 
grooved buttons that can be 
strung on the fishing line, or 
tied on to the rudder. You 
simply turn the line around 
the ring and push it into one 
of three different settings, ac¬ 
cording to the ease of release 
you seek. 

Scotty has a safety-in-1 vpe 
release with a pin which 
strings on to the line and can 
be pushed at various 
strengths to hold the line. You 
can also tie the pin onto the 
safety-pin rig and then notch 
the end of the pin and insert it 
through the line and into the 
pin holder. 

Scotty also has developer! 
plastic S-type release clip 
stoppers which can be placed 
along the downrigger line 
wherever you wish to stop the 
release clip from sliding up or 
down the line. 

You can fish as many line* 
from the downrigger as you 
wish, but each one must be on 
a rod with its own release 
clip. Only one line may be 
used when fished straight 
from the downrigger without 
a clip.

Estonian grandmaster Paul 
Keres, after whom one of 
B.C.’s most illustrious tour¬ 
naments is named. 

For a brief flashback, it all 
really began early in 1974 
when the. late MLA Roy Cum-, 
mings of Vancouver and 
yours truly came up with an 
idea of a truly great tour¬ 
nament for B.C. 

After months of negotiations 
with the provincial govern¬ 
ment, a grant was obtained 
and the first “Vancouver” 
tournament — Vancouver 75 
— was bom. 

It was a tremendous suc¬ 
cess in the first year, drawing 
nearly 350 players and featur¬ 
ing the largest prize fund in 
chess history — nearly 520,000. 

Of course, this record has 
been shattered since as the 
World Open in the U.S. under 
the fabulous directorship of 
William Goichberg has gone 
well past the 520,000 mark 
and should soon top the 
525,000 plateau. 

In any event, Keres had 
Vancouver 75 all to himself, 
having it won with two rounds 
remaining. He collected the 
biggest payday of his life, 
then promptly suffered a 
heart attack in Finland and 
died shortly after. 

That’s why the following 
year, the Vancouver 76 tour¬ 
nament was also christened 
Paul Keres Memorial 76. And 
that’s why there’s a lot of sen¬ 
timentality connected with 
every annual event of the 
“Vancouver” variety 

The second one, incidental¬ 
ly, would have been great ex¬ 


cept that it coincided with the 
national air Controller strike, 
which cost Vancouver 
76-Keres Memorial at least 
150 players and possibly an¬ 
other world record for prizes. 

But fear not. the Keres Me¬ 
morial was back in business 
this year and we’re sure it 
will return next year. 

Meanwhile, our Game of the 
Week features one of the 
award-winning encounters 
from Lone Pine 77, between 
our Seattle ace Yasser Seira- 
wan and former Soviet citizen 
Leonid Shamkovich. 

I am featuring this game 
because I want to show that a 
draw does not necessarily 
mean a dull game — on the 
contrary, this one goes all the 
way down to the two kings 
with a few pawns on each 
side.

HALIFAX (CTP) — Canada’s 
first woman city manager has 
a unique way to forget de¬ 
manding work at the office. 

“I’m a Voyageur fan,” says 
Constance Glube, referring to 
the American Hockey 
League’s Nova Scotia Voya- 
geurs. “I totally relax when I 
go to watch one of those 
games and make every effort 
to get to as many as I can.” 

Asked in an interview’ what 
aspect of hockey attracts her 
to the si>ort, she said: 

“It’s the soeed, the motion, 
the chance to let out a yell to 
support my team.” 

Slim, bespectacled, smiling 
and soft-spoken, Constance 
Glube is city manager for this 
Nova Scotia capital of about 
120,000. 

Appointed to her position in 
1974, Mrs. Glube describes 
her job as ”fascinating.” 

“It’s one that if anybody 
had the chance to do, they 
should take it. It has every 
facet to it that you could pos¬ 
sibly imagine. Although w’e’re 
not a business, we are a busi¬ 
ness, one that should be run 
as a business in many ways. 
On the other hand, we have 
restrictions that won’t allow 
us to operate as such.” 

Her duties are to head the 
administrative staff of the city 
and to be the liaison between 
elected officials and the ad¬ 
ministrative staff which 
comes under her jurisdiction. 

“I see my role as a diplo¬ 
matic go-between.” she said. 
“I don’t see my role as one in 
which 1 should make head¬ 
lines.” 

Mrs. Glube said a prime 
function of the job is to bring 
lorward to council matters 
that come directly to staff in 
the lorm of reports. 



By her own admission, she’s 
a workaholic, but the pressure 
is lessening since the appoint¬ 
ment of a full-time executive 
assistant. 

Wife of a Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity department head and 
mother of four children, Mrs. 
Glube attempts to maintain a 
low-key image. 

“I’ve tried to do this when¬ 
ever possible because I feel 
that the people have elected 
people to represent them,” 
she said. “I’m an apywiinted 
person. It’s the elected of¬ 
ficials’ role and responsibility, 
to communicate directly with 
the public.” 

A native of Ottawa, she at¬ 
tended McGill University but 
it w’as not until after her mar¬ 
riage to Richard Glube. that 
she w'ent to law school at Dal- 
housie^TjTniversity here. She 
was appointed a queen's coun¬ 
sel in 1974, 

Before her apjiointment as 
city manger, she worked in 
the city solicitor’s office. 

The most serious challenge 
faced by the city now and 
“some time in the future”-is 
the budget. 

She forecast difficult eco¬ 
nomic times in the next few 
years ahd suggested there is 
a need for both council and 
staff to review the city’s 
needs. 

"We are going to have to be 
very conscientious and care¬ 
ful,” she said. "I am going to 
have to gel every department 
and every board and commis¬ 
sion to look at the basis of 
various programs and decide 
whether they are really neces¬ 
sary or whether they are car¬ 
ried on because they have 
always been carried on. 

“I’m not suggesting a zero- 
leased budget but it’s going to 
lee a crucial time.”

It's that time of year again. 
Scott’s 1978 Standard Cata¬ 
logue, Volume I, goes on sale 
this month and to no one’s 
surprise the price increases 
continue. 

I have only a press release 
from the Scott headquarters, 

not an advance copy of the 
catalogue, but their informa¬ 
tion is that almost all issues 
of Canada in all categories 
from 1851 to 1946 show' in¬ 
creases of between 10 and 30 
per cent, and some higher 
still. 

The Jubilees as a set rise 
from 52,705 unused and 51.697 
used, to 53,296 and 52,148. The 
Rluenose is up to 5150 unused 
and 530 used, from 5125 and 
825. 

Except for the provincial 
flower set, all stamps priced 
at 30 cents in the 1958 to 1964 
period are up five cents each. 
Booklet panes of the period 
are also up, the No. 457a, 
four-cent carmine rose, going 
to 512 from 5.25. The 1975 
ship stamps have sailed from 
64 cents unused and 32 cents 
used to 52.20 unused and 80 
cents used. All other cate¬ 
gories from airmails to of¬ 
ficials have moved up sub¬ 
stantially. 

Some spectacular price 
rises show up in Great Bri¬ 
tain, where the 2d blue. No. 2, 
doubles from 51.350 to 52,750 
and in Australia where the 
early Kangaroos jump as 
much as 50 per cent. 

Almost every Common¬ 
wealth member which issued 
stamps before 190(f comes in 
for price changes, with in¬ 
creases for these issues 
averaging 20 to 25 per cent 
Increases also show up in the 
pictorial issues, starting in 
the mid-1960s. Many minor 
varieties have been added, 
particularly those consisting 
of the new diagonal crown 
and CA watermark, found 
mostly in the British West 
Indies group. 

Scott’s 1978 Standard Cata¬ 
logue is retailed by dealers or 
by Scott Publishing Co., 530 
Fifth Avenue, New York N.Y. 
10036, at 514 a volume. Vol¬ 
ume n, covering countries 
from A to F, is scheduled for 
publication next month.

Granstom and three other 
blind athletes for the games. 

19, with 
about 10 per cent vision, plans 
to enter the 800-metre, the, 
1,500 metres, long jump and 
discus. 

He said the long jump 
presents the most problems 
because he can’t see the line 
until it’s about 20 yards in 
front of him.

The lucrative enterprise is 
estimated by Italian art crit¬ 
ics and galleries to net more 
than 30 billion lire or over $33 
million a year. 

Georgio de Chirico. 88. the 
Italian esteemed as one of the 
greatest living painters, has 
emerged as the most copied 
maestro as police follow the 
trail of what they call an or¬ 
ganized and expert ring cater¬ 
ing to museums, galleries and 
the wealthy at home and 
abroad. 

After a secret investigation 
that lasted years, the special 
are unit of the national Cara¬ 
binieri (police) recently im¬ 
pounded hundreds of de Chiri¬ 
co fakes in Florence. Six 
arrest warrants were issued, 
including one against a noted 
gallery owner.

"Fakes are inevitable,” 
says Milan gallery owner 
Phillipp6 Faverio, "because 
there is a demand for them.” 

De Chirico, a contemporary 
of Picasso, is considered an 
ideal target: his works are in 
wide demand, a canvas that 
fetched $5,000 a decade ago 
now- commands 20 times that 
much. He Is known for fast, 
authentic reproductions of 
many of his own works, thus 
encouraging a market for un¬ 
authorized copies. 

Art critics say museums, 
galleries and private collec¬ 
tors in Italy, Europe and the 
United States should do well 
in ascertaining the authentic¬ 
ity of de Chirico and other 
contemporary paintings. 


What lets fakers get away 
with counterfeit paintings is 
that they do more than pro¬ 
duce near-perfect phoneys; 
they also forge, with equal 
competence, documents form 
art experts, galleries and 
even notaries attesting to the 
authenticity of paintings of¬ 
fered. 

Art police are refusing to 
divulge details of their find¬ 
ings pending conclusion of the 
investigation. They say the 
probe is the biggest crack¬ 
down staged so far, but they 
are somewhat inhibited by re¬ 
luctance of owners of for¬ 
geries to come forth because 
it would also expose that the 
customary 14-per-cent tax 
was not paid during the trans¬ 
action. 

Tliey say the ring is com¬ 
posed of calculating and et- 
ficient professionals, employ¬ 
ing perfectionist forgers of 
paintings and documents and 
sales personnel as aggressive 


as If their products were real. 

Some galleries complain of 
difficulty in having works 
checked for their authentic¬ 
ity. The only one who would 
know for sure is the painter 
himself and, said one gallery 
owner, "We have to wait for 


months for de Chirico to have 
a painting checked.’* 

Even then, no one can be 
sure. Once shown a forgery of 
his work, the late Italian 
master Filippo do Pisis re¬ 
marked: 

"That’s my best." 


Insurance: 
Housewife 
wins fight 

SEATTLE (UPT) — A Seat¬ 
tle housewife has won a pre¬ 
cedent-setting court suit to ob¬ 
tain life insurance against the 
loss of her services as a 
homemaker. 

King county superior court 
Judge George 1L Revelle 
ruled that Old Line Life Insur¬ 
ance Co. of America wrong¬ 
fully rejected a $200,000 life 
insurance policy for Sharon 
Pederson. He ordered the 
firm to give her the policy 
and to pay partial court costs 
and partial attorney fees. 

Revelle agreed with'Mns. 
Pederson’s attorney, J. Byron 
Holcomb, that the company 
was guilty of sex discrimi¬ 
nation and violating state law. 

The Wisconsin-based com¬ 
pany responded it would grant 
her only $30,000 worth of life 
insurance because she was 
not the family’s primary 
breadwinner.

If you don't learn from your 
mistakes, there's no tens* in 
making them. 

In tne defense of today's 
shocking hand. Wost couldn't 
be sure if a suit shift would 
be a mistake, she shifted any¬ 
way and the unusual result 
gave everyone something to 
think about regarding making 
mistakes. 

South had a difficult rebld 
problem. He had to show 19 
•olid points somehow, and 
since a jump rebid in dia¬ 
monds was unattractive, he 
gambled on the lack of a club 
stopper and chose to rebid 
two no trump. Not something 
that one would plan to do with 
relish, but a reasonable bid 
dictated by the circum 
stances. I would have made 
the same choice. 

West (Marion Weed of 
Lake Kiowa. Tex.) led the 
spade king and East plsyed 
his second highest card as a 
matter of convention. Marion 
pondered for awhile and 
finally decided that declarer 
had tne spade jack instead of 
East. A good guess, but it 
certainly could have been a 
mistake. 

So West shifted and chose 
a deceptive nine of clubs. 

Declarer played low from 
dummy ana it was East's 
turn to wonder. What could 
that shift possible mean? 
Well whatever, it certainly 
couldn’t hurt matters to play 
the iack. Surprisingly, the 
jaek held and East led back 
the three of apadea. The lead 
of the three confirmed an 
original holding of four cards 
ana when declarer played the 
ace. West was able to unblock 
her spade ten. 

Declarer played a high dia¬ 
mond and then played tne ace 
and queen of hearts to dum¬ 
my's king. (The queen to tho 
king would have proved bet¬ 
ter). The diamond finesse was 
taken in a desperate try for 
tho contract and the roof 
caved in. West cashed three 
eluhs and the spade queen 
and then the spade six gave

Garden Notes 


CURRANT PRUNING (E.J., . 
Sooke» 

Red currants, white cur¬ 
rants and gooseberries are all 
pruned in the same way. but 
black currants are treated 
quite differently. 

The blacks bear most of 
their fruit on new, young 
wood, and are therefore 
pruned very drastically to en- 
cixirage the growth of new 
shoots. 

Red and white currants and 
gooseberries bear their fruit 
on older wood and are pruned 
much less severely, and the 
job can be done any time 
after the fruit has been 
harvested. First, remove 
any dead or broken shoots. 
Next, take out any low-grow¬ 
ing branches that touch the 
ground when heavy with 
fruit. Then take out any 
shoots which are more than 
four years old. as these will 
have reached the end of their 
productive career. Finally, 
cut away any inward-growing 
twigs or branches to open up 
the centre of the bush to sun¬ 
light and air. 



SOOTY MOULD (W.B., Vic¬ 
toria) 

The black deposit on the 
leaves of your roses is not, 
fortunately, t h e dreaded 
Black Sjiot infection, but a 
condition known as sooty 
mould. 

Your roses must have been 
infested heavily with aphids 
earlier in the season, and the 
mould is a fungus growing 
on the honeydew or sticky ex¬ 
udate left by the aphids. 

If you keep your roses free 
from insect pests, either by 
regular spraying or by the 
use of a granular systemic in¬ 
secticide in the soil, you won’t 
be troubled by this harmless 
but unsightly deposit on ihe 
leaves. 

LATE SOWN' VEGETABLES 

(P.McC., Duncan) 

From a gardener’s stand¬ 
point, this is a rather awk¬ 
ward time of the year to 
move house. 

True, you can take with you 
all your spring-flowering 
bulbs — tulips, daffodils, nar¬ 
cissi, crocus, scillaa, muscari 
and the like — and this is 


quite a good time to trans¬ 
plant bearded iris and the ori¬ 
ental poppy, but it is a bad 
time to move shrubs and most 
herbaceous perennial plants. 
It would be wiser to make a 
deal with the incoming people 
to permit you to return in Oc¬ 
tober to remove a few of your 
most treasured specimens. 

I can understand your wish, 
In these days of high food 
prices, to make the new gar¬ 
den produce some vegetables 
right away, and fortunately, 
there are quite a few that 
may still be sown. 

I suggest you start by lot¬ 
ting in seeds of radish, leaf or 
butterhead lettuce, spinach or 
mustard spinach, curled 
cress, the small white table 
turnips, carrots, beets, chard 
and Chinese cabbage. 

There is still lots of time to 
grow green onions from onion 
sets, but it isnt’ likely you can 
find any onion sets in the gar¬ 
den shops this late in the sea¬ 
son. However, the tiny Sil- 
verskin pickling onions will be 
available in the supermarkets 
before very long now, and 


these can be planted to make 
tasty, mild green onions. 

Store them in the fbod com¬ 
partment of your fridge for a 
few days before planting, to 
break dormancy. 
SUPERPHOSPHATE SOLU¬ 
TION (A.G., Victoria) 

Seems to me any garden 
chemical works better and 
faster when applied in solu¬ 
tion rather than dry, but the 
ordinary grade of superphos¬ 
phate commonly sold here¬ 
abouts is difficult to dissolve 
in water. «■* 

One way of accomplishing 
this — I got the idea from my 
wife — is to put the super¬ 
phosphate in a kitchen bowl, 
add a little warm water, then 
“cream” it with the back of a 
si>oon. The resulting paste is 
poured into water, stirred 
jxxired into water, stirred 
thoroughly and applied with a 
watering can. 

Even after the creaming, 
there is a certain amount of 
sediment that settles, so It is 
necessary to stop and stir the 
mixture from time to time to 
keep the chemical in suspen¬ 
sion.

NEW WESTMINSTER (CP) 
— There have been some im¬ 
portant changes inside the 
B.C. Penitentiary here since 
Herb Reynett quietly took 
over as director in February 
in the midst of riots, hostage- 
takings and murders. 

Reynett said in an interview 
that communication has been 
drastically improved among 
staff members and between 
staff and convicts. 

Although he stopped short of 
saying another riot like the 
on® last Sept. 27 that wrecked 
the east wing of the 100-year 
old institution is impossible, 
Reynett made clear he does 
not expect a similar situation 
to develop. 

For example. Reynett said, 
guards have been divided into 
groups of 18 to 20 who work 
together in shifts and change 
shifts together. 

“This produces an actual 
‘team’ of staff members, as 
the name implies, who are 
able to promote more harmo¬ 
nious relations among them¬ 
selves,” he said. “There is 
more communication new, 
and relations between staff

and inmates have improved.” 

Reynett said damage done 
by inmates during the riot 
would result in a smaller pris¬ 
on. He said contracts would 
soon be let for rebuilding the 
lower tier of the east wing, 
but the net result would be 150 
cells less than pre-riot. 

“In modem institutions the 
cells are larger, but these will 
remain the same size, Reyn¬ 
ett said. 


He said the penitentiary 
was likely to be around for 
some time to come and, if the 
penitentiary was changed to a 
classification centre as has 
been proposed, the casual 
viewer outside the walls 
would detect little Jf any 
change. 

However. Reynett made it 
clear he was a believer in the 
present system. 

“The proper words here are 


•training’ and ‘teaohing’,” he 
said. Reynett said that, ideal¬ 
ly. prisoners are held in the 
penitentiary only until they 
prove they can be sent out to 
lesser security institutions, 
and from there into society. 


Said Reynett: “We are up¬ 
dating die facility to make it 
more compatible with our 
times.”

STONEY RESERVE, Alta. — A surprised Prince 
Charles Saturday gained a new pet — a buffalo. 

Chief John Snow of the 
Blackfoot Stoney tribe re¬ 
viewed the long association 
between« Indian and buffalo 
for Charles and then an¬ 
nounced that in honor of the 
prince becoming a chieftain 
two days earlier Charles was 
to be given "a Hve buffalo.” 

The prince’s jaw dropped. 

Charles, apparently expect¬ 
ed a buffalo robe as a gift, 
popped his head up and 
turned as if expecting the gift 
to appear behind him. 

“The queen has got very 
used to corgies over the years 
but a buffalo could certainly 
be very interesting.” Charles 
said later. A corgi is a small 
short-legged dog. 

Chief Snow said the gift 
would be presented to the 
prince in whatever fashion he 
wished — shipped live to Eng¬ 
land. kept on the reserve, or 
killed with the head and skin 
sent to England. 

The prince left Edmonton 
for London Saturday night, 
ending a five-day visit to the 
Califary Stampede and cere¬ 
monies on southern Alberta 
Indian reserves marking the 
100th anniversary of the sign¬ 
ings of Treaty 7 with the 
Blackfoot confederacy. 

His Air Canada flight took 
off from Edmonton’s interna¬ 
tional airport 80 minutes late 
at 9:15 p.m. (MOT). 

Air Canada flight 852 carry¬ 
ing the prince was delayed by 
a mechanical problem. An un¬ 
official report was that it in¬ 
volved wheel brakes. The 
Boeing 747 had a full comple¬ 
ment of 365 passengers. 

Prince Charles, accom¬ 
panied by his brother Andrew, 
had arrived by helicopter 
from Calgary shortly before 
the originally-scheduled 6:55 
p.m. departure (Victoria 
time). 

Prince Andrew did not stay 
at the airport, 15 miles south 
of the city, during his 
brother’s takeoff delay. He 
drove off with AH>erta Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor Ralph. Stein- 
hauer for an overnight stay in 
a downtown Edmonton hotel. 

Andrew was to fly to Yel¬ 
lowknife. N.W.T., this morn¬ 
ing for an aerial tour of Arc¬ 
tic settlements. 
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Battle of Kentucky coal mine 

Viet vets stage war in 


STEARNS, Ky. (AP) — The 
strike at the Stearns Coal Co. 
mine has become an armed 
struggle with major battle¬ 
ground roles being played by 
veterans of the Vietnam war. 

The 153 miners, on strike 
for 51 weeks in their fight for 


union recognition and new 
safety standards, are pitted 
against company guards they 
call “gun thugs.” 

But few of the guards are 
strangers to this rugged Cupi- 
berland Mountain country of 
eastern Kentucky. Many 


come from coal mining fami¬ 
lies; some are former union 
men. 

Men on both sides range in 
age from the late-teens to 
mid-50s. Some are Vietnam 
veterans, and they say what 
is happening here makes 


them remember the war in 
Southeast Asia. 

They talk of “firelights.” 
Every night, and sometimes 
in the daytime, there is shoot¬ 
ing. Four guards and one 
miner have been wounded in 
the last five months. 


The guards live inside a

Crofton Days may be re¬ 
membered as one of 1977’s 
hotter items. 

The showpiece of this area’s 
annual festivities, Crofton 
Days was all ready with a 10 
a.m. parade Saturday. 

Included in the parade were 
the Crofton fire department 
members and North Cowichan 
Mayor Gerry Smith. 

“And exactly at 10 a.m. the 
fire alarm went off,” Smith 
told The Colonist in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

“It couldn’t have happened 
at a worse time — it spoiled 
everything. It was terrible.” 

So Smith and the rest of the 
Crofton brigade, together with 
their Maple Bay counterparts, 
hotfooted it over to the fire, 
which broke out in Westholma 
grasslands near Chemainus. 

“The fire was under control 
before noon,” Smith said hap¬ 
pily, “but it could’ve been bad 
if we hadn’t acted so quickly. 
It could’ve turned into a real 
bad bush fire.” 

And despite the rude inter¬ 
ruption, Crofton Days con¬ 
tinued as scheduled. 


FAIRBANKS (UPI) — A 
crew was checking a drop in 
oil pressure at Pump Station 8 
on the Alaska pipeline when 
an explosion flattened the $2.5 
million pumphouse Friday. 

Despite the mishap, oil may 
again be flowing through the 
pipeline within a matter of 
days. 

Alyeska Pipeline chairman 
E. L. Patton told an Anchor¬ 
age news conference Saturday 
that the blasted pump station 
could be bypassed while being 
rebuilt. 

Recounting the episode, 
Jack Blue, a control room 
worker, said at one point 
workers were facing “a hall 
full of fire” and inflammable 
oil rushing at them. 

Blue said turbine room 
workers at the pumphouse 
had unscrewed a device hold¬ 
ing an oil filter to see if the 
filter was clogged when oil 
suddenly spewed into the 
room. 

The workmen, some cover¬ 
ed with oil, fled the building 
just before it exploded, blow¬ 
ing the shell of the structure 
300 feet into the air. 


“It was just like one of 
those atomic bombs,’’ one 
worker said. “It just boiled 
and boiled up into the sky.” 

Pipefitter Bill Pender lik¬ 
ened it to “a thousand-pound 
bomb going off in your back¬ 
yard” and said, “it was a 
miiacle more people weren’t 
killed and hurt.” 

Another worker said it ap¬ 
peared a check valve failed 
after it was closed so the oil 
filter could be inspected. 

“Nobody touched it.” said 
the worker, who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous. “It just 
opened and oil squirted out all 
over. I got about 60 feet from 
the buildinc before it went. 
Some (workers) were 
knocked flat and some were 
covered with oil.” 

He said an automatic chem¬ 
ical spraying system designed 
to extinguish a fire within sec¬ 
onds “didn’t even get a 
chance to work. It went when 
the walls were blown out.” 

The faulty valve which sud¬ 
denly spewed oil into a hot 
turbine probably caused the 


explosion and fire, one inves¬ 
tigator said. 

The Fairbanks coroner’s of¬ 
fice identified the dead 
worker as Charles Lindsey, 
39, oi Fairbanks.

Rockets, gunfire, 
mark holidays in 


KUWAIT (UPI) *- A hi¬ 
jacked Kuwait Airways jet¬ 
liner with six gunmen and 
three Arab officials acting as 
hostages left today on a three*- 
hour, 1,200 mile flight fbr 
South Yemen. 

The plane left Kuwait for 
Aden, capital of South Yemen 
under the terms of an agree¬ 
ment worked out in long nego¬ 
tiations between the terrorists 
and Kuwait officials, authori¬ 
ties reported. 

Earlier the gunmen, whose 
number was previously put at 
nine, released all 27 hostages 
held aboard the aircraft in 
temperatures as high as 108 
degrees in return for a guar¬ 
antee of safe passage to South 
Yemen. 

The authorities said the 
gunmen — alll Palestinians 
and members of the radical 
Popular Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine — 
took with them Mohammad 
ad Hammad, head of Ku¬ 
wait’s public security and two 
high Palestinian officials. 

The South Yemeni charge 
d’affaires, who placed a lead¬ 
ing role in negotiations and 
who had agreed to accompany 
the hijackers to Aden, 
stayed behind following con¬ 
sultations with his govern¬ 
ment, the Kuwait authorities 
said. 

They said that under the 
agreement, the six gunmen 
kept their weapons, apparent¬ 
ly including a machinegun 
and several pistols, but would 
turn them over to South 
Yemen officials on landing. 

They will then be free to 
stay in South yemen or to 
leave, they said.

Russians use 
protest songs 

to attack U.S. 
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SALISBURY, (UPI) — Rho- 
desian troops on full alert to 
counter attacks during the 
holiday weekend commemo¬ 
rating the founding of Rhode¬ 
sia killed 10 guerrillas and 
lost one man during the past 
24 hours, officials' said Satur¬ 
day. 

A military communique 
said rockets fired from Zam¬ 
bia damaged the roof of an 
army barracks, wrecked care 
and slightly wounded two ci¬ 
vilians near the Kariba power 
station, the first attack in the 
Lake Kariba area since Juno 
4. 

Military sources said that 
on the western front alone 
about 3,000, Zambia-based 


guerrillas were believed 
poised to strike. 

Government and military 
officials have been saying for 
seve^l weeks that Zambia- 
based guerrillas loyal to Jo¬ 
shua Nkomo’ Patriotic Front 
w^ere planning an offensive to 
coincide with the holiday 
weekend. 

Sources said Rhodesian 
troops have taken added pre¬ 
cautions to prevent and 
counter any attack during Ihe 
Rhodes and Founders holiday 
w eekend ending Tuesday. 

The holiday commemorates 
the arrival of British pioneers 
in.the ‘late 19th century to the 
land later named after Sir 
Cecil Rhodes. 

Hotels in western Rhode¬ 


sia’s tourist and gambling re¬ 
sorts reported being fully 
booked fou. the holiday, de¬ 
spite the possibility of attack. 

In Salisbury, a six-man 
Anglo-American diplomatic 
team headed by British diplo¬ 
mat John Graham and includ¬ 
ing U.S. ambassador to Zam¬ 
bia Stephen Low held more 
than three hours of talks with 
Rhodesian officials Saturday. 

Today Ndabaningi Sithole, a 
moderate black nationalist 
leader who has renounced ter¬ 
rorism, is expected to return 
to Rhodesia after a 27-month 
exile. 

Prime Minister Ian Smith 
said earlier this week it would 
be “irresponsible” not to con¬ 
sider letting him come back if 
he renounced terrorism. 


MOSCOW (AP) — An un¬ 
usual 45-minute concert Satur¬ 
day of protest songs by 
Johnny Cash, Joan Baez, 
Judy Collins and other Ameri¬ 
can folk singers was the latest 
move in a Soviet campaign to 
convince .its citizens that 
human rights are violated in 
the United States. 

Apparently responding to 
President Carter’s criticism 
of civil rights violations in the 
Soviet Union, the theme was 
emphasized during the pro¬ 
gram by a narrator who de¬ 
livered a social commentary 
on American life. 

“If you are poor, you have 
no freedom, no happiness, 
your spirit is broken, what 
then? Different people react 
in different ways, but many 
land in prison. The American 
prisons are packed up tightly 
with such people,” the com¬ 
mentator said in introducing 
Johnny Cash’s San Quentin, 
recorded live at the California 
prison. 

“The big criminals pay off. 
They hire excellent lawyers,” 
the commentator went on, 
“and if they do get into jail, 
they land in a special prison 
where there are no bare on 
the windows, where they can 
play golf in the open air, or 
baseball.” 

The narrator contrasted the 
treatment given convicted 


Watergate figures such as 
former attorney-general John 
Mitchell, with San Quentin, 
primarily holding “people 
wlx> were born with no 
rights.” 

The narrator cited the case 
of the Wilmington Ten — nine 
black men and a white 
woman convicted in the fire¬ 
bombing of a white-owned 
store during racial unrest in 
the North Carolina town. 

This commentary led into 
Bob Dylan’s song. The Hurri¬ 
cane. about the case of Rubin 
Hurricane Carter, a black 
former boxer given a retrial 
in a murder case after the 
New Jersey Supreme Court 
ruled the prosecution withheld 
evidence. He was found guilty 
at a second trial last De¬ 
cember. 

As a prelude to Judy Col¬ 
lins’ version of Brother, Can 
You Sparc a Dime? the Soviet 
commentator said : “The orig¬ 
inal song was written in 1932, 
during the Great’Depression. 
And now it is heard anew. 
Millions and millions of Amer¬ 
icans are registered as unem¬ 
ployed.” 

A Joan Baez song about the 
grim life of an elderly couple 
was preceded by a commen¬ 
tary on attitudes toward old 
people in the United States. 

“Try to get a job if you are 
over 40,” the Russian narra¬ 
tor said. 


Police fakery videotaped 

‘I’ve never seen evidence so beautiful 9 savs lawyer 




LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) 
— A barroom videotape has 
led to the suspension of four 
police vice officers on charges 
they falsified reports of two 
arrests. 

“In 17 years of practising 
law, I’ve never seen evidence 
so beautiful,” said Edward 
Daley, an attorney for the 
Brave Bull Bar that uses the 
videotape to monitor the cash 


register and bar. “The fal¬ 
sification of evidence was 
right there on camera.” 

Suspended • were officers 
Leo S eh mock, David Ken- 
nison, David Rardee and John 
Abrego. 

The policemen wrote in a 
report that they arrested a 
bar customer for striking an 
officer and blocking his exit 
from the bar. But the camera 


show ed there had been no vio¬ 
lence. Daley claimed it was 
the customer who was struck 
by an officer outside the bar, 
causing an injury requiring 20 
stitiches. 

Police also said in the re¬ 
port they had seen the bar¬ 
tender try to wake up another 
customer who was drunk, 
then serve him another drink. 


The videotape, however, 
showed that the patron was 
served a drink before he ap¬ 
peared to pass out, and that 
he received no drinks after¬ 
ward. 

The tape also showed an of¬ 
ficer drawing beer out of the 
tap and placing it on the bar 
where the customer had been 
seated. The officer then 


poured more beer from the 
tap and placed it into an evi¬ 
dence vial, later claiming it 
w’as taken from the patron’s 
glass. 

Acting Police Chief Carl 
Calkins said he ordered the 
suspensions based on the dis¬ 
crepancies between the video¬ 
tape and the official police 
report.

Officials said Claremont, 
near Charlotte, contended the 
Shuford property is inaccessi¬ 
ble. 

Although the government is 
moving to recover funds given 
Claremont in the past, no 
legal ruling has been made 
yet and the case will not pre¬ 
vent the town from receiving 
its second quarterly revenue 
sharing payment this year — 
$4,296. 

Miss Crane said the depart¬ 
ment. in a formal complaint 
to be filed soon, will ask an 
administrative law judge to 
rule that Claremont discrimi¬ 
nated against the Shuford 
lamily. 

The department has been 
working on the issue for two 
years without resolution, of¬ 
ficials said.

He said the main thing is 
that they get married between 
the ages of 24 and 27. 

"That’s not too young or too 
old and people knew enough 
about life then to make their 
marriage a success."

ISLAMABAD (Reuter) — 
Pakistan’s new military 
rulers have ordered an inqui¬ 
ry into the conduct of the 
head of a special paramilitary 
security service set up by de¬ 
posed premier Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto, an official announce¬ 
ment said Saturday. 

Subject of the inquiry is 
Masood Mahood. director gen¬ 
eral of the Federal Security 
Force (FSF), who was one of 
the first people arrested when 
the army staged its bloodless 
coup before dawn Tuesday. 

Bhutto and most other polit¬ 
ical leaders also were de¬ 
tained under the martial law 
imposed by the army to end 
four months of civil unrest. 
The troubles, which claimed 
some 330 lives, began when 
opponents of Bhutto accused 
his People’s Party of rigging 
their March 7 election 
triumph. 

His opponents, leaders of 
the Pakistan National Alli¬ 
ance. accused the gray-shirt- 
ed FSF of providing truck- 
loads of arms to People’s 
Gen. Zia-Ul-Haque. chief of 
Party supporters. 


Gen. Zia-Ul-Haque. chief of 
the army and now the martial 
law administrator, has pro¬ 
mised to hold new general 
elections in October. The mili¬ 
tary say Bhutto will be freed 
in time to take part. 

Zia, 52, and his disciplined 
400,000-man army appear to 
be intent on keeping a low 
profile during the 90-day 
period during which they say 
they will "hold the ring." 

Troops are being kept off 
the streets and civil police 
have been used in the big 
cities of Karachi and Lahore 
in searches for suspected hid¬ 
den arms. 

Members of Zia’s four-man 
military council are seldom in 
public view and few. an¬ 
nouncements are issued from 
general headquarters in Ra¬ 
walpindi. 

But the army appears pre¬ 
pared to be tough. Gen. 
Sawar Khan, martial law ad¬ 
ministrator for the Northwest 
Frontier province, told senior 
civil servants in Peshawar 
Saturday that law and order 
will be maintained at all costs 
before, during and after the 
October elections.

"We should affirm the fact 
that there are some things in 
China which are advanced or 
surpass the world advanced 
levels.” Chien said. "At the 
same time, we should also see 
that they represent only a 
part, and a very small part at 
that, and that In most cases 
we are relatively backward. 

"Only when we admit in a 
down-to-earth spirit that there 
indeed exists some disparity 
as compared with the world 
advanced levels-can we feel 
the urgent need for us to 
make headway to quickly 
catch up with and surpass 
them.” 

The Gang of Four, led by 
Mao Tse-tung’s widow Chiang 
Ching, w’as responsible for 
this political persecution. 
Chien said. 

Chien, now 65, attended the 
California Institute of Techno¬ 
logy. received a doctorate 
from the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology in 1938, 
and later became the 
youngest professor in MIT 
history. 

He was an Air Force colo¬ 
nel during the Second World 


War. served with the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Defence Scientific Advi¬ 
sory Board as director of the 
rocket sectioin and studied 
rocket section and studied 
surrender. 


The U.S. government seized 
his research notes and 
blocked him from returning to 
China during the Korean War, 
but he was repatriated in 
1953. 


Oyster breeders 
protest CZ plan 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
log-sorting ground on Hotham 
Sound, proposed by Crown 
Zellerbach Canada Ltd., 
would wipe out one of the last 
tw’o remaining oyster breed¬ 
ing areas in British Columbia, 
says the chairman of the B.C. 
Oyster Marketing Board. 

"It’s an awful shame.” said 
Edward Timothy. "The forest 
industry is fiinally in a posi¬ 
tion where it will put us right 
out of business. We’re pushed 
and pushed and pushed by the 
logging business wherever we 
turn.” 

He said Hotham Sound, 
near Powell River, and Pen- 
drell Sound, further north, are 
the only areas left along the 
coast where tidal currents 
and undistuihed surface 
waters combine to produce 
oyster-spawning areas. 

Crown Zellerbach’s plans 
for the area represent another 
nail in the oyster industry cof¬ 
fin, he said. 

Dave Smith, of the marine 
resources branch of the pro¬ 
vincial recreation and conser¬ 
vation department, gave a 
similar warning in a recent 
letter to Pow’ell River region¬ 
al district. 

Smith said the branch ob¬ 
jects to log sorting in the area 
because "it could have a pos¬ 


sible deleterious effect on Pa¬ 
cific oyster breeding." He 
called for studies on the possi¬ 
ble impact of the Crown Zel¬ 
lerbach proposals. 

Timothy said oyster farms 
employ between 180 and 280 
j>eople a year depending on 
the season and contribute 
about $1,250,000 a year to the 
provincial economy. 

He said oyster seeds can be 
purchased from Japan if local 
spawning grounds are ruined 
but said it would cost about 
$160,000 annually and this is 
too great a drain on the in¬ 
dustry. 

A Crown Zellerbach spokes¬ 
man said the company feels 
Hotham Sound is the best lo¬ 
cation for log sorting because, 
among other reasons, it 
sheltered and is accessible for 
towing.

August© Pin¬ 
ochet announced plana Satur¬ 
day to hold limited popular 
elections in Chile in 1984 or 
1985 for a legislative assembly 
that then would appoint a new 
president.

LONDON (AP) — A new 
book by two British writers 
says U.S. prisoners of war. 
seme captured less than two 
weeks earlier, were among 
80,000 persons killed in the 
U.S. atomic bombing of Hiro¬ 
shima in the Second World 
War and that two who sur¬ 
vived were reported beaten to 
death. 

“For 32 years this informa¬ 
tion has been suppressed,” 
claimed Gordon Thomas, co¬ 
author of the book Enola Gay, 
in an interview. 

The defence department in 
Washington said 10 to 20 U.S. 
prisoners were believed to be 
in Hiroshima at the time but 
it added it could not be ade¬ 
quately determined if any 
were victims of the bombing. 

In the book, named after 
the B-29 bomber that carried 
out the world’s first atomic 
attack on Aug. 6,1945, Thomas 
and co-author Max Morgan 
Witts write that an estimated 
23 Americans were being held 
in Hiroshima at the time. The 
authors said 10 of them had 
been taken prisoner in Okina¬ 
wa and the rest had been shot 
down over Hiroshima on July 
28. 1945. 

“The fate of the American 
prisoners of war is not cer¬ 
tain," they add in their 
327-page book. “Two were re¬ 
ported to have beep escorted, 
wounded but able to walk, to 
Ujina. One was seen under a 
bridge, apparently dying, 
wearing wily a pair of red¬ 
an d-white underpants. Two 
were said to have been bat¬ 
tered to death in the castle 
grounds by their captors.” 
Ujina is in the port section of 
Hiroshima. 

Thomas and Witts, who 
have co-authored five pre¬ 


vious books, including Voyage 
expressed the belief that guilt 
of the Damned and Guernica, 
expressed the belief thae guilt- 


reelings were attached to the 
attack and because of this the 
American deaths were not 
disclosed.

Somalis claim victory 
in Ethiopia revolution 


MOGADISHU, Somalia 
(UPI) — Nearly 1,500 Ethiopi¬ 
an regular army and peasant 
troops were killed in heavy 
fighting in June with rebels of 
the Western Somalia Libera¬ 
tion Front in Ethiopia’s Oga- 
den, district, the Somalia 
News Agency said Saturday. 

The official government 
news agency gave detailed ac¬ 
counts of desert battles under 
the headline “At the Battle 
/ Front,” describing intense 
fighting around the towns of 
Harar, Dira Dawa and Jigiga 
in the troubled Ogaden region 
bordering Somalia.

A highly informed Arab dip¬ 
lomatic source said the Ethio¬ 
pians have added Soviet Sam- 
7 missiles, M1G8 helicopters 
and a large number of Soviet 
armored personnel carriers to 
the sophisticated American 
weaponry already in use in 
the area. 

“The Ethiopians will move 
soon and when they do we will 
feel it in Mogadishu,” the 
source said. 

Somalia has had a long¬ 
standing claim on the Somali¬ 
speaking Ogaden region, an 
area about half the size of 
Somalia, and has been equip- 
p i n g and training the 
6,000-man Western Somalia 
Liberation Front, j 

During the past few months 
the rebels claimed an impres¬ 
sive string of military vic¬ 
tories over the Ethiopian 
army and they now report 
that the whole Ogaden area, 
except for a few major towns, 
is under their control. 

Six weeks ago Somali insur¬ 
gents destroyed four bridges 
along the railroad line that 
crosses the Ogaden area on a 


course between Addis Ababa 
and the Red Sea port of Dji¬ 
bouti. Ethiopia depends on 
the railroad for 60 per cent of 
its imports but because of the 
Somali rebels operating in the 
area the government has not 
been able to repair the dam¬ 
age and reopen the line. 

According to the Somalia 
News Agency reports, the 
rebels attacked an army bar¬ 
racks and police headquarters 
inside Harare 

Western diplomatic sources 
in Mogadishu and Addis 
Ababa confirmed that Harar 
had been attacked but could 
not confirm the 1,500 casualty 
report announced by the new’s 
agency.

Rust battle could be won 
—if economics ignored 


Canadian Pr*s$ 

The* Canadian automobile 
industry came in for some 
criticism this past week, both 
in the quality of its product 
and the workforce it creates. 

At the same time, only Ford 
Motor Co. of Canada Ltd. was 
able to report an increase in 
passenger-car sales last 
month over June, 1976. 

In Ottawa, the National Re¬ 
search Council said car manu¬ 
facturers could produce a rus- 
tresistant car if they wanted 
to do so. 

•'There are no technical 
limitations to the production 
of a vehicle which would be 
free from corrosive failure for 
its normal mechanical life,” 
the council said in a report. 

"Improvements have large¬ 
ly come about due to enlight¬ 
ened public pressure except 
where the improvement re¬ 
sulted in manufacturing eco¬ 
nomics.” 

However, General Motors of 
Canada Ltd. replied that eco¬ 
nomics are the main factor in 
dealing with rustproofing. 

It said GM cars receive the 
maximum protection against 
rust while remaining at an 
affordable price to the buyer. 

To expect car manufac¬ 
turers to guarantee against 
corrosion would increase the 
cost of the vehicle, it said.

Meanwhile, another report 
— this one on the Canada-U.S. 
auto pact—indicated the 
agreement is costing Canadi¬ 
ans thousands of potential 
jobs in the auto parts in¬ 
dustry. 

The report also said a dis¬ 
proportionate amount of the 
industty’s new investment is 
being made in the U.S. 

NDF Leader Ed Broadbent 
said in the Commons the 1965 
auto agreement was supposed 
to ensure that both countries 
would share equally in future 
growth of the industry. 

But in a recent review of 
the agreement showed 20,000 
potential Canadian jobs lost in 
the auto parts industry and a 
$16-billion deficit for Canada 
in the auto parts trade, he 
said. 

However, Finance Minister 
Donald Macdonald said the 
pact, which allows manufac¬ 
turers to move parts and as¬ 
sembled vehicles across the 
border duty free, has benefit- 
ted the Canadian car in¬ 
dustry. 

Industry Minister Jean 
Chretien concurred, but said 
some improvement might be 
needed in company invest¬ 
ment practices. 

Chretien said he has held 
talks with presidents of auto 


companies and all agreed that 
the auto pact has been an ad¬ 
vantage to Canada. 

He also said the officials 
agreed to review their invest¬ 
ment plans and that the in¬ 
dustry and the government 
should reach an agreement on 
the best benefits for Canada. 

Meanwhile. Canadian auto 
sales dropped 7.6 per cent last 
month from June last year, 
with Ford the only company 


to show an increase in passen¬ 
ger cars. 

However, Ford’s sales of 
20,593 cars for the month fell 
short of Chrysler’s 20,722 as 
the companies continued their 
leapfrog race to outdo each 
other. 

GM as usual held the over¬ 
all lead, with 38,706 cars and 
13,935 trucks, but its total was 
down almost six per cent 
from June, 1976. 


Doctor’s warning 
cuts egg-eating 


CALGARY (CP) — Egg 
production is big business 
around the world, Mrs. Sue 
Richardson of Manchester, 
England, statistician of the 
International Egg Commis¬ 
sion, said this week. 

She said in the last 15 
years, world production has 
increased by 53 per cent, with 
the largest increases in the 
Third World countries. 

She added the increases 
tend to be minimal in the de¬ 
veloped nations.

He said he was waiting with 
bated breath for tourists the 
government predicted w'ould 
come when B.C. Ferries fares 
were reduced. 

Letters he had received re¬ 
cently from former visitors to 
the campground blamed the 
ferry rates for their not re¬ 
turning this year, he said. 

“Merchants in Campbell 
River and Courtenay are. com¬ 
plaining bitterly about loss of 
tourist business,” he said. 

He said the majority of re¬ 
sort operators in the Cam Is¬ 
bell River-Courtenay region 
were having a tough time. 

“If I wasn’t working outside 
the industry, I’d. be 
bankrupt," he said. 


Better start 

Kenneth King of the Vic¬ 
toria Visitors Information 
Centre said the season was off 
to a better start than last 
year. 

He believes the external ad¬ 
vertising campaign is work¬ 
ing, citing a 100-per-cent in¬ 
crease in requests for tourist 
information. 

King said he personally had 
heard no complaints about 
ferry fares, but agreed that 
more people were travelling 
up-Island from Victoria this 
year. 


He said early indications 
were that "this will be our 
biggest tourist month ever — 
and we’ve still got our usually 
busiest month (August) to 
come. It looks like we’re in

Tourist bureau sjiokesman 
Eve Eade said tourists from 
California had dwindled to a 
trickle, “but We’re getting a 
great number of first-time 
visitors from Victoria and

In June, she said, 2,102 visi¬ 
tors, a drop of 300 compared 
with the same month last 
year, passed through the 
bureau. “And the first part of 
July has been no great 
shakes."

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Watson edges Nicklaus 
in classic British final 


TURNBERRY, Scotland 
(UP1) — Tom Watson, never 
in doubt he could win, rolled 
in a 60-foot putt on the 15th 
hole Saturday to turn the tide 
in his epic showdown with 
mighty Jack Nicklaus, rewrit¬ 
ing the record books of the 
106-year-old British Open golf 
classic with his one-shot victo¬ 
ry- 

Watson, who won the crown 
two years ago, carded a five- 
under-par *5 in the final 
round to beat out Nicklaus by 
one stroke and his aggregate 
of 268 demolished the former, 
record low' total tor the tour¬ 
nament of 276. 

That one putt brought the 


27-year-old Masters champion 
from Kansas City, back on 
even terms with the “Golden 
Bear” after being three 
strokes down four holes into 
the final round. 

Watson, now fired up, bir- 
died the 17th to take the lead 
for the first time when 37- 
year-old Nicklaus missed his 
chance of beating the regula¬ 
tion five by sliding a four-foot 
putt past the cup. 

Nicklaus, who tied for sec¬ 
ond last year and was runner- 
up on four other occasions, 
made a. brave bid to stay in 
the hunt for the title he won 
twice before in his record col¬ 
lection of 16 major victories. 



He reached for his driver at 
the 431-yard 18th when Wat¬ 
son played safe with a one- 
iron off the tee. The drive 
went off line and although 
Nicklaus put the second shot 
on the green from some gorse 
bushes and sank a 35-foot 
putt, Watson sent a seven-iron 
shot to less- than three feet of 
the flag.

Deficiencies in water mains 
and hydrants could pose great 
problems for firemen battling 
a major fire at Royal Oak 
and the northwestern part of 
Saanich, according to former 
fire committee chairman Aid. 
Joseph Bourque. 

A need to upgrade water 
service in that part of the mu¬ 
nicipality was most apparent, 
he said. 

Bourque made the remarks 
when asked to comment on a 
survey critical of the munici¬ 
pality’s fire defences. 

A Public Fire Protection 
Survey Services study, re¬ 
ceived by the municipality 
last year, still has to see the 
light of day and some of its 
recommendations have still 
not been acted on. 

The survey, conducted last 
July, indicated significant im¬ 
provements in water supply 
for fire protection purposes 
had been made since a pre¬ 
vious survey in 1965. But. the 
report said, municipal growth 
in that period had increased 
water flow requirements “and 
the current waterworks im¬ 
provement program should be 
fully supported in order to 
meet increasing demands.’’ 

The survey, made for insur¬ 
ance grading purposes, also 
found that hydrants should be 
upgraded to provide a higher 
degree of reliability. 

Replacement of a firehall 
on Hamsterlv with a new 
building at Elk Lake Drive 
and Royal Oak Avenue to 
serve the Royal Oak district 
was recommended. 

Consideration should also be 
given to the possiblity of an 
additional station to serve the 
northwestern part of the mu¬ 
nicipality, the report say’s. 

Effectiveness of the fire 
prevention program could tie 
upgraded by more frequent 
inspections of all buildings 
where major loss of life or 
property could be a possibili¬ 
ty. the report also said. 

And the National Fire Code, 
a companion document, of the 
National Building Code, should 
be considered for adoption by 
council to replace the existing 
fire prevention bylaw. 

The surveyor found the 
quality, maintenance and ser¬ 
viceability of fire equipment 
and apparatus to be at an ac¬ 
ceptable standard. Training of 
officers was progressing well, 
but training of officers in fire 
administration and tactics 
should become part of the 
curriculum. 

“Ample water supplies, in 
addition to normal domestic 
demand, are necessary' for ef¬ 
fective firefighting when fires 
have developed past the incip¬ 
ient stage.” 

A waterworks , program 
under way in Saanich to im¬ 
prove deficient water supplies 
should continue to receive ac¬ 
tive support, the report rec¬ 
ommends. 

It was also stressed that 
the use of lengthy hose 
layouts at fires to compensate 
for excessively wide spacing 
of hydrants could result in re¬ 
duced availability of water 
supplies in already-deficient 
areas. 

Establishment of a more 
though inspection and mainte¬ 
nance program for hydrants 
should also be considered, the 
report says. 

Bourque said action was 
needed by council on many 
parts of the report. “It’s 


something we have to act on 
without too much more 
delay.” 

TJie report, he said, was re- 
veivedtlate last year “and to 
my knowledge ha* not been 
acted upon. It’s time it sur¬ 
faced and we started attend¬ 
ing to the recommendations.” 

He said it was probable im¬ 
proved coverage (water sup¬ 
ply and fire protection) was 
needed in the Royal Oak area. 

*Tm not at all happy with 
the fast rate of growih tak¬ 
ing place in the district, a 
neighborhood deficient in 
water supply.” 

He said every effort should 
be made to build a new fire- 
hall at Royal Oak. 

Bourque said the Saanich 
fire chief believed the water 
situation was not an urgent 
priority because pumper unit6 
were available, “but I hope 
we will act quickly on the rec¬ 
ommendations.” 

Fire Chief Harold Gains 
identified Mount Douglas, 
Mount Tolmie and an area 
north of Broadmead as pres¬ 
sure problem areas. 

Firemen had difficulty last 
weekend fighting a stubborn 
grass and bush fire north of 
Broadmead. 

Gains said he would have a 
proposal before council’s fire 
committee next Tuesday re¬ 
garding a proposed new fire- 
hall near the Royal Oak Inn.

BLUE IS BEAUTIFUL 

on Lulu Sweefs Island 


Blue is how we all feel 
sometimes, but to the 
berry farmers of Lulu 
Island it is a beautiful 
color and brings money 
into their pockets. 

Lulu Island is flat rockless alluvial 
land lying in the Fraser estuary, 13 
miles long, five at its widest part. It 
resembles a piece of Holland, and is 
intriguing with its fish canneries, 
market gardens, dairy farms, and 
blueberry plantations hidden between 
pockets of verdant greenery. 

But there is an urban part at the 
seaward end with commercial 
enterprises of all types feeding off the 
80,000 population. Oldtimers say the 
island is filling up so quickly with 
apartments and homes it is in danger 
of sinking. 

★ ★ ★ 

Blueberry growers harvested 
more than four million pounds from 
l he island in 1976, not counting those 
sold by the roadside or purchased by 
pick-your-owners. 

The island got its quaint naqne 
because a glamorous showgirl hap¬ 
pened to be member of an American 
troupe that performed before the first 
contingent of Royal Engineers at the 
encampment at Sapperton on the pre¬ 
sent site of B.C. Penitentiary. Her 
stage name was Mill Lulu Sweet. 
Commander of the Sappers, Col. 
Richard Clement Moody, after whom 
Port Moody is named, was so cap¬ 
tivated with the striking beauty and 
talents of the lady that chatting with 
her later, he pointed downriver at a 
verdant island and said he was going 
to name it Lulu in her honor. That was 
in 1862. 

First to take up land on the island 
was. Hugh McRoberts, who hailed 
from Yorkshire, England. At the time 
the land was unfarmable, so his 
motivation might have been because 
of its wildness and the abundance of 
game and waterfowl, with the arms of 
the Fraser teeming with huge salmon 
runs. To a man from across the Atlan¬ 
tic where only the wealthy possessed 
wild land with game on it, Lulu Island 
was indeed a paradise. 

★ ★ ★ 

Wherever one man settles, others 
follow. By the tutu of the century 
there were 25 landholders, and farm¬ 
ing was under way. But a great part of 
the island was bog, inhabited by ducks 
and geese, deer, beaver and fox. 
These tundras were shunned because 
they couldn’t be plowed, nor 
livestock run on them. Today the bogs 
produce blueberries for the world. 
Draining tamed the peatlands, canals 
taking the water to the Fraser where 
power pumps gurgle into the river. 

Because farmers wouldn’t have 
anything to do with the peat bogs, it 
wasn’t until 1925 that blueberries 
were planted by the two Johnson 
brothers as an experiment. The wild 
low-bush blueberries that grew in the 
bogs east of Brighouse probably trig¬ 
gered the idea to them that highbush 
seedlings would thrive in peat. 

Now blueberrying is a viable in¬ 
dustry, with the crop being marketed 
by the growers’ own agency, B.C. 
Blueberry Co-op Association. 

. Formation of the once useless peat 
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beds is interesting. They are believed 
to be about 1600 years old. At one time 
the shores of the Strait of Georgia 
reached far beyond the present island. 
Then the Saanich Indians, a salt water 
tribe, would cross from Point Grey to 
visit relatives at Point Roberts and 
Blaine. They were hunters of deer and 


centuries the ocean gradually shal¬ 
lowed and from it, growth sprang. In 
more time, this growth thickened, 
became deeper, living and dying in 
the wash of the tides, until a long line 
of swampy growth thrust up higher 
than the highestlides. This strip grew 
in depth and finally, layer after layer

grouse on these trips, and also took 
seals and many species of ducks. 

The restless Fraser in spring 
freshets, tawny as a lion’s mane, 
loaded with rich sediment from the 
hinterlands, spent its burdens in the 
long arm of the sea reaching inland as 
far as New Westminster. In several 


of vegetation formed until the ac¬ 
cumulations became a gigantic mass 
which later turned into peat moss, a 
parasitical growth spawned by cen¬ 
turies of decaying vegetation. 

Then the torrents, of the Fraser 
washed earth into it, fattening its 
sides. The original growth remained

in the centre to become peat, a rich 
coffee-colored structure of varying 
depths, some sections going down 30 
and 40 feet. 

In many thousands of years, if un¬ 
touched, nature would have converted 
the peat into coal. In Ireland where 
there was a scarcity of wood fuel, 
peat has been used for household 
fires. 

And from these spagnum 
wastelands on Lulu Island now come 
luscious blueberries. And are they 
good to eat! Every 100 grams — about 
a cupful — contain 32 milligrams of 
calcium, 19 of phosphorous, 170 of 
potassium. 21 of vitamin C, 200 inter¬ 
national units of vitamin A. 

★ ★ ★ 

Over the years growers have tried 
some 40 varieties, but this is now 
trimmed to half that number. Ran- 
cocas. Pioneer, Jersey, Rubel. 
Stanley and Bixi are a few of the older 
varieties. But today’s berry planters 
are going “blue”. Dominant in the 
newer plantations are Earliblue, 
Blueray and Bluecrop, developed 
through hybridization. 

Dan Albert on No. 6 Road is a 
typical Lulu Island blueberry farmer. 
He got into the business by happen¬ 
stance. In the early days he was trap¬ 
ping muskrats, and in his rounds ran 
across a deserted cabin on 30 acres of 
worthless bog. Because he was in 
need of a cabin, he looked up the 
owner and made a deal for the land 
and the small building. 

The property was covered with 
hardack, bull-pines, Labrador tea, 
salal, birch, brambles, and assorted 
growth. Dan sank into the spongy peat 
moss whenever it rained. 

Several summers later he began 
clearing and, because no other crop 
would grow, he planted highbush 
blueberry seedlings, never dreaming 
they would some day become a paying 
crop. His land looked tidy then, and he 
was pleased enough. In tirtie the 
seedlings grew and fruited, and he 
consumed the first crop himself. 

It takes 10 to 12 ve'ars for a blueber¬ 
ry bush to reach maturity. This past 
year he harvested better than four 
tons to the acre. 

Starlings are worrisome when his 
blueberries begin to ripen just as July 
approaches, Flocks in the thousands 
swoop down to rob his bushes and he 
has to to get out the old shotgun to 
frighten them off. But they return in a 
few hours. Dan wouldn’t mind them 
taking a few berries, but starlings 
destroy more than they eat. They take 
one peck at a berry and move to the 
next. 

★ ★ ★ 

All his berries are picked by hand. 
He doesn’t believe a mechanical 
picker has been invented that 
wouldn’t bog down in peat, yet alone 
be selective of only the ripened ber¬ 
ries on a bush. This year his blue 
varieties were picked four times, his 
rancocoas twice. 

But after the harvest, work doesn’t 
stop. Mowing between the rows 
begins and, as soon as bushes are bare 
of leaves, pruning starts. This is an 
operation that can go on for many 
weeks. High rubber boots are man¬ 
datory in the spongy peat when winter 
rains make it soaking wet.. 

Then comes fertilizing and spray¬ 
ing and a short breathing time to 
await the next hoped-for bumper 
crop. Blueberry farmers, like other 
farmfolk. are the greatest optimists 
in the world. And the salt of the earth.

HOUSE 


To write that a house is 
haunted is certain to bring raised 
eyebrows, at least in this part of 
the world. And while I feel sure 
that my ancestral home is 
haunted I preferred to say 
nothing about it. But after the 
story appeared in print tacitur¬ 
nity became pointless.

The lx*.. Haunted East Anglia, by Joan 
Fonnaji, copyright 1974, Fontana paperback edition 
1976* covers Miss Forman s scholarly study of 
haunted houses, old inns, churches and other 
buildings in that part of agricultural England. And 
when my wife, Christine, was a guest of the Manor 
House in Offord Cluny village in the late summer 
last year she learned my story first hand 

The Manor House and All Saint’s Church are 
the only two structures to attract attention in Of¬ 
ford Cluny village situated a few miles south of the 
county seat. Huntingdon. 

The Manor House and surrounding lands are 
owned by my cousin. Lt.-Col. 0. N. D. Sismey. who 
retired recently after more than 30 years in the 
regular British army. 

The farm lands are leased- The original house 
was built as early as 1704 but has been up-dated, 
enlarged and modernized from time to time. In my 
boyhood I often stayed there when my father joined 
his elder brother for the opening day. Sept. 1. of 
partridge shooting. 

All Saint's Church is said to be a part of an older 
church, an outreach of the famous monks of Cluny 
Abbey in Burgundy. This suggests that the older 
church was built in the second half of the 12th cen¬ 
tury. Of the existing church the nave, chancel, arch 
and both arcades are of the 13th century while the 
pulpit,lectern and organ are of a later date. The four 
belfry bells are dated 1426. And in the graveyard, 
beneath those rugged elms, that yew tree shade, lie 
the graves of my ancestors 

Soon after the original house was finished in 
1704 . then owned by a Mr. Deane, from .whom mv 
cousin, Oliver, and I receive our middle names. Mr 
Deane brought home his bride, a Miss Sismey. who 
appears to have been devoted to the house in which 
she spent her married life. When Mr. Deane died 
the property passed to his widow aod she. in turn, 
willed it to a Sismey nephew. The house has been 
continuously occupied by members of the Sismey 
family since 1782 

Since then it seems that when each generation 
of Sismey men brings home a bride, the figure of a 
small elderly woman appears to the girl. The ghost 
is said to be that of the first bride to live in the 
house. Mrs. Deane. 

The ghost was seen by Col. Sismey s mother 
soon after she came to the Manor House. One even¬ 
ing when she was reading in the drawing room, her 
husband being in London at the time, on his return 
his wife told him of her strange experience that of 
the figure of an elderly woman which passed and 
disappeared 

Later cousin Oliver’s own mother mentioned 
the matter saying that hie grandmother had often 
seen the little lady. 

Apparently the apparition has been seen by at 
least four generations of Sismey brides — the 
colonel’s great-grandmother, grandmother, his 
mother and his wife. The present Mrs. Sismey en¬ 
countered the ghost just after she was newly mar¬ 
ried. She describes the ghostly lady as charming, 
benevolent and seemingly only wanting to assure 
the bride that she will be happy in the house. Her 
appearance seems to constitute a sort of a psychic 
handing-over-the-keys to the newcomer. The 
welcoming apparation appears only in the drawing 
room of the Manor House, never elsewhere. 

Now. this Ls my story; whether you accept it or 
not is for you to decide. For my part I am con¬ 
vinced 

But should you be interested in ghostly 
phenomena I suggest you read Joan Forman’s book. 
keeping in mind the words of Shakespeare 

“There are more things in Heaven and 
Earth, Horatio, that are drempt in your 
philosophy." Hamlet. Act 1, sc. 5.

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UNION 

BAY 

When travelling Highway 19 
on Vancouver Island one drives 
through a number of small settle¬ 
ments that seem to have no ex¬ 
cuse for their being. Yet most of 
them had a purpose and owed 
their origin to various industrial 
enterprises that flourished and 
faded away, leaving in their wake 
these pleasant oasis of semi-rural 
living. 

Such a hamlet is Union Bay. Passing through it 
one sees the comfortable frame houses with their 
fenced gardens, some of modern design, others 
showing their nineteenth century vintage in spite of 
renovations. 

Across the bay beyond the newly constructed 
breakwater and boat-launching ramp is a quiet area 
of hummocks and waste heaps whose drab facade is 
slowly fading under nature's green mantle. It is dif¬ 
ficult to visualize today; that this was once a thriv¬ 
ing industrial complex and the site of one of the 
most important coal ports on the west coast of 
North America.

When Robert Dunsmuir began developing the 
mines at Union — later Cumberland — he had to 
have shipping facilities at tide-water. He first tried 
to negotiate for a site on Comox Harbor, but con¬ 
fronted with an exhorbitant “asking price” he. not 
being one to have a gun pointed at his head, simply 
moved a few miles down the coast to property he 
owned. The site be chose was a small bay at the 
mouth of Hart Creek, and now known as Union Bay. 

A small army of construction workers moved 
into the area and began building railways, docks, 
machine shops, screening plant, and other miscel¬ 
laneous facilities, and in 1888 Jhe quiet bay was 
transformed into a busy port. 

Due to the relative isolation of the mines it was 
essential the operations be made as self-sufficient 
as possible. With this end in view a foundry was 
built where all the needed castings were made to 
serve the mines and railroad. It was not long before 
a crew of skilled craftsmen were employed and it 
was their proud claim, that, given the raw 
materials they could build a locomotive. This was 
no idle boast for they had the skills and equipment 
to do just that. 

The most conspicuous feature of the complex 
was the huge cool loading wharf. It extended into 
the waters of Baynes Sound for a distance of 560 
feet and had a trestle approach 2,066 feet long. The 
superstructure was built of 12-inch square timbers, 
braced and cross braced and was capable of sup¬ 
porting a 100-ton locomotive and a train of 30-ton 
coal cars. It was carried on 360 copper sheathed 
bearing piles and 65 brace piles making it a sturdy 
structure well able to withstand the buffeting of the 
frequent winter storms. 

They built well in those days for when the wharf 
was dismantled 78 years later it was found that 
some of the original piles could be used again, they 
had withstood the onslaught of teredo infestation all 
those years. 

Within four years of the establishment of Union 
Ray. attention was turned to the manufacture of 
coke. There were markets for this product in the 
Kootenays and in the adjacent United States, chief¬ 
ly to supply smelters. So in 1895 foundations were 
laid for 100 beehive ovens in a double battery of 50 
ovens long. 

The fire-bricks, about 350.000 to build these first 
ovens were shipped around the Horn from Bon¬ 
ny bridge, Scotland, and aboard the ship were a 
crew of skilled bricklayers, brought out to do the 
work. In 1897, 18.000 tons of coke was produced and 
sold, and in view of such a market a second battery 
of ovens was built and in 1898. 35.000 tons of coke 
was produced. By 1910 the demand for coke fell and 
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the ovbnsowfcre allowed to get out of repair to 
become a ryic of the past. 

In addition to the main coal dock there was a 
warehouse dock, this was where the coastal ships. 
Maquinna and Princess Mary docked to take on pas¬ 
sengers and unload their freight. One other small 
dock was one called The Thistle Dock. It had been 
built to accommodate James Dunsmuir's private 
yacht, Thistle, on its periodic trips from Victoria. It 
continued to retain this name during its existance. 
although the Thistle had been long gone from the 
scene, having been destroyed by fire in 1907. 

Comox coal quickly acquired the reputation of 
being the finest steam coal available on the west 
coast of North America, and as a result a cavalcade 
of ships from every nation steamed into Union Bay 
to replenish their bunkers. 

★ ★ ★ 

The steamers of the Blue Funnel Line were 
regular callers to the port and it was not an uncom¬ 
mon sight to see four and five ships lying in Baynes 
Sound waiting their turn to take on coal. Other 
regular visitors were the government vessels 
Estevan and Stewart who called to take on coal for 
the isolated lighthouses that dot our coast. 

With the completion of the White Pass and 
Yukon Railway, facilities were installed to provide 
the railway with sacked coal as this was the only 
way it could be handled at Skagway at that time. 

Like other segments of the Dunsmuir opera¬ 
tions, Union Bay was not without its complement of 
Chinese workers. They were employed on the track 
gangs, coal dumpers on the dock, and coal trim¬ 
mers in the holds of cargo steamers. It was in¬ 
evitable that having Chinese workers, that a 
Chinatown would evolve and Union Bay was no ex¬ 
ception. The present day community hall now oc¬ 
cupies the site of Chinatown and it would be hard to 
believe that here was once a village within a vil- 
Ifge. with its own customs and strange way of life. 

As ships changed from coal to oil the bunker 
trade at Union Bay finally came to an end and ships 
that berthed there were after cargoes. During the 
Second World War a revival of shipping was seen as 
once again coal became a vital commodity and 
many cargoes of coal left Union Bay during those 
years. 

With the end of the war the deep sea trade 
began to fall away and the traffic at the dock 
reverted to the more prosaic vessels of tugs and 
scows, not very romantic but economical. But the 
days of glamor were not yet ended, for in March of 
1946 a great lady of the sea paid a visit to Union 
Bay. This was the four-masted barque Pamir, a 
romantic carryover from the past and the last fully- 
rigged ship engaged in the commerce of the sea 
She came to take on a cargo of coal for Australia, 
when she was loaded she was towed into Baynes 
Sound where she set her sails for the land down un¬ 
der. 

★ ★ ★ 

The residents had a soft spot in their hearts for 
this fine ship and were saddened to hear that in 1950 
she went down in the Atlantic with the loss of all her 
crew of 50. 

Due to the rapid industrial development of 
Japan after the war, coal became a vital part of her 
rebuilding program. In her desperate need for car¬ 
riers they converted passenger ships into cargo ves¬ 
sels by stripping them of all cabins, state-rooms, 
and all the amenities of comfort. One of these was 
the M S. Hikawa Maru, a former liner that had been 
used as a hospital ship*during the war. 

In June of 1951 this sleek vessel nosed into the 
wharf, she took on a cargo of 10,000 tons and sailed 
for Japan, as soon as she was unloaded she made 
another call and was loaded with a second 10,000 
tons. This was to be the last ship to take on a cargo 
for foreign ports ever to dock at Union Bay, from 
then to the end, it was the lumbering scow that 
would nestle to this large dock to await its dusty 
load. 

Throughout the years the people of Union Bay 
gained the reputation of warmth and hospitality. 
Being far from large centres, there was little for 
visiting seamen to do while their ships were in port. 
To overcome these shortcomings the residents 
became the welcoming committee. They provided a

seamen s recreational room adjoining the com¬ 
munity hall. Here the men could play cards, read, 
write letters or simply visit. When it was known 
that a ship would be in port for a few days, a series 
of events wbuld be arranged, such as dances, con¬ 
certs, soccer and baseball games. They met on 
common ground of human interest without regard 
for color, race or creed. - %

But nothing is so constant as change, with the 
discovery of oil in Leduc, Alberta, the coal industry 
was to fight a losing battle to stay alive. When the 
Canadian Collieries closed its last mine on Van¬ 
couver Island, the fate of Union Bay was sealed. 

From the cessation of mining in 1960 by Cana¬ 
dian Collieries a span of seven years was to pass 
before the final clean-up of Union Bay complex was 


completed. There was large quantities of material 
to dispose of before any of the buildings could be 
dismantled. A structure as formidable as the trestle 
and wharf could not be taken down in a few days, it 
took weeks. 

Today only a few scars on the surface are all 
that remain of a once bustling settlement. However 
scattered throughout the country as far as the 
Fraser Valley are many tiny monuments to Union 
Bay. These are the salvaged bricks from the coke 
ovens. Their multicolored hues produced from the 
hot volatile matter in coal have produced patterns 
that cannot be duplicated and leave no doubt as to 
their origin. Perhaps these small bricks will play a 
part in keeping alive the memory of an era that is 
gone. 
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Years ago salads, as ne know 
I hem today* were almost un¬ 
known . . . leaf lettuce* radishes 
and green onions were grown in 
one's own backyard* tomatoes 
and cucumbers came from the 
farms in \ugust and September. 
We had no winter salads. Even 
though salads are now an all-year 
delight* somehow our summer 
salads taste best of all.

It's a substantial mixture of cut-up 
cooked chicken, green beans and tomato wedges 
topped with an exuberantly flavored dressing 
French in origin, the dressing is an oil and vinegar 
blend that is stretched with an egg. milk, water and 
the flavors of dill weed, garlic and Tabasco pepper 
sauce. Tabasco goes well with many low-calorie 
foods, adding a lively taste to their sometimes 
bland flavors 

CHICKEN SALAD NICOISE . . . two-and a 
half cops cut-up cooked chicken, one package 
(It ounce) cut-up greeu beans, cooked, drained 
and chilled, one large tomato or two medium- 
size tomatoes cut in 12 wedges, salad greens. 
DRESSING . . . one-quarter cup salad oil, one 
cgg> two Tbsp. vinegar, three-quarters tsp. 
salt, one-half tsp. dried diU weed, one clove 
garlic (optional), one-quarter to one-half tsp. 
Tabasco. Two Tbop. EACH milk and water. 

Place all the ingredients in electric blender 
container. Process at high speed for 30 seconds 
OR beat with rotary beater until well mixed. 

In a large bowl combine the chicken and green 
beans, add the dressing and mix well Chill for at 
least 30 minutes in Fridge before serving Arrange 
on salad greens with tomato wedges Four to six 
servings. Four serving portions total 275 calories 
each.

CUCUMBER SALAD DRESSJNG one 
medium cucumber, pared, seeded and chop¬ 
ped, one-quarter tsp. salt, one Tbsp. sliced 
scallions, one cop sour cream, one-quarter cup 
mayonnaise, one Tbsp. vinegar, two Tbsp.

To be a successful salad-maker it helps to have, imagination 

Add crunch to salad with crisp croutons, crisp bacon bits, chopped nuts, granola toasted sov 
flakes to name a few. 

A fruit salad looks beautiful in a clear glass bowl 

There are three subtle ways to add garlic to a salad . . press garlic buds in a garlic press 
and mix the juice with the dressing, rub a peeled garlic bud around the inside of the wooden bowl 
used for the salad OR slice a peeled garlic bud very thin then cover the slices with half a tsp. of 
coarse salt and a tsp. of lemon juice. Stir for a minute or two then remove garlic, but add salt and 
lemon juice to^alad. ' 

Fresh Chinese bean sprouts are a fine addition to a salad (use raw). Essentials for a good 
salad . . . freshness, crispness, color contrast and most important . . coldness Chill both bowl 
and salad plates before serving. 
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RIPE OLIVE DRESSING . . . one cup mayon¬ 
naise, one tsp. paprika, one-quarter cup catsup, 
two Tbsp. vinegar, one-quarter cup slivered al¬ 
monds, one-half cup EACH finely chopped 
celery and pitted and sliced ripe olives, one 
Tbsp., minced onion, two tsp. finely-minced 
parsley, three chopped hard cooked eggs, one 
head crisp iceberg lettuce and one cup whole 
pitted ripe olives tor garnish. 

Combine all the ingredients except the lettuce 
and the whole ripe olives CUT the lettuce in 
quarters, spoon dressing over and garnish with 
wbole ripe olives. This recipe makes about two cups 
dressing, it will keep for at least a week in closed 
jar in the refrigerator 

Little raw unpeeled zuchinni sliced and 
marinated in French dressing for a few hours is a 
nice addition to almost any salad mixture Just mix 
it into the salad before serving 

How green is your salad** There are so many 
delicious greens besides lettuce I use the little 
tender inside leaves of spinach, chopped celery- 
tops. Chinese cabbage, watercress, chicory and the 
softer red-tipped lettuce For a bit of tang chop a 
few nasturtium leaves or dandelion leaves to add to 
other greens Salad making is a real creative art. To 
keep greens cjisp wash, dry as much as possi 
ble then refrigerate wrapped in a damp tea towel in 
the crisper for several hours before using 

Potato salad is a hardy annual but there are 
s<jme interesting variations

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VIOLENCE NO STRANGER 
TO FRANK SPENCER 


Morning, July 21, 1890, 
broke bright and clear. 

For some time the little town 
of Kamloops continued to sleep 
soundly. Then an occasional 
column of smoke indicated that 
early risers were preparing for 
breakfast, and another day had 
begun. 

As far as 36-year-old Frank Spencer was con¬ 
cerned, morning had come all too soon. As he ner¬ 
vously paced his cell, the light outside his window 
steadily brightened. For hours, he had hobbled back 
and forth, dragging his leg irons, unahle to sleep 
When a guard quietly asked what he wanted for 
breakfast, he asked only fer a cup of tea. 

The metalic click of a key in the lock told him 
that his first visitors has arrived, when, with a 
relieved smile, he greeted the two berobed figures 
A third visitor was not as welcome, jailer Sinclair 
having arrived, hammer and cold chisel in hand, to 
remove the leg irons. Then all waited impatiently * 
for the ringing of steel to cease. 

★ ★ ★ 

Minutes later. Sinclair was finished, and two 
latecomers joined those in the crowded cell 
Spencer, looking out the window, stared, 
fascinated, at the gangling wooden structure to 
which workmen had just given the finishing 
touches. Then, with a slight shudder, he turned to 
the others. 

It was time to go 

As noted. July 21. 1890. had arrived with terrify¬ 
ing suddenness for Spencer. But those who knew 
him. and of his career below the 49th parallel, could 
only marvel that his date with eternity had been so 
long in coming. For violence was no stranger to the 
lanky Tennesseean. During 20 of his 36 years, he had 
been involved in one scrape after another, having 
drifted with fortune's tide throughout the American 
southwest since the age of 16, 

* ★ ★ 

By the time of his arrival in British Columbia's 
Similkameen Valley, in 1886. the Tennessee cowboy 
could boast of having known Dodge City in its 
riproaring heydey, and such illuminaries as Wyatt 
Earp and Bat Masterson. In Tombstone he had rid¬ 
den with the Clanton brothers; at least until their 
ill-fated encounter with Earp and Doc Holiday in 
the O K. Corral. Then it was on to Colorado. Mon¬ 
tana, and the future province of Alberta; the latter 
step. Spencer’s first outside the United States, be¬ 
ing but one ahead of vigilantes fed up with he and 
his companions' handiwork with a branding iron 

After a stretch as a cowhand. Spencer headed 
westward once more; this time to the boom town of 
Kamloops, in the summer of 1886. Although the dif¬ 
ferences between the free and easy towns below the 
border and those of Kamloops, then bursting with 
expectations for a prosperous future. Spencer 
seems to have found it to his liking and he'found 
work as a cowhand on the Campbell ranch, 10 miles 
east of town 

★ ★ ★. 

Throughout the wicked winter of 1886. the 
retired gunman and rustler kept his nose clean; ex¬ 
cept on paydays, when he would drown the past in 
cheap liquor in a Kamloops saloon, or in the 
Campbell bunkhouse. 

This seems to have been the lifestyle for his fel¬ 
low ranch hands as well. Besides sharing their jobs 
and quarters, they also shared the occasional bot

tie; a camaraderie which ended with sudden 
violence on the evening of May 20, 1887 

That Friday. Spencer was going into town and 
Pete Foster, a 22-year-old French Canadian, 
handed him five dollars with the request that he br¬ 
ing back four bottles of whisky. To this, Spencer 
agreed and. later that day, he headed back to the 
Campbell ranch with Foster's order. He did not go 
far before the Tennessee badman was struck by the 
thought that such a favor was worth a small com¬ 
mission. This in mind, he pulled the cork from a 
bottle and tilted it to his lips. 

By the time tie reached the ranch. Spencer was * 
feeling no pain, and the opened bottle was almost 
consumed. When Foster met him at the corral, 
eager to receive his shipment. Spencer handed him 
the three full bottles and casually waved the empty 
as notice of his having taken his “share ’ 

★ ★ ★ 

Foster was furious. He worked damn hard for 
his money. Who the hell did Spencer think he was. 
drinking his whisky? 

Voice rising. Foster demanded restitution 
Spencer responded with a shrug and continued to 
unsaddle his horse. With an o&th. Foster seized him 
by the shoulder, spun him around, and lashed out 
with his fist. The blow sent Spencer reeling against 
the fence, where he quickly caught himself and 
regained his feet. As the young Montrealer closed 
in. Spencer reached desperately for an equalizer. In 
all of his years below the line, he had done his 
fighting with pistol, rifle and knife, and he was not 
about to change his style now; particularly as 
Foster would likely beat him to a pulp. 

Grabbing the knife from his belt, he faced his 
antagonist with renewed confidence. But Foster, as 
angry as he was, was not intent upon committing 
suicide. When he turned to run. Spencer took off 
after him. Foster, however, had little difficulty in 
eluding him. 

Spencer soon gave up the chase and Foster, 
thinking the incident over, returned to the 
bunkhouse. He did not realize that Spencer fired 
with cheap whisky and the “code of the West." was 
determined to settle the matter the way they did in 


Dodge City and Tombstone. Hurrying into 
Campbell’s house, he snatched his employer's 
Winchester from the wall and charged outside. 

★ ★ ★ 

Foster, upon spotting the rifle, began to run for 
cover — just as Spencer levered a round Into the 
breech, snapped the rifle to his shoulder and; with 
the speed and motion of a man long used to such 
situations, fired at the running figure. The .44 
calibre slug penetrated Fraser's right arm. passed 
through his stomach and lodged in his left side, 
spinning him to the ground before any of the hor¬ 
rified ranch hands could move to stop him. 

Almost bv reflex. Spencer headed for the stable 
at a run. as the other* raced to Foster s aid. Once 
inside. Spencer saddled his employer s fastest bay 
and led it into the yard. Then, leaping into the 
saddle, he waved the stolen Winchester, cautioned 
th> others that he might use it again, and rode 
away. 

But the others were more concerned with get¬ 
ting Foster to hospital. Even before the gunman 
was out of sight, they were harnessing a team and 
wagon and preparing the' wounded man for the long 
ride to town. When they finally reached the 
hospital. Dr. Tunstall removed the bullet. But 
Foster’s condition steadily worsened and. at 4 
o’clock the next morning, he died. 

★ ★ ★ 

The body was still warm.when the inquest was 
opened in the Kamloops court house. The verdict 
was as promptly delivered: “That Pete Foster 
came to his death by means of a rifle ball, shot from 
a rifle in the hands of Frank Spencer and that he 
(Spencer) is guilty of wilful murder.” 

Despite the determined efforts of provincial 
police and Indian trackers, Spencer easily eluded 
pursuit. Keeping off the main trails and camping 
without a fire, he worked his way south towards the 
Washington border. A week after shooting Foster, 
he crossed the line. 

Five weeks after he vanished, his former 
employer wanted his horse back and advertised to 
this effect in the Kamloops Sentinel;

But Campbell s horse was not to be found — and 
neither was Frank Spencer Safe on American soil, 
he vanished.. In actual fact, he had gone only as far 
as the Snake River country of Washington, then 
Oregon, where he again worked as a cowhand. Two 
years passed without a word of the Kamloops killer 
.Hid B.C. Provincial Police, although they had not 
forgotten him. gave less and less attention to the 
yellowing wanted circulars, as more pressing cases 
developed. 

And on that unsatisfactory note the Frank 
Spencer case might well have ended — had he not 
pressed his luck one last time In the spring of 1889 
Spencer again headed for the Canadian border 

* ★ * 

This time, he was one of a number of cowboys 
escorting a herd of horses to New Westminster for 
;hi Oregon rancher. When, days after, their steamer 
(forked at the Hoyal City, the cowboys herded 
their charges ashore and were paid off. Within 
minutes of receiving their money, they were headed 
for the nearest saloons: Spencer fingered the hills 
in his pocket and looking forward to some reiaxa 
tion before heading back across the border. 

For days, he haunted the bars lining Columbia 
Street, as his money dwindled. With elbows on the 
bar. and a bottle before him. he did not notice the 
policeman who entered the saloon and pushed his 
way through the crowd. Then Sgt. McLaren, in firm 
voice, and with hand on the drinker’s shoulder, told 
him that he was under arrest. 

Spencer was struck dumb with amazement. It 
had never occurred to him that he might be 
recognized in New Westminster. Yet here was 
this policeman, snapping handcuffs on his wrists 
and leading him away. 

Out in the street and on their way to jail. 
Spencer could do little more than protest that it was 
a case of mistaken identity. 

★ ★ * 

That fall, a preliminary hearing was held 
before Kamloops justice of the peace. James McIn¬ 
tosh, with W. W. Spinks prosecuting for the crown. 
W. H. Whittaker appearing for the defence. The 
first day lasted three and a half hours. With eight 
witnesses formally identifying the prisoner as 
Frank Spencer. Then the hearing was remanded un¬ 
til other witnesses could get to town Spencer was 
returned to his cell, where a reporter from the 
Inland Sentinel, who obviously knew nothing of his 
career as an outlaw, described him as “yet com¬ 
paratively speaking, a young man He does not pre¬ 
sent the appearance of a man who would commit so 
serious a crime as that with which he is charged ’ 

Bound over to the spring assizes of 1890 
Spencer was duly convicted of Foster's murder and 
given over to the care of jailer Sinclair Then the 
davs fled bv all too swiftly, and it was morning of 
July 21. 1890. 

The last hours were the longest Spencer, un¬ 
able to sleep at the end. ignored his leg irons to pace 
his 60-square-foot cell. Then, with the arrival of his 
two spiritual advisors, the removal of the irons by 
Sinclair, and the arrival of Sheriff Pemberton and 
Fred Hussey of the provincial police, the death 
procession was formed.

As they prepared to leave the cell, Spencer 
made a last request In a final symbolic gesture to 
the wild and wooly w r est of his past, he asked for a 
pair of slippers, explaining that he did not wish to 
die with his boots on. These were immediately

vousness of the night, stepped firmly towards the 
scaffold, mounted the steps took his position on the 
trap, and shook hands with all but his WacK-hooded 
executioner. 

The hangman adjusted the noose and put the 
white hood in place, as Spencer mumbled a prayer 
When the Tennessee outlaw finished he was seen to

said to have been instantaneous and. as a final note 
in the career of Frank Spencer a Kamloops cor¬ 
respondent. noted that the hangman, who had worn 
a hood so as to conceal his identity, was from Vic¬ 
toria and well-known. 

Sunday, July 16, 1877 
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RACE ROCKS AND OLYMPIC MOUNTAINS from beach in Metchosin’s Parry Bay. Spanish explorers named the bay Rada de Solano in 

the summer of 1790. 

Spaniards in Juan de Fuca 


Boats crewed by heavily 
armed men pulled away from the 
weatherbeaten sailing vessel 
which lay at anchor inside a spit 
of land at the mouth of the 
sprawling harbor. At the ship’s 
stern the ensign of Spain flut¬ 
tered in a gentle breeze from 
seaward. 

It was mid-summer in the year 1790. The place 
was Sooke harbor, 20 miles west from the site of 
present day Victoria. 

Don Manuel Quimper, a naval officer in the ser¬ 
vice of Spain, was going ashore to take possession 
of the harbor in the name of His Catholic Majesty 
Carlos IV and to bestow upon it the title of Puerto 
de Revilla Gigedo in honor of Spain s current 
Viceroy in Mexico. 

Beaching their craft on the nearby shore. 
Quimpers men moved slowly inland in military for¬ 
mation, chanting a Utany as they carried a massive 
wooden cross to a slope overlooking the harbor. 

Before the cross, on soil where no Europen had 
set foot before, the men of Iberia and New Spain 
knelt with heads bared, pledging themselves to *Hhe 
sowing of the Holy Evangel among these barbarous 
nations ... to guard them and free them from the 
devices of the devil ... so that their souls may be 
saved.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The expedition’s less spiritual (but equally 
crusading) objectives were proclaimed by Quimper 
as he rose to his feet to declare that the surrounding 
country henceforth would be “under the power, pos¬ 
session and domain of the royal crown of Castille 
and Leon.” 

At a signal, the summer morning’s tranquillity 
was shattered by a salute from the landing party’s 
muskets and an answering volley from the guns of 
the anchored ship. 

The carefully-enacted ritual, part military, 
part ecclesiastical, performed at Sooke harbor that 
day would have no lasting political impact. 

By the time the decade was half over, Spain 
would have all but abandoned plans for expansion 
on the northwest coast. Butin 1790 those plans were 
real enough and, before leaving Juan de Fuca 
Strait, Quimper and his men went through the same 
ritual at Royal Bay near Esquimau and on the 
southern shore at Port Discovery and Neah Bay. 

Though the precise location of the Spanish 
landing site near Sooke does not seem to have been 
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pinpointed, Quimper s journal indicates it was on 
the shore of what is now East Sooke, almost due 
north from the end of the sand and shingle arm cal¬ 
led Whiffin Spit which almost isolates the inlet from 
the open sea.

Quimper tells us the cross was raised near a 
huge pine and that a sealed bottle containing of¬ 
ficial documents of possession was buried behind 
the same tree. 

Overshadowed by the celebrated voyages of 
Vancouver, Galiano and Valdes two years later. 
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SURF BOOMS in at Sheringham Point, the 
headland which Manuel Quimper called Punta 
de San Eusebio, almost 200 years ago. 


Quimper s expedition nevertheless can lay claim to 
having the closest historical connections with the 
area£etween Victoria and Port Renfrew. 

'Qaimper was certainly the first 18th century 
navigator to thrust into the far reaches of Juan de 
Fuca Strait and it was not until more than half a 
century after his brief visit — he was allotted only 
two months to explore the entire strait from the 
time he left the Spanish base at Nootka Sound — 
that the Royal Navy made the first thorough survey 
of the same area, in ihe process renaming most of 
the landmarks mapped earlier by the Spanish cap¬ 
tain. 

Some names Quimper left along the coast — 
Gonzales Point and Haro Strait, for example — 
have survived in whole or in part to this day. though 
many more have been supplanted by prosaic Anglo- 
Saxon titles. 

Details of Quimper s career are obscure but it 
is known that he spent many years on the northwest 
coast. An able master mariner, he w r as blessed on 
the 1790 voyage with the services of two competent 
pilots (in effect, his firet and second mates). Gon- 
zalo Lopez de Haro and Juan Carrasco. 

★ ★ ★ 

The trailblazing portion of Quimper s voyage 
began on June 15. 1790. when he left Port San Juan 
(Port Renfrew) on the 50-ton Princesa Real, a 
sloop-rigged British trading vessel confiscated bv 
Spanish authorities at Nootka a year previously. 

Fur traders from Britain and the New England 
states already had reached Port San Juan — they 
called it Port Hawkesbury — but Haro and Car¬ 
rasco charted it for the first time while there on the 
Princesa Real. 

No European had ventured eastward up the 
strait from that point, however, and it was into 
these unknown waters that the small ship of dis¬ 
covery sailed, towing astern two large Nootka 
canofes which Quimper had obtained from Indians 
at Clayoquot Sound a few days earlier. The 
seaworthy native craft — Quimper had bought them 
for four sheets of copper — were to prove in¬ 
valuable during the expedition. 

Soon after leaving Port San Juan, the Spanish 
commander passed by and named Sombrio River 
and adjacent Sombrio Point. 

Here is located one of the finest of the accessi¬ 
ble west coast beaches, complete with tidal pools 
sand and a small but striking waterfall. On a grey 
and blustery day it can live up to the name Quimper 
gave it — “gloomy” or “shaded” — but Sombrio is 
worth a visit anytime and never more than when a 
heavy swell thunders in from the Pacific. 

Later that same afternoon, as the Princesa 
Real forged ahead easily before a light westerly, 
Quimper named two more headlands — Punta de la 
Magdalena and Punta de San Simon. The latter (San 
Simon Point), just west of Jordan River, flanks the 
present day China Beach Provincial Park, another 
representative stretch of west coast shoreline 
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SOOKE HARBOR appeared on the 


first maps of southern Vancouver Island as Puerto 


de 


Revilla Gigedo. 


reached by a short walk from the road to Port 
Renfrew. 

Quimper may have sent a boat shore near the 
mouth of Jordan River; at any rate he was suf¬ 
ficiently impressed by its surroundings to name it 
Rio Hermoso (Beautiful River), about the only time 
he deviated from his custom of strewing the names 
of saints, dignitaries and fellow navigators along 
the shoreline. 

Unfortunately, this description name did not 
endure. Haro s subsequent map of the area showing 
it as Rio Jordan after a Spanish chaplain at Nootka. 

The next headland attracting Quiraper's atten¬ 
tion was named Punta de San Eusebio — now known 
as Sheringham Point, site of the only lighthouse 
along the Vancouver Island shore between Race 
Rocks and the entrance to the strait. 

Nowadays, one can visit French’s Beach 
Provincial Park a short distance west of the point to 
marvel at ahother mile-long strand of surf, sand 
and driftwood where wind-sculpted trees along the 
shoreline attest to the power of westerly gales 
spawned far out in theJVorth Pacific. 

★ ★ ★ 

Sailing close inshore near Sheringham Point, 
Quimper made note of another cape ahead, naming 
it Punta De San Antonio, this is Otter Point, a 
favorite haunt today of many sports fishing 
enthusiasts. 

Spurred by a rapidly freshening westerly into 
looking for a safe anchorage. Quimper rounded 
Sheringham Point after first sending Carrasco 
ahead with the longboat to determine if there was a 
good holding ground in the bay formed by the two 
headlands. 

In mid afternoon the Princesa Real dropped 
anchor in four fathoms near the mouth of the river 
of clear sweet water 

The bight in which she anchored is Orveas Bay 

Quimper s Ensenada de Orbea — and the river 
was either Kirby Creek or Muir Creek, most likely 
the latter 

June 16. 1790. dawned with a clear sky. calm 
sea and the land shrouded in morning mist. Taking 
the longboat and one of the canoes, Haro and Car¬ 
rasco went ashore, returning a couple of hours later 
to report they had found some good land, level and 
partially treed. 

They also brought back salmon berries, wild 
onions and clusters of powder-blue berries they 
thought were grapes (no doubt the familiar so- 
called Oregon Crape), as well as a common wild 
plant the Spanish relished as a green vegetable and 
called quelites (Lamb s Quarters). 

Today, the dramatic sweep of Orveas Bay can 
be seen from the West Coast Road as it leads down 
from Otter Point to the low-lying strip of shoreline 
known as Gordon Beach — which may be where 
Haro and Carrasco came ashore. 

The mouth of Muir Creek, about 2*a miles west 


of Otter Point, is the base of operations for a busy 
logging outfit, but that shouldn’t deter one from go¬ 
ing down to the beach and conjuring up visions of 
the Princesa Real riding to anchor nearby 

That same afternoon, after charting depths in 
Orveas Bay. Quimper motfed his ship to the east 
side of Otter Point where Carrasco had found 
another anchorage. 

★ ★ ★ 

No sooner had the anchor found bottom that a 
group of Indians whom Quimper had met earlier at 
Port San Juan brought their canoe alongside, in¬ 
forming the Spanish explorers that they were bound 
for a large harbor located around a point of land 
some four miles to the east. 

Quimper was elated at this piece of news. The 
country he had seen so far pleased him and might 
be good for settlement. But he had yet to see any 
sign of a major harbor which could meet the im¬ 
mediate demands of trade and naval shipping. 

At Quimper’s request, the Indians obligingly 
led the way into the harbor for the longboat com¬ 


manded by Carrasco. As darkness fell, the second 
pilot returned, confirming what the Indians had 
said about a large sheltered harbor. 

But, he added, the harbor could be reached only 
through a narrow entrance channel, shallow and 
rock-flanked in places, and the Princesa Real would 
have to keep well over to the eastern shoreline in 
order to make the haven in safety — all in all, an ac¬ 
curate assessment of the approaches to Sooke Har¬ 
bor by someone seeing it for the first time 
with out benefit of buoys, markers or other 
navigational aids. 

A dead calm kept the ship at anchor the next 
morning and when the wind freshened in early 
afternoon it came, perversely, from the east, tran¬ 
sforming the shelter of Otter Point into a lee shore. 

With hawsers and kedge anchor, the seamen 
heaved their vessel away from the point until 
Quimper felt he was in a position to make sail and 
stand out to sea if the wind kept increasing. 

Calm spells alternating with variable winds off

If a goat should be your meeter-greeter. it 
won’t be Annabelle She’s the one that travelled 
west with the Comelys from Toronto to Portage I^a 
Prairie Yes. indeed. Robin. Maureen. Richard. 
Peter, and Susy, and Annabelle, all crowded into 
what had been a window-cleaner’s van. Robin, be 
ing the Mr. Fixit type, bad adapted the van to their 
needs Ther worldy goods tagged along behind in 
a small trailer 

They logged more than UHO miles before they 
finally made landfall and U was some trip. You can 
read all about it in the book Going West With An 
nabelle, which was written by Maureen under the 
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pen-name of Molly Douglas. Published last fall, 
it’s doing nicely thank you. 

From this you’ll gather that the Comelys are 
not your usual family. Robin was bom in 
Gloucestershire on a farm, and Maureen m the 
heart of London. 

“Sure I was born within the sound of Bow Bel¬ 
ls. say’s this spunky little lady, her brown eyes 
agleam. that’s why I have a Cockney sense of 
humor We used to laugh aft all sorts of things dur¬ 
ing the war We had to laugh — or break

She s had to laugh at quite a few things that 
have happened in Canada — or break For it hasn't 
been an easy row to hoe for the young couple who 
arrived with such high hopes and bright dreams 

Maureen was only a little girl when the Second 
World War burst over England When the house 
next door was flattened by a bomb, such members 
of the family who weren’t serving in the armed 
forces, escaped to a farm. That’s how she happened 
to meet Robin, they both belonged to a Young 
Farmers Club It was several years before they 
were married “An on again, off again affair,” she 
say’s. 

In 1953, the young couple who had already ac¬ 
quired two sons, decided to come to Canada, despite 
strong protests from their respective families who 
warned that they didn’t know what they were get¬ 
ting into. They didn’t, but neither did the cas- 
sandras. A lot of what happened wasn’t routine by 
any means. 

They had little money but Robin had a dream 
He wanted to own his own broad acres and a herd of 
Jersey cows, improbabilities, so long as they r 
remained - in England They were both adventurous 
and had the classic ideas of Canada, vast open 
spaces in which cowboys and Indians roamed free, 
and scarlet-coated ‘ “mounties” on spirited chargers 
patrolled the range, and free land. 

For the first year they’ were agricultural 
workers in the neighborhood of Toronto, learning 
the Canadian way. Then Robin got itchy feet and 
said: “Iiet’s go west!” " ' 


Nothing daunted. Maureen agreed, though Susy 
had by now joined the family, and toe prospect of 
gypsying with three small children would deter 
many women And then there was the goat An¬ 
nabelle was t6 insure milk for the children on the 
trip which involved two border crossings, into and 
out of the United States. 

Robin will tackle almost anything and he held a 
variety of jobs in the next few years. They didn’t 
find the ‘freeland” and it took some time before the 
dream of their own land and dairy herd 
materialized. When both worked they had to juggle 
their schedules so that one or other was always on 
hand to look after the children and the goats. 

They bought Nanny as company for lonely An¬ 
nabelle and in the course of time both produced off¬ 
spring. The Comelys were able to sell goats milk 
and even the kids For meat. 

Maureen makes a point in her book of the 
traditional prairie friendliness and hospitality that 
they met. She gradually learned the Canadian idiom 
and stopped making the boo boos she had commit¬ 
ted at first. 

They had many setbacks including the serious 
illness of their second son. and had acquired a third 
son before the farm became a reality. 

Maureen who had taken ballet as little girl and 
even taught it to children as part of her war effort, 
got an opportunity to teach it for profit when they 
were busy saving for the cows. She had other less 
attractive jobs as well, including that of nurse’s 
aide in a hospital ward for the very severely 
retarded. But she kept her chin up and the jokes 
coming and finally the Jerseys were installed. 

Maureen got a start with her longcoat 
chihuahuas, and Robin raised first cocker spaniels 
and then beagles, and had a boarding kennel as a 
side line. Maureen began to write and sell her work 

Her education had been somewhat informal, 
but probably the best for a future writer. Because 
of the war. there had been gaps in her school which 
had been filled by her father’s tutoring. He fostered 
her liking for reading. “Why I was reading 
Shakespeare at a young age.” she says. He also en¬ 
couraged her to write her reactions to what she 
saw. did, and thought 

Going West with Annabelle is her first book- 
length effort. It appeared originally as a serial in 
The Western Producer. Accepted by a London

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publisher, it next appeared in the British version of 
Readers’ Digest. Rights have been sold to a Danish 
publisher and a British paperback. 

The hard-cover issue is distributed* in Canada 
by a Toronto publisher and it is now on sale across 
Canada. It is delightful reading, take it from me. 
Her second book has also been accepted by the 
same publisher, so things look good for her writing 
future. 

Acquiring the dairy herd didn’t bring 
everything up roses. A few years later misfortune 
struck and the farm home was burned to the 
ground. No loss of human Hfe, but the rare and ex¬ 
pensive longcoats perished, and of course all the 
furniture and personal possessions were gone. It 
happened in the winter, too. 

Then Robin’s back started to bother him. Once 
when he'd been working in a garage to pick up some 
extra cash, a car parked on a ramp without the 
brake set, ran down and struck him. 

At the time his rib* showed the greatest 
damage, but after awhile the back pains began to 
worry him. 

For their 25th wedding anniversary, the young 
folk had given their parents a trip, looking after the 
farm in their stead. Of course they came west, who 
doesn't from the prairies? They visited Vancouver 
Island and liked what they saw. 

“Let’s retire here and when the time comes,” 
Maureen remarked thinking that day would be far 
in the future. * 

She remembered this when Robin’s back became 
so painful that the doctor counselled him to give up 
the cows. Bendjng to attach the milking machine 
was bard on a tall man with a lame back. But what 
would they do for a living? 

It was difficult to make a decision, but when 
they received and offer from a man for the entire 
herd they decided to let them go. 

‘Let’s go west,” said Maureen. 

The four older children were all self-supporting 


and two of them were married, there remained only 
Tim and Chris, now aged respectively 15 and 12. 
Robin could still work with dogs and Maureen had 
both dogs and her writing. 

So in the fall of 1975 they set out, this time in 
convoy, three vehicles, with their son-in-law driving 
one. They didn’t have a goat this time, but.15 dogs, a 
mixture of beagles and chihuahuas, trust the 
Comelys to be different. 

The boys and most of their possessions were 
left in Calgary at their daughter’s home, and 
Maureen and Robin came on to Vancouver Island to 
look for land. They finally found their haven on 
Marsden Road, but it was not until January 1976 
that they moved in, dogs aRd baggage. 


Robin soon became involved with the SPCA and 
that leads into the explanation I promised regarding 
the eight hens who have such a predilection for the 
front porch. They came to Robin in the line of duty, 
having been abandoned by their counter-culture 
owners who had permitted them full house 
privileges. They think they should have them. 

They are pretty to look at and are good layers so 
are welcome guests. 

The Comox Writers’ Club was happy to 
welcome Maureen as a member and sincerely hope 
that she and Robin have said: “Let’s go west” for 
the last time. It would be most disconcerting if they 
should take a notion to build a boat and take off into 
the sunset across the broad Pacific! 1 
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the land kept the ship anchored another day. On 
June 19, Quimper seized the opportunity offered by 
a light westerly to make for the harbor. 

Carrasco was stationed in the longboat to mark 
off some of the hazards near the entrance. 
Leadlines were in constant use as sailors took one 
sounding after another in the approach channel. 
Gingerly, the Princesa Real threaded her way into 
the harbor, rounded the spit, and dropped anchor. 

Over the next several days the pilots and their 
boat crews worked at mapping the shoreline, 
penetrating the lower reaches of the Sooke River, 
exploring the surrounding country and establishing 
that the harbor possessed no other outlet to the sea. 

Enthusiastically, they reported finding benches 
of land where berries, wildflowers and small trees 
grew in profusion. But, as seamen, they also saw 
the harbor’s limitations, noting that access to 
deeper water farther up the inlet could be gained 
only by following another tortuous channel through 
the sandbar-strewn shallows of the lower portion 

★ ★ ★ 

Occasionally, as when they entered the Sooke 
River, the pilots were guided by Indians from one of 
two villages located on the inlet’s shore. People 
from the villages —blithely unaware that the new¬ 
comers had plans to “free them from the devices of 
the devil” — brought berries and shellfish to the 
Princesa Real. 

Early on June 23, Haro and Carrasco finished 
their work in Sooke Inlet, taking soundings in the 
harbor entrance and charting a cluster of dangerous 
rocks nearby. 

Then, after going through the prescribed ritual 
of taking possession for Spain. Quimper prepared to 
leave, only to be frustrated by three days of squally 
weather and adverse winds. 

Finally, in the last hours of daylight on June 26, 
Quimper took advantage of high water and a sudden 
clam to ease out of the harbor, warping the vessel 
down channel with a kedge anchor until he was 
clear of the spit and in open water. 

Over the next two days, the Princesa Real 
edged slowly eastward past landmarks familiar to 
hundreds of coastal seafarers, hikers and sports 
fishermen. 

Donaldson Island off Iron Mine Bay in East 
Sooke Regional Park was named Isla de Dona Rose 
after some lady of Quimper’s acquaintance. 
Beechey Head was named Punta de Benites del 
Pino. Cape Church called Punta de San Cosme. 


Turning through Race Passage, Quimper 
brought his ship to anchor in 11 fathoms at about 
noon on June 28 iri what he described as a beautiful 
roadstead — the harbor we know as Pedder Bay. He 
called it Rada de Eliza in honor of his superior at 
Nootka, Lieutenant Francisco Eliza, who was 
destined in 1791 to explore the Gulf Islands and 
Strait of Georgia as far north as Cape Lazo. 

During the next couple of days, Haro and Car¬ 
rasco surveyed much of the coastline north and east 
of Pedder Bay. 

Carrasco took the longboat and confirmed what 
Indians at Pedder Bay had told them about the ex- 
istence of a major waterway leading 
northwestward out of Juan de Fuca Strait. 

Later, Quimper honored his chief mate by call¬ 
ing this strait Canal de Lopez de Haro (Haro Strait) 
and a vantage point west of its entrance Punta de 
San Gonzalo (Gonzalez Point). Carrasco 
presumably had honor enough in going ashore to 
raise another symbolic Cross overlooking the new¬ 
found strait. 

In addition, the two pilots surveyed headlands 
which Quimper named Punta de San Doipingo (Wil¬ 
liam Head) and Punta de .San Miguel (Albert 
Head), as well as a roadstead between the two 
points which received the title Rada de Solano 
(Parry Bay). 

Then, just beyond Parry Bay, the pilots came 
upon a large roadstead described prophetically by 
one of them as a place where a great squadron 
could ride at anchor. 

Quimper came ashore here on June 30 to 
ceremoniously take formal possession for Spain. He 
named the roadstead Rada de Valdez y Bazan after 
the current Spanish minister of marine. This is, of 
course, Royal Roads. 

★ ★ ★ 

The site of Efsquimalt Harbor almost eluded 
Quimper’s men entirely. In fact, it was not until 
July 19 after they had returned tofloyal Roads from 
the southern shore that Carrasco, who had been out 
looking for a river where he might fill the ship's 
water casks, came back on board to report that to 
the east and north of a large saltwater tidal lagoon 
— Esquimau Lagoon — he found a fine, sheltered 
haven With an excellent depth of water at low tide. 

Despite his anxiety to complete the survey and 
return to Nootka, Quimper instructed his pilots on 
July 20 to draw up a plan of the port which, more 
than six decades after his departure, began func¬ 
tioning as a major naval base, a role it has now 


played for some 120 years under the British and 
Canadian flags. 

On the night of July 20, after his pilots had 
returned on board, Quimper bestowed the name 
Puerto de Cordova on Esquimau Harbor. 

It was the expedition’s last act on the northern 
shore of Juan de Fuca Strait before leaving for 
Nootka. 

On the next day, Quimper recrossed the strait 
to the neighborhood of Angeles Point — he had 
previously surveyed Dungeness Bay and Port 
Discovery — from there following the southern 
shore to Neah Bay. 

★ ★ ★ 

Quimper, who never returned to Juan de Fuca 
Strait, had accomplished a good deal on his short 
voyage of discovery; mapping Sooke and Esquimau 
Harbors, as well as Pedder Bay, Royal Roads and 
Port Discovery, and establishing the existence of an 
all-important channel leading northward out of the 
strait. 

Virtually all the landmarks he named that sum¬ 
mer almost two centuries ago, from the Sombrio 
River to Gonzales Point, are worth visiting for their 
scenic qualities alone — which means that even if 
the topic of early coastal exploration is not one to in¬ 
spire you, the path of the 1790 Spanish expedition 
will lead you to some of the most pleasant spots on 
southern Vancouver Island.

A wife and mother tells how 
she raised her family on 
lighthouses a generation ago, of 
today’s improvements, and gives 
her recipe for successful 
lighthouse-living. 

Driving out from suburban Saanich on a sunny 
June day my husband spent a couple of enjoyable 
hours in conversation with Oscar Edwards, the 
lightkeeper at Albert Head, while bis wife. Pearl 
and I got together in the kitchen of the neat little 
frame house She looked absurdly young to be the 
mother of three grown sons, and a grandmother as 
well, and her enthusiasm for her life-style showed 
as she told me her story. 

Mrs. Edwards’ husband, an army veteran of the 
Second World War, was bom in Vancouver, and she 
in Merritt, but they have spent their entire married 
life on a number of Canada’s west coast 
lighthouses. 

They have been on Albert Head for nearly three 
years, and will be transferred to Point Atkinson 
(near Vancouver) hi August. This, she said, will 
probably be their last lighthouse until Oscar’s 
retirement. 

She said that she loved Vancouver Island, and 
that they were happy on Albert Head, but at the 
same time they will be glad to get back to the 
mainland “away from all the ferry problems.” She 
said they had three grown sons, all living per 
manently on the mainland. Two are married, with 
families! and the other is staving with them tem¬ 
porarily.

Asked if. lighthouse life is very different from 
life ashore. Mrs. Edwards replied: “Yes. in many 
ways, but it is easier now because there is less 
responsibility, and more automation than before 
We now have radio telephones, radio beacons, and 
electric light, and most of the machinery is 
operated by push-buttons. ” 

This is a far cry from the days when everything 
had to be hand-cranked, and there were only 
kerosene lamps. Although she is not her husband's 
official assistant she could, she said, in an 
emergency operate all the machinery herself 
(There is a junior lightkeeper and his wife living in 
a seperate house near thetr’s. He and Oscar work 
shifts.) 

Mrs. Edwards continues: “We now have hydro 
power on Albert Head, although some lighthouses 
generate th^ir own. We had to collect rainwater at 
our other lights, and this the first one where we can 
draw water from the city.” 

Asked what other lighthouses they had been 
stationed on Mrs. Edwards replied. “None were 
completely isolated, but some were more accessi¬ 
ble than others. We were first on Fiddle Reef, off 
Cadboro Bay. near Victoria; Chrome Island, off the 
tip of Denman Island. Chatham Point, between 
Campbell River and Kelsey Bay; also Amphitrite 
Point, on the west coast of Vancouver Island, which 
is in the Uclulet and Tofino area.” 

Asked which was their favorite lighthouse of 
these Mrs. Edwards answered without hesitation 
“Chrome Island! Because it was more of a 
traditional lighthouse, and it was like pioneering 
and was away from city lights. We had wood stoves, 
wood furnaces, and we bougit our own gas-lighting 
plant. We had a kerosene fridge, a gasoline 
washing-machine, and I hung my clothes out-of- 
doors. My husband built his own boat and we did a 
lot of fisiung. We were there for five years.” 

As for the children’s educational problems. 
Mrs. Edwards said this: “I taught my eldest son by 
correspondence up to Grade three. When we were 
moved to Chatham Point ray husband took the two 
eldest boys by boat, back and forth to the logging- 
camp school about three miles from the lighthouse 
Later, when the road was built he took them by car 
When they started high school they stayed with 
their grandparents in Vancouver, but when we were 
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moved to Amphitrite Point they were able to finish 
at the high school in Uclulet Village. 

Hie boys enjoyed it more at Chatham Point 
because they were able to attend school with other 
children, with whom they could enjoy a normal 
social life, such as concerts, parties, sports, etc 
They were able to do a lot of hunting, fishing, and 
hiking there. Yes. they were taught the use of 
firearms at an early age. and how to handle them 
safely. 

“At Amphitrite Point Oscar and I were able to 
go out more, as it was more accessible than the 
others and we were able to have our relatives and 
friends visit more often. It was more like being in 
town. Wherever we have been stationed-we have 
always been treated wonderfully by the officials, 
technicians, and work crews of the ships of the 
department of transport (now Coast Guard > who 
visited the lighthouses. 

We always looked with great anticipation to 
the visits of the mission ship. John Antle. The-cap¬ 
tain. Canon Green was a good friend to us and to 
everyone. He christened our three sons. No. none of 
them were bom on a lighthouse — l made sure that 
I was away from there in time! But they were all 
raised on them ” 

“Can you keep pets on most lighthouses? 1 
asked. (The Edwards have a cocker spaniel named 
Belle > 

“On. yes.” she said, “we’ve had lots of 
animals, dogs. cats, chickens, ducks, geese, 
turkeys, and in some places tame deer used to come 
to our gate to be petted and fed.” 

Noting the neat little vegetable and flower gar¬ 
den growing outside the door I asked whether most 
lighthouses were suitable for this. “Not all.” was 
the reply, “because some are built on solid rock, 
with no soil." 

“Does vour husband do any fishing now*’” I 
asked 

“Not much.” said Mrs. Edwards. “We are not 
supplied with a powerboat here because we don’t 
need one. but he built a small one of his own.” 


I said “When my husband served on 
lighthouse-tenders back in the thirties it was a 
tough and sometimes-dangerous job to get the sup 
plies out of the small boats and up the rocks Do 
they use helicopters for this purpose now? 

“Yes,” was the answer 

“The Canadian Pacific Steamship Empress of 
Canada went aground on the rocks at Albert Head in 
October. 1929.” I said, and this was instrumental in 
the building of the lighthouse here. Can you tell me 
of any unusual happenings such as shipwrecks or 
accidents that have happened near any of your 
lighthouses?” 

“Yes," said Mrs. Edwards. “It was about 20 
years ago when we were at Chatham Point. A small 
plane carrying a pilot and two passengers was 
forced down by bad weather one foggy night near 
us. Our police dog kept barking so we knew that 
something was wrong. When the fog lifted we saw a 
fire in a deserted logging camp across the, water 
from us. My husband went across the three-mile 
stretch in the station’s power boat and rescued the 
three men. They were taken to Campbell River. 

“When we were at Amphitrite Point another 
dog warned us of an ac¬ 
cident during the fog. A fish-boat had crashed on the 
rocks, and Oscar and the dog climbed down there 
when they heard the man shooting and located him 
Oscar called the RCMP and they sent another 
fisherman to take him ashore." 

Asked if many tourists visit the Albert Head 
lighthouse Mrs. Edwards replied “Some do. and 
visitors are always welcome.” However, the 
Edwards are relatively safe from undesirables as 
there is a military training camp about a quarter- 
of-a-mile from them through whose property all 
lighthouse-bound traffic must pass. There is always 
a sentry at the gate. 

“What kind of people.” I asked, “are best 
suited to lighthouse life?” Mrs. Edwards' response 
was as spontaneous as it was brief: “A truly happy 
family.” 
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
